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SWEPT BY WIND STORMS 


GREAT DAMAGE DONE IN THE 
SOUTH AND WEST, 


SEVERAL TOWNS IN MISSISSIPPI NEAR- 
LY DESTROYED—MANY BUILDINGS 
BLOWN DOWN—CHILDREN INJURED 
-—-INDIANAPOLIS ALSO SUFFERS— 
SNOW IN THE NORTHWEST. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 28.—An Appeal-Ava- 
lanche special from Tunica, Mies., says: ‘“‘ This 
afternoon at 3:30 o’clock a cyclone from the 
south west} struck this town and left wreck and 
ruin in its wake. The Masonic and Knights of 
Pythias Lodges, a handsome two-story frame 
building, is a total wreck. 

“The white Presbyterian Church and the 
colored Methodist Episcopal Church were blown 
down. The Court-House roof was blown off, 
and the colored school building, a two-story 
frame edifice, was blown down, in which were 
150 children, and several of them were badly 
hurt, but none dangerously. 

“The residence of H. A. Higginbotham ig a 
total wreck. The storehouse of Leo Lesser and 
quite a number of other buildings are badly 
damaged. The damage will reach into the 
thousands. 

“A special from Cleveland, Miss., states that 
acloudburst and storm destroyed considerable 
property in that vicinity to-day. No lives Jost. 

“A special from Crawfordsville, Ark., states 
that a severe wind blew down several houses 
ip that town to-day.”’ 

Well-authenticated reports say the town of 
Tupelo, Miss., the home of Congressman John 
Allen, was destroyed by a severe storm to-day. 

The littletown of Kelly, fifteen miles from 
Memphis, on the Memphis and Birmingham 
Railroad, was wiped out during the same storm 
No lives were lost. Particulars not obtainable 
at present. 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., March 23.—Dispatches from 
fifty points in Western and Southern Minnesota 
and South Dakota indicate that a great storm is 
raging. At Faribault and neighboring points 
eight inches of snow fell, and this was followed 
by a heavy fall of hail, accompanied by thunder 
and lightning. West of Aberdeen, 8. D., the fall 
of sn0W Was 60 great as to delay trains. 

At 8t. Paul it began snowing at 5 o'clock last 
night and had developed into a driving sleet 
storm by 9 o’clook. The storm is followedin 
the far West by a Chinook wind and a big thaw, 
and floods are expected. 

A belated blizzard setin at Duluth last night 
and within half an hour the street-car service 
was badly interfered with. The snow is soft 
and drifts badly before a high wind, which 
is blowing with constantly-increasing force 
There is every prospect of a serious snow 
blockade and all trains are certain to be greatly 
delayed. The temperature is not severe, but in 


other respects the blizzard promises to be the 
worstofthe month. Telegraph lines are down. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 23.—It is reported 
here that a cyclone has devastated Bowling 
Green, Ky. All wires are down to that point 
and nothing definite can be learned concerning 
the disaster. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 23.—A windstorm 
of remarkable violence visited this city at 8:30 
o’clook this evening, doing, so far as can be 


learned, about $100,000 damage and injuring 
two persons. 

The dumage was confined to the suburban 
district northwest. The Brown-Ketcham [ron 
Works were partially unroofed. One of the 
big mills of the Cerealine Company was un- 
roofed, and the roof in falling struck Charles 
Myers, a workwan, breaking his leg. 

The third story of the Indianapolis Coffin 
Factory, three blocks away, was blown oit 
Next to this factory is a boarding house and 
saloon owned by Charlies Benhke, which was 
unroofed and Mrs. Benhke had her foot orushed. 
Mr. Benhke was bruised. A number of sheds, 
stables, and two frame houses in course of con- 
struction were demolished. 

RACINE, Wis., March 23.—One of the worst 
sleetstorms known in years prevailed here last 
night. The entire telephone system is crippled. 
Several poles broke and went through the roofs 
of houses, and some thirty instruments were 
burned out by electric wires. The eleotric-light 
system is also crippled, and fifty street lights 
are not burning. Electric cars have kept run- 
ning. 

Kansas OiTy, Mo., March 23.—Dispatches 
from Kansas and Missouri state that a severe 
storm Taged generally over the two States last 


night. The rainfall was very heavy and gener- 
ally benefited the crops. 

At Oklahoma City a number of buildings were 
blown down and several of them burned by 
lightning. The storm strack Nevada, Mo., about 
3 o’clock this morning. The slate roof of the 
State Insane Asylum was damaged, and the 
bouse of the engineer of the asylum was blown 
down. In Kansas the rain was general ail over 
the western part of the State. 

ALBANY, Maroh 23.—At Troy about two 
inches of snow fell in the storm of yesterday. 

About six inches of snow fell at Ithaca yes- 


terday and last night. The temperature was 
—_ to-day and the streets are covered with 
slus 

At Buffalo about two inches of snow fell yes- 
terday and last night, changing to rain early 
es morning. The weather is now clear and 
mil 

Snow fell at Binghamton to the depth of six 
inches yesterday and last night, and rain this 
morning filied the streets with slush. 

PotnT PLEABANT, N. J., Maroh 23.—There was 
a heavy storm here last night, with a strong in- 
shore wind. This morning a yawl boat drifted 
ashore half a mile north of the Island Beach 
Life Station. it is 13 feet long, painted white 
outside and lead color inside. it is believed 
thatit broke ioose from some vessel in last 
night’s gale. 





FAILURES IN MEXICO, 


A FURTHER REDUCTION IN THE TARIFF 
CONTEMPLATED. 


CiTy OF Mexico, March 23.—The banks have 
recently been pressing borrowers, and in conse- 
quence reports from the interior announce 
several lerge failures of concerns of a specu- 
lative mature. The bank managers, however, 
state that the mercantile community generally 
is entirely solvent. 

The tremendous premium on foreign ex- 
change resulting from the depreciation of silver 
has had the effect which might naturally be ex 
pected in diminishing importations of goods 
from Europe, whichsupplies the larger part ofthe 
merchandise coming in competition with native 
manufactures, such as cotton textiles and 
paper, and in this way the Government finds 
the Custom House colleetions affected by what 
is in point of fact a decrease in tariff never in- 
tended when the tariff wae last revised. For 


this reason, and in order to bring about a com- 
petition favorable to the community, it 1s prob- 
able that the Government will seriously 
consider the expediency of stimulating the im- 
portation of foreign goods by reducing the 
tariff on articles which ought to be yielding ita 
larger amount of revenue, 

The bank rate is firmly maintained at 10 per 
cent. 





Editers Fight a Duel. 

CITY OF MeExico, March 23.—A duel was 
fought near this city Friday by Enrique Calde- 
ron, @ member of the editorial staff of the Fray 
Guindio, and Enrique W. Martinez, who occu- 
pied a like position on the Monitor Republicano. 
Calderon says an attack was made upon him in 
the Monitor epublicano by Martinez, and he 


issued a challenge, which the latter accepted. 
Seconds were chosen and swords selected. 

The affair was witnessed by half a dazen 
friends of the principals.

EDWARD PARKER DEACON HERE.

HE HAS COME TO AMERICA TO 
BUT HE MAY GO BACK. 


Edward Parker Deacon, the American who 
shot and killed M. Abeiile in Cannes a year ago, 
and who has since figured in French criminal 
and divorce courts, was a passenger by the 
North German Lioyd steamship Trave, which 
yesterday arrived from Bremen and Southamp- 
ton. He was accompanied by his daughter 
Gladys. 

Mr. Deacon was seen on board the Trave yes- 


terday evening. 
“Tam very tired,” he said to the reporters. 
*“‘ Have had no peace for the last year. What 


shall I 1 Well, people have generally been 
very kind to me, but during my trial there were 
some individuals who tried to harm me.” 

The Figaro, he said; did ite utmost to convict 
him and receiyead 40 cents a line for ever 
article of condemnation of him that it printe 

“And whata crowd the Abeilles are,” Mr. 
Deacon added after a pause. “One of the pro- 
geny of brothers produced in court a forged 
letter, purporting to come from me, which said 
that it was my intention to kill Cocoa Abeille as 
soon as I wae released. I have come to Amer- 
ica to stay, but if I hear of that man Cocoa de- 
faming my character, I will cross the ocean 
again to have an interview with him.” 

eferring to his divorced wife, Mr. Deacon 
said that she is a woman destitute of moral 
sense. 

Tapping his forehead, he added: “She has 
something wrong here, The suit for divorce, 
which I brought against ber, was merely to 
obtain possession of children, as I did not 
wish fora divorce under the French law for 
any other reason, Previous to bringing the suit 
I offered to rest content with the two eldest 
children, Audrey and Edith. She would not 
consent, 60 I brought suit. She retains Dorothy, 
the others are in my care.” # 

Mr. Deacon said that he would live with Mrs. 
Baldwin, his divorced wife’s stepmother, who 
is his ‘friend. He looks like a man who has 
passed through a great deal of trouble. Deep 
furrows have formed in his forehead, and his 
hair is plentifully streaked with gray.

NEW DYNAMITE SHELL. 


TEST OF THE LEFEVRE-BREMNER PAT- 
TERN MADE AT SYRACUSE, 


SYRACUSE, March 23.—The Lefevre-Bremner 
donamite shell, a rival of the Justin projectile, 
had a public trial to-day. The experiments 
were carried on in a natural range in a lime- 
stone quarry. The target was a wall of rock 
about one quarter of a mile distant from the 
gun, a large naval piece. The Board of Orda- 
nance was represented by Commander Theodore 
F. Jewell and Lieut. Richardson. 

The tests were successful and satisfactory. 
Eight shells were fired, six loaded with dyna- 
mite and two with nitro-gelatine. The ex- 
plosions were all upon the target, and the dam- 
age done was considerable. 

In the Lefevre-Bremner shell there is no con- 
tact between the carrier and the outer shell. 
The carrier rides on a stee)] rod and remains sta- 
tionary while the outer shell is revolving and 
taking the forward motion. When the outer 
shell moves forward upon the carrier upon the 
explosion of the powder, it is eased from con- 
tact with the carrier by finely-graduated springs 
fitted within the shell to the end of the cap. 
Felt padding also takes up a considerable 
amount of the fpree of the first explosion of the 
powderin the gun. Commander Jewell would 
not give his opinion as to the merits of the shell, 
but will make his report to the Government. 
The inventors are backed by a local stock com- 
pany. 


THE BARLOW-GILES CASE, 





FRIENDS IN PHILADELPHIA DO NOT BE- 
LIEVE THE ELOPEMENT STORY. 


PHILADELPHIA, Maroh 23,—The story of the 
elopement of Mra. John Wilton Barlow of 
Brooklyn and of Dr. Charles d. Giles of this 
city is not believed here, where Dr. Giles is well 
known. Dr. Giles is the son of the Rev. Chaun- 
cey H. Giles, pastor of the Swedenborgian 
Church, Twenty-second and Chestnut Streets. 

Dr. Giles married a New-York woman in 1880, 
and, after living in that city for a few years, 
moved to Philadelphia when his father took 
charge of the church here, and rented the house 
at 1009 North Forty-fourth Street. 

There was no one at 1009 North Forty-fourth 
Street when a reporter called there this after- 
noon. At 3502 amilton Street, where the 
Rev. Mr. Giles lives, this statement was made 
by the clergyman’s assistant: ‘‘ Our knowledge 
of Mra. Barlow and the well-known character of 
Mr. Giles lead us to believe that there is no 
truth in the story. Mrs. Barlow may have left 
her husband, but it is not probable that she has 

oined Mr. Giles or that he knows anything of 
er whereabouts. Yet we are not in a position 


to deny the story and know nothing except | 


what bas been printed.” 

The assistant added: “ Mrs. Giles went over 
to New-York to live. She has apartments there 
and likes that city. Her husband’s departure 
had nothing to do with it.”

THREE MEN ENTICE HIM INTO A CAB 
AND HE HAS NOT RETURNED HOME. 


MONTREAL, March 23.—Excitement has been 
created at St. Louis de Mile End, asuburb of 
Montreal, over the disappearance of Dr. Young, 
@ member of the Municipal Council. A cab 
containing three men called at the doctor's 
residence this morning while the family was at 
breakfast. The callers told Dr. Young he was 
wanted to attend professionally one of their 
friends ata hotel. The doctor entered the cab 
and was driven away, since which time nothing 
bas been heard from him. 

Dr. Young’s disappearance is supposed to be 
connected with the electric street-oar franchise, 
over which there is much competition between 
the Williams-Carriveau syndicate representing 
American capitalists and the Montreal Street 
Rallway Company. 

Dr. Young has supported the home company 
until within in afew days, when he expressed 
his intention of voting for the American syn- 
dicate. For this reason itis hinted that he has 
been put out of the way.

Detectives had n look- 
ing for him, and when Theobald saw them enter 
the hotel he hastened to his room and as the of- 
ficers rapped at his deor he tired the shot that 
ended his life.

FIVE LIVES LOST IN A FIRE, 


—_—_a_—. 
A FASHIONABLE APARTMENT HOUSE 
WHICH PROVED TO BE A FIRE TRAP. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Maroh 23.—Shortly after 
12 o’clock to-day the large brick apartment 
house on Prospect Street known as the Morgan 
caught fire, and in a short time the building 
was a mass of flames. There wan considerable 
delay in sending in an alarm. It wae fully half 
an hour before the firemen arrived. By this 
time the flames had made great headway. 

The house was crowded with tenants, and as 
they began to swarm forth a scene of the great- 
est confusion ensued. 1¢ soon became known 
that a number ef persons had undoubtedly lost 
their lives, and the excitement became intense. 

An urgent coal] for more fire apparatus had 
followed the first alarm and the engines and 
trucks soon arrived, and immediately the fire 
men anda crowd of willing men were seeking 
for those who had been penned up in the build- 
ing. A number of women were soon brought 
forth, two of them having been taken from sick 
beds, and the others were suffering from partial 
suffocation and injuries received in their wild 
efforts to escape. 

A hasty calculation was made, and it was an- 
nounced that four women were missing. It was 
considered almost certain that they had been 
amothered to death. Several fainting women 
were taken to the offices of neighboring physi- 
clans, and ambulances which had been quickly 
summoned soon bore others away to hospitals. 

A cry at once went up that Mrs. P. 8. Somers, 
a blind woman, wasin her apartments on the 
third floor. A herolo effort was made by the 


firemen to save her, but she was dead when 
found. There were rumors that many of the 
forty people in the building had perished, but 
itis now definitely known that but five lost 
their lives, as follows:

SAM JONES AND THE REY. MR. DOBBS 
STIR UP CARTERSVILLE. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., March 23.—A street fight

Dobbs, the Baptist pastor. A feud of Many 
years’ standing has existed between the rever- 
end gentlemen, intensified by a scandal which 
culminated in a churoh trial last December, in 
which the Rev. Mr. Mashburn, the Methodist 
pastor, was acquitted. 

Dobbs held that he had been whitewashed. 
The occasion of the investigation was some un- 
signed letters which had been sent to the Jones 
family. the authorship of which had been at- 
tributed to Mashburn by Dobbs, but in which 
charge Jones took no stook. 

Lately Dobbs has renewed his criticisms, and 
this led to a sermon by Jones last Sunday 
which has been the talkof the town. Mr. Jones, 
after denouncing Dobbs, denounced the acousa- 
tion against Mr. Mashburn as “a damnable lic ”’ 
and said the affair had gone far enough; that 
“if 1t did not stop right where it was Sam Jones 
might have the feathers stamped off of him 
before Saturday night.’’ 

The pre er was loudly cheered. It is denied 
by the preachers themselves, but asserted by 
their close friends, that both carry pistols and 
are ready for self-defense. 

The scandal is one which has extended to 
the churches, neither Baptiste nor Methodists 
speaking as they pass by. 





Coffee for the United States, 

City oF MEXICO, Mexico, March 23,—Indica- 
tions are that the coffee crop of the State of 
Vera Cruz this year will be exported to the 
United States. An unusually large number of 
buyers fromjNew- York, Chicago, 8t. Louis, and 
Philadelphia wholesale houses have been in 
Mexico for some time buying up the product. 
The new crop of coffee in Oaxaca is of good 
quality, and the quantity is large. Reports 
trom the Villa Alta and Ixtlan districts indicate 
great prosperity. 

Sales have been made at $26 and $27 per hun- 
dredweight. Sales of coffee lands have been 
stimulated by the excellent prices. Salesof lands 
by the Atlan Company are reported in the State 
of Vera Cruz, and many inquiries are received 
from the United States.

QPENING THE TEE-TO-TUM 


—_— ———. 
MANY PERSONS INSPECT THE 
NEW WORKINGMEN’S CLUB. 


SPEECHES IN THE EVENING BY GEN. 
WEBB, ROBERT GRAHAM, AND MR. 
HEWITT IN PRAISE OF DR. SATTER- 
LEE’s SCHEME—MEMBERS TO DE- 
CIDE AS TO SUNDAY OPENING. 


In introducing the Tee-to-Tum Club in New- 
York the Rev. Dr. H. Y. Satterlee, rector of 
Calvary Protestant Episcopal Church, has de- 
parted from the ordinary channel of benevolent 
work. He has established, not a charitable in- 
stitution, but a olub of poor workingmen, 
banded together for booial intercourse and 
mutual improvement. Esch member of the 
club is expected to contribute his part toward 
making the club gelf-sustaining. 

Cards of invitation to a formal opening of the 
Tee-to-Tum Workingmen’s Club yesterday aft- 
ernoon and evening were widely distributed 
among the men and women of this town who 
habitually evince an interest in the publio wel- 
fare and a willingness to co-operate in any 
scheme for the improvement of social condi- 
tions. 

The responses to the invitations were numer- 
ous, Between two and threé thousand persons 
Visited the unique clubhouse in Twenty-third 
Street, near First Avenue, between 4:30 and 
6:30 o’clock P. M., and last evening the enter- 
tainment hall was crowded by an assemblage 
which listened with evident interest and pleas- 
ure to afew brief addresses explanatory of the 
purpose and scope of the institution. 

The reception in the afternoon was informal 
After passing through the attractive Japanese 
entrance to the building the visitors were at 
liberty to wander in any direction. The various 
departments were all open to inspection, and 
members of the club were present to demon- 
strate the practical working of each. The 
Galilee Coffee House, which ison the ground 
floor, was viewe@ with much interest. Itisa 
spacious and clean restaurant with an ample 
bill of fare and a schedule of prices that would 
give Delmonico a spasm. The highest-priced 
dish on the list costs but 10 cents, and 2 cents 
will buy a cup of coffee and a roll. ; 

Besides this restaurant the features of the 
club include a free reading room and oirculat- 
ing library, a boys’ olubroom and gymnasium, a 
printing office, a mission chapel, an entertain- 
ment hall, and dormitories designed to afford 
lodgings for about 350 persons. All of these 
departments are under one roof, the building 


bearing the numbers from 338 to 346 (inolu- 
sive) Kast Twenty-third Street. 

The structure, which has veen thorcughly re- 
modeled for ite present uses, was formerly a 
piano factory. The Tee-to-Tum Club is the out- 
come of the mission which has been maintained 
at Twenty-third Street and First Avenue for 
about seven and one-half years by the Calvary 
Church Mr. W. H. Chandler, the general 
parish agent and Superintendent of the lodging 
house, has general charge of the work. 

The full name of the organization is the Gall- 
lee Tee-to-Tum Club of New-York City. It 
leases the building from the Calvary Church 
Society, and the management of the club is 
vested in au Executive Committee composed of 
its members. 

It can be truthfally said that there is no part 
of the kid-glove element in the present mem- 
bership of the organization, and Dr. Satterlee 
and his associaten have had to exercise a great 
deal of tact in holding together in orderly fash- 
oe peculiar characters who compose the 
club. 

A large measure of the success of the exper!- 
ment is undéubtedly~iue tothe fact that the 
men are allowed to govern themselves in most 
things. Dr. Satterlee insists on having his own 
representative to look after the tinances, and 
the President of the club, Mr. A. M. Hadden, 
also represents the church society. 

There is naturally miuch illiteracy and self- 
willed perversity among the members of the 
club, and the experiment of self-government is 
watched with the deepest interest by the pro 
jectors of the Tee-to-Tum scheme. An issue 
will come up at the next monthly meeting 
which is regarded by some as likely to mark a 
crisis in the club’s affairs. 

It is a proposition to keep the clubhouse Open 
on Sundays and have the games going the same 
as any other day. Dr. Satterlee and his asso- 
Clates are not uisposed to interfere with the 
club in arriving at a decision on this point. If 
a majority of the members vote to keep the 
place open on Sundays, they will probably be 

ermitted to have their way, at least until the 
dea is clearly demonstrated to be detrimental 
to the interests of the organization.

In the evening Mr. Samuel D. Babeock pre- 
sided, and with himon the platform were the 
Rev. H. Y. Satterlee, Abram 8. Hewitt, Robert 
Graham, Gen. Alexander 8. Webb, and - Presi- 
dent Hadden. 

Mr. Babcock sald that when he first read his 
invitation to preside upon this occasion he 
thought he was expected to act as Chairman of 
@ teetotal club. en he ascertained his mis- 
take, however, and saw that it was a Tee-to- 
Tum Club, he was sorely puzzled, for he did not 
know exactly what a Tee-to-Tum Club was. In 
order that his hearers might not be in the dark 
on that point, he read a brief printed descrip- 
tion of the institution. 

Gen. Alexander 8. Webb spoke about the 
great value of a system S perest aid to the 
worthy poor who were willing to work. To 
stimulate a person's self-respect und make him 
or her self-supporting was the purpose of such 
organizations as the Tee-to-Tum Club. There 
were six Tee-to-Tum Clubs in London, and, so 
far as the speaker knew, each one was sel!-sup- 
porting. One club alone had 1,000 members. 

The Tee-tc-fum Club was based upon the true 
spirit of co-operation. While each member de- 
rived beneitits from the elub, he could feel that 
he was not the recipient of charity. It was the 
money that the members contributed in dues 
and spent for supplies that supported the olub. 
Therefore each man who belonged to the Tee-to- 
Tum Club might properly feel that he had a 
sort of proprietary interestin the institution. 

Robert Graham, Secretary of the Church 
Temperance Society, spoke especially about 
the workingmen’s club. That organization, he 
said, had three conspicuous merits. It was 
non-political, it was non-sectarian, and it was 
non-alcoholic. It was, in fact, the ideal 
“church saloon,” of which a great deal had 
been said lately. The speaker called it ideal, 
because no liquor was to be sold there. It was 
the purpose of the workingmen’s club to bring 
pA my Ape and self-supporting men to- 
gether ina social way for their mutual im- 
provement. 

No man in joining a workingmen's club 
should imagine that he was joining a obaritable 
institution. Such was not the character of the 
club. It was an institution that was bound to 
be self-sustaining. It was proposed to have a 
variety of clean and stimulating entertainments 
in the Tee-to-Tum, and from time to time op- 
portunities would be given the members to im- 
prove themselves intellectually by discussing 
the current topics of the day. 

Ex-Mayor Abram 8 Hewitt was asked to 

eak on the topic ‘‘ Co-operation.” He said 
that he was not unfamiliar with the character 
and wants of the east side of the olty, and he 
was satisfied that the east side was a good field 
for missionary work. Such an institution as 
Dr. Satterlee’s Tee-to-Tum was a new and a 
gratifying departure from the ordinary methods 
of church work. It was one step toward sub- 
atituting the respectable, cleanly clubhouse for 
the saloon. 

It was significant as an admission on the part 
of a prosperous and influential Chureh that 
there was a broader and more liberal field of 
Church work than was found in the Church itself. 
Modern society was made up of different classes 
of people, and there were wide differences in re- 

ligious beliefs, but human sympathy could 
reach every class and restore the bond of 
brotherhood. 

The Church seemed to have realized that it 
could do good work by co-operating with sin- 
ners as Wellas with saints. [f men and women 
could not be made to believe in the same relig- 
ious doctrines as their more favored neighbors, 
they could be made better men and better 
women, and more serviceable parts of the 
community, by sympathetic attention and en- 
couragement. It was a good idea for people of 
widely different stations in life to get together 
and Jearn to kuow each other better. The 
speaker was satisfied thatthe rich gained far 
ae from 7 oe into contact with the

He was glad that its members were to 
be permitted to play cards, billiards, and 


l. He felt inclined to come to the club- 
ouse once in a while and take a hand in a 
game himself. All of such games, when in- 
dulged in rationally, were harmless and often 
of great benefit. It was the duty of the welli- 
te-do members of a Community to co-operate as 
far as possible with the poorer people. Men of 
means and influence had not done so much in 
the past as they should have done towards im- 
proving the eondition of those who were more 
orless dependent. 

The ex-Mayor regarded the opening of such 
institutions as the Tee-to-Tum as a gratifying 
indication of a ew gy on the part of church 
workers to reach out in a practical way 
and help their fellow-men temporally as 
well as spiritually. Work of thas char- 

if veered developed, would 
surely le. to a better atate of 
things in this community, and would result 
in a more advantageous unity of interests 
among the people. The ex-Mayor felt that he 
was growing old, but he hoped to live to see 
a steady and permanent improvement in the 
social conditions ip this city. 

After the Rev. Dr. Satterlee had thanked the 
speakers and the visitors for the earnest inter- 
est they had shown in the Tee-to-Tum, the 
meeting adjourned. 





CAME HERE FOR “GREEN GOODS.” 


POLITICIAN GILLESPIE OF DURANGO

A well-dressed man of forty-two years regis- 
tered at the Grand Union Hotel yesterday as 
Henry Gillespie of Durango, Col. After deposit- 
ing $500 with the hotel clerk and leaving his 
valise in his room he left the house.

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SHOCK FOR PERTH AMBOY 


——— 
AN APPARENT BIG DEFICIENCY IN 
THE CITY’S ASSETS, 





“TALK OF A SHORTAGE OF FROM FIFTY TO 
ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS 
—REPUBLICANS CALL FOR AN EX- 
PERT ACCOUNTANT — DEMOCRATIC 
OFFICIALS WILLING. 


PERTH AMBOY, March 23.—The inhabitants of 
this quaint old town were thrown into @ state 
of feverish excitement this evening when 
it became known that certain oity offi- 
olals. were charged with a deficiency 
of from $50,000 to $100,000 in their 
accounts. This charge, though based upon 
the report of the special committees of the 
City Council, which was made at the meeting 
held last Monday evening, did not obtain pub- 
icity until to-day. 

The annual expenditures of the city and county 
do not exceed $60,000. The magnitude of the 
alleged shortage in the accounts is therefore re- 
garded as unprecedented in the history of mu- 
nicipal government, and has given rise to bitter 
recriminations between the Democratic and Re- 
publican members of the City Council, which is 
composed of five Democrats and four Repub- 
licans. 

For some time there were rumors that the 
accounts of the city officials were not properly 
kept, and that an examination of them would 
reveal some startling disclosures. These ramors 
gave place to something like a positive 
conviction in the minds of the Republican mem- 
bers of the Council when 1t was recently dis- 
covered that out of the appropriation made for 
the present year for the Board of Education 
there was a difference of from $1,500 to $2,000 
between the sum paid by City Treasurer John 
G. Garretson to the board and the total amount 
of the appropriation. 

The Board of Education.claims that this bal- 
ance was due and that Mr. Garretson had 
failed to keep proper records of the payments 
made. 

In consequence of this discrepancy the Re- 
publican members of the City Council deemed 
it proper to have an examination made of tha 


accounts of the city officials, and a resolution 
to that effect was adopted abouttwo weeks ago. 

Messrs. Buel, Conard, and Toolin were appoint- 
ed to make an investigation in conjunction 
with the Finance Committee. and in their re-| 
port they stated that after making ao full exam- 
ination of the books they found two items, one 
of $40,000 and another of $59,312, included in 
the assets of $382,322, for which they could not 
account. 

There was $50,000 oredited for the water 
plant on which the sum of $40,000 was due, but 
this item did notappear among the liabilities. 
They also stated that there was no satisfactory 
explanation given them of the entry for 
$59,312. They said that Controller Compton, 
when questioned about it, stated that it was 
put in to ‘‘ balance the accounts.” 

They also found an entry on the Recorder's 

books which consisted mainly of a statement in 
bulk of the amount of the funds collected and 
turned over to the oity, without any details 
being furnished. 
§ They criticised the system of keeping the ac- 
counts, which did not admit of a trial balance 
being made, and recommended the employment 
of an expert accountant to make a thorough in- 
vestigation. 

James L. Compton, City Collector, stated thia 
evening to a NEW-YoRK TIMES reporter that 
there was not a word of truth in the re- 
ports made as to a deficiency in the ac- 
counts of the city officials. Ho courted the 
fullest investigation of his accounts, and 
was willing to wager from $2,000 tv 
$10,000 that the result of an examination 
would completely disprove the charges made 
by the ai committee of the City Council. 
He said the Republican members of the Council 
were dissatisfied with the recent redistricting 
of the city, and that this ontcry was raised 
about the accounts with the hope of strength- 
ening their party at the election which takes 
place April 11. 

Mr. William A. Crowell, Controller, stated 
that there were no charges Made that there was 
a deficiency, but merely a recommendation that 
an investigation of the accounts should be made 
by an expert. What. the Special Committee 
chiefly found fault with, he said, was the pres 
ent method of keeping the accounts. 

He said he bad nothing whatever to do with 
the safekeeping of the funds. His duty consist- 
ed merely in sizning warrants for the payment 
of the city’s expenses. 

He believed that there was not a particle of 
truth in the statements circulated as to a de- 
ficiency of from $50,000 to $100,000, and felt 
satistied that a full investigation of thé 
books would completely disprove the charges. 
He did not know to what extent the 
committes had made an exumination of the 
books, but, as they were appointed on the 6th 
of the present month, he did not think they 
could have devoted sufficient time to the work 
to enable them to make a satisfactory report. 

He regarded the matter us having been taken 
up by the Republican members of the City 
Council for thé purpose of aiding them at the 
approaching election. 

wo of the three members of the special com- 
mittee, Mr. Bird und Mr. Coward, he said, were 
Republicans, and this, be thought, satisfactorily 
accounted for the report they had presented. 

So far from there being any deficiency in the 
account of the citv officials, he believed that 
the annual report, which would be made 
early text month, would show that there 
was a surplus in the Treasury of nearly 
$40,000. The bonded debt of the city amount- 
ed to about $300,000, and, including this debs 
in the liabilities, there would be a large surplus 
shown by the report. 

The city officials of Perth Amboy, he suid, 
were paid smaller salaries than were paidin 
any town of the same population in the coun- 
try. The Mayor, Councilmen, or Aldermen re- 
ceived no salaries. The City Collector was paid 
a salary of $350 a year, With a small percent- 
age, and the Controller received only $600 a 
year for his services. 

Mr. Buel, by whom the report was drawn up, 
stated that from the examination made by the 
committee, owing to the loose method of ac- 
counting adopted, it was found impossible to 
make any definite statement as to a deticiency. 

Some of the entries to which attention was 
directed might represent a deficiency or they 
might not. The whole subject, he said, was 
one that demanded the services of an expert 
accountant 

Until such an examination had been made, he 
said it would not be fair to assume that there 
was a deficiency. Judgment should be sus- 

ended in the matter until such an examination 
ad been made. 

The circumstances, however, were such that 
the sooner a thorough investigation was made 
the better it would be for all parties concerned

THE LARGEST NUMBER POSSIBLE TO 
PARTICIPATE IN ITS OREATION BY 
CONTRIBUTIONS — WIDESPREAD AP- 
PROVAL OF THE IDEA—A PLOW- 
SHARE AND PRUNING HOOKS, TOO. 


Inspired by the poem, “Liberty's Bell,” a 
number of patriotic men:and women have de- 
termined to create a Columbian Liberty Bell 
and place it in the coming exhibition at Chi- 
cago. The responsibility of producing it and 
she directing of its use have been placed in the 
bands of a committee composed almost entirely 
of women, one from each State and Territory. 

The originator of this idea was Mr. W. O. Mo- 
Dowell of Newark, N. J., who is thé General 
Chairman of the committee which has under- 
taken to have the bell cast. The poem which 
inspired him was written by Madge Morris Wag- 
ner, and the first two stamzas will tell the idea 
of these ladies and gentlemen who have under- 
caken to procure the money and the relics which 
shall be cast inte the Liberty Bell. 


“‘ There’s a legend told of a far-off land” — 
The iand of a xiug—where the people planned 
To buiid them a bell that never should ring 
But to tell of the death, or the birth, of a King, 
Or proclaim an event, with its swinging siow, 
“1 hat could startle the nation to joy or woe. 


It was not to be builded—this bell that they 
planned— 

Of common ore dug from the breast of the land, 

But of metal tirst wolded by skill of all arte— 

Built of the treasures of fond human hearts. 

And from ail oer the land like pilgrims they came, 

Each to cast in a burden, a mite in the Hame 

Of the furnace—his offerimg—to mingle and sweil 

In the curious mass of this wonderful belL 

Miss Pauline McDowell, who representa the 
Btate of New-Jersey, has sent out a circular to 
the people of the country which states what the 
committee wishes to accomplish, and asimilar 
circular has been sent by Miss Mary Desha, rep- 
resenting the National Society of the Daughters 
ot the American Revolution, to all the members 
of that organization. 

The bellis to be cast by the Clinton H. Me- 
neely Bell Company of Troy, N. Y., and is to be 
a counterpart of the Independence Bell of Phil- 
adelphia, except that it will be larger. Inscribed 
upon it will be these words, which are also in- 


scribed upon the Philadelphia Independence 
Bell: *“ Prociaim liberty throughout the land to 
all the inhabitants thereof,” and the following 
inscription, which was placed on the Centennial 
Bell, will also be engraved upon it: “ Glory to 
God in the highest, peace .on earth, good will 
among men.” 

it has also been suggested that a special Co- 
lumbian-year motto should be added. Some 
wish Gen. Grant's famous words, *‘ Let us have 
peace,” while others favor the words used by 
the school children on Oct. 21, 1892, in céele- 
brating Columbus Day: ‘I pledge allegiance to 
my Flag and the Republic for which it stands; 
one nation indivisible, with liberty and justice 
for aii.” 

At tle same time the bellis oast, there will 
be made a plowshare and pruning hooks, 
which will be composed of swords and war ma- 
terials contributed for that purpose. ‘his 
plow will accompany the bell to Chicago, and 
willtypify the fulfillment of the propheoy,‘*‘ The 
sword seball be bLeaten into the plowahare and 
the spear into the pruninghook, and men shail 
learn the arts of war no more.” 

Itis the desire of the committee that the 
jargest number of people possible shall have u 
part in the creation of the bell, and it is for this 
reason that smail contributious from so many 
are asked. The contributions are to be of two 
kinds: First, material that can be made a part 
ofthe bell Articles of historic interest will be 
particularly appreciated, but only articles that 
are composed of gold, silver, bronze, copper, 
and nickel can be fused into the bell. Sworda 
used by historical persons and other articles of 
steel or iron will be made into the plow. 

Secend, contributions of money with which to 
pay for the bell. 

The members of the Society of the Daughters 
ef the American Kevolution are asked to cuon- 
tribute 1 cent each, to be fused into the bell, 
and 25 cente to pay forit. Lach member is also 
asked to collect $2 from others in pennies, if 
possible, and to send, with the amount, the 
name of each contributor. 

it is intended to have every step in this move- 
ment marked by some historical happening, so 
it is proposed to have the bell cast April 30, the 
anniversary of the inauguration of George 
Washington as President of the United States. 

in order to cast the bell upon this date, it will 
be necessary to have the contributions sent in 
as s00n as possible. 

The contribations of money are to be sent to 
the Liberty National Bank of tais city, at Lib- 
erty and West streets. The ladies representing 
each State will receive the articies which will 
be cast into the bell. 

The bell will be rung for the first time at the 
World's Fairon July 4, and it will remain at 
the fair till it closes, in care of the Board of 
Lady Managers. Then it will be taken to Wast- 
ington, where it will be in charge of the Society 
of the Daughters of the American Revolution. 
After it has been in Washington some time, it 
will be sent around the world to any city where 
any great patriotic cejebration is being heid. It 
will go to Bunker Hill or Liberty Island, to the 
battlefield of New-Orleans, to Sau Francisco, 
and in 1900 it will be sent to the next World's 
Exhibition, which will be held im Paris. Wash- 
ington will be its home, and the Society of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution will be its 
custodian. 

The bell will be rung at sunrise and sunset 
every day in the year, and also at 9 o’clook in the 
morning on the annivereary of days on which 
events have occurred, marking the progress of 
the world toward liberty; at 12 o'clock on the 
birthdays of the “ creators of liberty,”’ and at 4 
o'clock it will toll on the anniversaries of their 
death. 

The promoters of the Columbian liberty bell 
have received ietters from all over the country 
approving the idea and oifering all the financial 
aid that the committee will need. A number of 
mine owners in idaho oifered to cast the bell in 
silver from their mines, but this offer was de- 
clined. 

Robert T. Lincoln, Minister to England, offered 
to give the gold chain tiat his father wore when 
he was assassinated to be cast into the bell. Mr. 
McDowell replied that all he wanted was a link 
from the chain. 

Mr. McDowell asked Mr. Lincoln if he would 

rocure a coin from Mr. Gladstone for the belli. 

iss Loulie M. Gordon, sister of Gen. Gordon 
of Georgia, sent a silver spoon that had been 
used by Jovn C, Calhoun. It was given bya 
grandson of the “ great nulilifier.” 

Alfred H. Love, President of the Universal 
Peace Union, gave asilver fruit knife that had 
been the personal property of Lucretia Mott. 
This gift came from Philadelpbia. 

Miss Pauiine McDowell of Wellesley Coliege 
sent the first silver dollar that was contributed 
to the National University Fund. 

Several swords have been received which are 
to be used in the plow. Two of these were given 
by a lady in Arkansas and were worn by Con- 
federate officers, and another oame from Phila- 
deiphia. This was used by an officer in the 
Union Army. 

Mr. MoWowell says that tgis is the tiret Liber- 
ty bell that has ever been cast in the history of 
the world. The bell that rang out for Inde- 
pendence in Philadelphia was an independence 
bell There could be no Liberty beli while slav- 
ery existed in this country.

HENRY CLAY COMEGYS 

Col. Henry Clay Comegys, contractor, died of 
pneumonia at 142 East Thirty-fourth Street 
Wednesday. He came of the well-known 
Comegys family which furnished a number of 
men of prominence in the early history of the 
United States. One of these, who was the 
colonial Treasurer, was the graudfather of 
Henry Clay Comegys. Chief Justice Comegys 


of the Supreme Court of Delaware was Col. 
Comegys’s uncle. The Colonel was born Jan. 
18, 1840. He leaves a wife and one daughter, 
Mrs. J. K. Lane of Philadelphia. 

For many years Col. Comegys was engaged in 
the development of gaa, electric, and water 
companies, and at the time of his death was in- 
terested in seventeen such concerns. His 
greatest public work was on a railway which he 
contracted to build for the North and South 
American Construction Company to secure an 
outiet from Chile to northern ports of South 
America. The Balmaceda troubles seriously 
affected the settlement of this contract. 

It was in closing this contract that Col. 
Comegys attained the distinction, so it is said, 
of sending the longest and most costly single 
message ever puton the Western Union wires, 
the tolls amounting to $2,700. 

Col. Comegys got hie title in the civil war. 
He commanded a regiment sent by Maryland to 
augioent the Union forces. 

Funeral services will be held at the residence 
at ill o’clock this morning. The interment will 
be at Woodlawn. . 


JOBEPH BELDEN. 

On the 17th inst. died one of the old Demo- 
crats of the school of Silas Wright and Horatio 
Seymour. Joseph Belden was born and spenta 
long and useful life in Dutchess County. He 
began when all the trade ofthat county and of 
Western Connecticut passed over turnpikes and 
plank roads to the Hudson and thence by sloop 
or steamboat to New-York.

A GALLANT RESCUE AT SEA 
GREAT PERIL OF THE scHOOX- 
ER COURTNES’S CREW. 


BOUND FROM TAMPA TO WEYMOUTG, 
THEY REACHED THIS PORT BY 
WAY OF ANTWERP—PICKED UP BY 
THE PENNSYLVANIA AS THEIR VES- 
SEL WAS ABOUT GOING DOWN. 


When the seven men who formed the crew of 
the American schooner Benjamin Courtney 
sailed that vessel out of Tampa, Fla, bound for 


“There was absolutely nothing in what took | Weymouth, Mase., they little thought that they 


would eventually reach this port by way of Ant- 
werp, but thatis precisely what they did. How 
it allcame about was told yesterday toa a re- 
porter of Tak New-York Times by Capt. Elliott 
of the schooner. 

The Courtney was a schooner of 475 tons 
register, and when she sailed from Tampa she 
carried 562 tons of phesphate rock in her hold. 
Phosphate rock is not a pleasant sailing com- 
panion when winds blow high, and gales beset 
the little craft almost from the very start. How- 
ever, she managed to round Hatteras without 
serious mishap, and when Barnegat was abeam 
three days later the crew considered that the 
worst part of the voyage was over. 

The deeply-laden vessel wae slopping along 
before a moderate gale and making pretty fair 
weather of it, all things considered, although 
the lower part of her canvas was dark with wet 
and her decks ankle-deep in water, swashing 
from side to side. The gale gathered weight 
and then, almost before the crew could realize 
whathad struck them, the closely-reefed can- 
vas was in shreds and only three naked spires 
were swinging thorough the hurricane. 

. The seas made a clean breach over the vessel, 
carrying everything movable from the decks. 
Freighted by the heavy cargo:of rock, it seemed 
that she must founder before her head could be 
brought to the wind, but by dint of great ex- 
ertion the crew finally managed to bring her 
around. Then began a mad race with 
the storm, the seas breaking at every 
moment in an avalanche of foam 
around her counters. One heavy comber 
stove in the port quarter, flooding the cabin, 
another unshipped the deckhouse and sent its 
splinters over the side, and then a curling 
mountain rolled over the stern, tore tne hatch 


coverings from their fastenings, and deluged 
the hold. The main gall was the next to go and 
the crew had all they could do to prevent being 
swept overboard themeel ves. 

All this ocourred on the evening of Feb. 19. 
The hurricane struck the vessel at 6 o'clock, 
and before midnight her young skipper esti- 
mates that his vessel had been carried sixty 
miles before it. Asthe gale was off shore the 
direction traveled was toward mid-Atlantic, 
That was no place ‘for the heavily-weighted 
little coaster to be, butas she was a wreck 
aloft nothing could be done as long as the 
gale continued. It held for three days, and 
throughout that time the vessel fied before it, 
with the pursuing waves constantly bursting 
over her low freeboard deoks. 

To make matters worse for the crew, the 
storm develo into a regular blizzard, coating 
the decks with ice and putting its arctic enamel 
en every partof the rigging. Wholly unshel- 
tered, the crew suffered greatly from the cold, 
As the water casks had been washed overboard, 
and all provisions destroyed, hunger and thirs 
were added to their other hardships. Then the 
vessel sprang a leak, and when the benumbed 
crew endeavored to rig the pump it was found 


thatit had been rendered useless by a falling 


spar. 
The night of Feb. 23 set in with the gale show- 
ing no sign of abatement and the water fast 
gaining, inthe hold. That the vessel would re- 
main afloat until morning no one on bourd be- 
lieved, as she had begun to show an inclination 
to drown herself outright. 

It is the peculiarity of such extremities that 
rescuers when they come at ail, come at the 
last moment. It proved soin this instance. At 
10 o’clodk that night a steamer’s lights were 
sighted in the thickness over the F ay beam. 
A flare light, with ite dreary suggestion of ship- 
wreck, soon illumined the ice-coated vessel, and 
an bour later a big steamship was lying by. 

A lifeboat, in command of the first oflicer and 
manned by a picked crew, was lowered from 
the steamer’s davits. Before it could be pushed 
clear it was dashed against the vessel’s 
side with a force suiticient to crush in the 
gunwale. Another swept it clear of the ship, 
and when the hardy seamen who manned it saw 
that their craft was still afloat, although badly 
damaged, they concluded to go on with the 
work they had undertaken, although the 
chances were that the disabled boat would be 
swamped by the seas. 

Keepingher crippled side away from the swell, 
they edged down to where the wreck was wal- 
lowing. They dared not approach too near, as 
they knew that the boat could not survive 
another impact against a vessel’s side. The or- 
der to jump was shouted by the coxswain as a 
tremendous wave caught the boat and swung it 
close under the lee of the schooner. A man 
made a fiying leap from the bulwarke, and was 

+ }. from the bottom of the boat stunned 

y the fa 

One after another the men leaped into the 
boat, all receiving severe bruises, but fortunate- 
ly escaping without breaking bones. The 
Captain was the last man to leave, and when he 
had landed in the boat the little craft made her 
way back tothe steamship. The vessels were 
not very far distant, but it took two hours to 
make the round trip, 

The rescued crew found that they owed their 
lives to the humanity and seamanship of the 
men of the Red Star liner Pennsylvania, Capt 
Thomas, outward bound from Philadelphia 
for Antwerp. The boat was not hoisted a 
moment too svon. Hardly had it been 
secured before the steamship wue half 
swamped bya furious outily from the north- 
west. Twenty minutes later, Capt. Elliott said, 
rescue would have been impossible. The wreck 
Jurched under shortly after it was abandoned. 

The crew were taken to Antwerp by the Penn- 
syivania and there transferred to the Belgen- 
sane. which returned them to this port yes- 
terday.

SENATOR SAXTON’S POOL BILL, 


—_———_— 
TO BE REPORTED FAVORABLY TO BOTH 
HOUSES. 


ALBANY, March 23.—A joint hearing to-day 
before the Senate and Assembly Judiciary Com- 
mittees on the Saxton Poel bill resulted in the 
cemmittees deciding to report that measure 
favorably. 7 

The attacks on the poolrooms were savage 
and the iniquities attendant upon thelr exist 
ence were emphasized by many arguments. 

Anthony Comstook said that since the passage 
of the Ives Pool bill in 1887 there had been no 
convictions for poolselling. Bookmakers, too, 
escaped conviction by the argument that they 
Were merely agents for race tracks. He pict- 
ured in graphic language the ruin and devas- 
tation produced by the 1,000 poolrooms in 


New-York. Thousands of young business men 
were unable to resist this temptation. He cited 
anumber of crimes that had followed pool- 
room losses. 

A number of gentlemen, including H. L. Jane- 
way, A. F. Libby, and W. G. Hitechoook of New- 
York, testified as t othe rapid increase of pool- 
rooms in the metropolis, and pointed out the 
urgency of suppressing them. 

After Senator Saxton bad read a letter from 
ex-Judge Noah Davis, who wrote that pool- 
rooms had increased to an alarming extent in 
the past year, Senator Roesch announced that 
the committee had decided to report the bill. 
which is one of the most comprehensive of the 
kind ever drawn. 

Here it is: 


“Any person who shall engage in poolselling or 
booxmaking at any time or place, exoept as herein be- 
fore stated, or who, outside of any race track or 
ground on which racing is haf, owned, leased, or 
conducted By racing associations incorporated unier 
the lawa of the State of New-York, for the purpose 
of improving the breed of horses, who shall ocoupy 
any room, shed, tenement, tent, or building, or any 
part thereof, or shall occupy any place upon an 
— or private grounds within this State, wit 

ouks, apparatus, or paraphernalia for the purpose 
of ee Dg or registering bets or wagers, or of sell- 

pools. 

“Or who records or registers bets or wagers or 
sells pools upon the result of any trial or contest of 
skill, speed, or power of endurance of man or beast, 
or upon the result of any political nomination, ap- 
pointment, or election, or being the owner, or lessee, 
or ocoupant of apy room, tent, tenement, shed, 
booth, or Lea ey or part thereof, snowney er- 
mits the same to be used or ocoupied for any of these 
pur or therein keeps, exhibits, or employs any 
Sevice or apparatus for the purpose of recording or 
registering such bets or wagers, or the selling of 
auch ls, or becomes the custodian or depository 
for hire or reward of any money, property, or a 
of eee staked, wagered, or pledged upon any suc 
result. 

“Or who shall receive, register, record, forward, 
or purport or pretend to forwari, to or for any race 
course, whether managed and conducted in obedience 
to the provisions of this act or not, any money, 
thing, or consideration of value, bet or wagered, or 
money, thing, or consideration of value offered for 
the purpose of being bet or wagered upon the 
speed or endurance of any man or beast. 

“Or who shall ocoupy any place or building or 
part thereof with books, papers, apparatus, or para- 

hernalia for the purpose of receiving, or pretena- 

ng to receive, or for recording or registering any 
money, thing, or considera of valne bet or 
wagered, or to be bet or wagered forany other per- 
son, or shall offer to receive any money, thing, or 
consideration of value, bet or to bet at any race 
track, whether managed or conducted in obedience 
to the provisions of this act or not. 

“Or who shall ald, assist, or abet in any manner in 
any. of the acts forbidden by this etatute, shail be 
guilty of a feluny, and upon conviction shali be 
punished by imprisonment in the State prison fora 
period not less than one, nor more thau five years.”’ 





POMERANIAN AGAIN IN DISTRESS. 


— 
MACHINERY BREAKS DOWN AND THE 
BOAT PUTS IN AT HALIFAX. 


Hawtirax, March 23.—The Allan Line steamer 
Pomeranian put in here this morning, with her 
machinery disabled. She will be here for seme 
days. Bhe left New-York March 15 for Glas- 
gow, and had good weather until last Saturday. 
When about 300 miles off Halifax she met the 


fame gale which the Sardinian, Sarina, and 
other steamers have reported.. The vessel was 
washed by the big seas, and came te a sudden 
stop because ef the breaking of the piston of 
the low-pressure cylinder. 4 

The Pomeranian was tessed about during the 
day, but the weather moderated and temporary 
repairs were made and she proceeded Sunday 
night, the oilicers deciding to beat up for Hali- 
tax. They were using only the high-pressure 
oylinder. On Monday morning the auxiliary 
pumps gave way and the boat was again 
stopped. These were fixed up, butat1l P. M. 
there was another break, and the vessel was 
once more helpless. 

About 3 A. the watch sighted a passing 

steamer. They signaled, but she paid no atten- 
tion, although within a mile and ahalf. For 
two hours rockets and bombs were thrown up 
and blue lights burned, but the boat kept on 
her course. The Red Star Line steamer ob- 
served the signals and came alongside, but de- 
clined to tow the Pomeranian into port,although 
they offered to take off her crew. 
t Tuesday another effort was made to 
patch up the machinery. This was successful, 
andat7 A. M. she was again under way and 
came along at five knots, arriving at Halifax 
at 2A. M. this morning. 


The accident tothe Pomeranian was made 
known here yesterday when the Red Star liner 
Belgeniand reached port. Capt. Ehoff of the 
Belgenland reported sighting on March 21, in 
latitude 41° 50 north, longitude 62° west,a ves- 


sel which was making signals of distress. The 
Belgeniand altered her course and ran near to 
the disabled craft, which, upon nearer approach 
was made out to be the Pomeranian which was 
so unfortunate a short time ago. 

Her commander, Capt. MeoCullagh, signaled 
that the vessel’s machinery had become disabled 
by the breaking of a piston, and then signaled a 
réquest to the Belgenland for a tow to port. 
Assistance was not given, Capt Ehoff consider- 
ing that his orders did not admit of it He 
judged that the vessel was in no danger and 
able to shift for herself. 

At the company’s office yesterday it was ex- 
plained that commanders of Red Star steam- 
ships were not only authorized, but required, to 
lie by and render all possible assistance to any 
crippled veasel whenever life was endangered; 
but when carrying mails and passengers they 
were not allowed to take a vesse! in tow. for the 
tei 29 of saving property. The Pomeranian 
carried no passengers, and the agents are in- 
elined to accept the statement of their Captain 
that the erew of the Pomeranian were notin 
any danger when the Belgenland declined to 
give a tow. 

On her trip out from Glasgow, made last Jan- 
uary, the Pomeranian ran into a terrific hurri- 
cane. A wave which dashed over her decks 
killed Capt. Dalziel and swept eleven persons, 
including four passengers, overboard. The ves- 
se] was compelled to abandon the voyage and 
return to Glasgow for repairs.

CONSPIRATORS ON TRIAL, 


oO <--- 
TAKING TESTIMONY IN JAMAICA AGAINST 
THE-HAITIAN FILIBUSTERS. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, Maroh 16.—Since Monday 
last an important trial has been going on here. 
A Haitian General, Maximillian Montplaisir, a 
Frenchman of the name of Celestin Arnoux, 
and aseafaring man called Capt. Miller have 
been brought before the Resident Magistrate 
charged withattempting to proceed from Ja- 
maica to Haiti on a tilibustering expedition. 

It appears that on Aug. 8, last year, Mont- 
plaisir and Arnoux chartered the schooner 


Willie Irving, of which Miller was Captain, and 
loaded her with arms and ammunition. Hav- 
ing by means of false declarations obtained 
clearance papers from the customs, Miller, who 
knew the object for which his vessel was char- 
tered, sailed down the harbor at the dead of 
night He had not gone far, however, when the 
large number of revolutionists who had been 
taken on board atthe time of starting began to 
ge among themselves regarding the posi- 
tions each should occupy when they had suc- 
ceeded in overturning the present Governwent. 
Bo noisy didjthey become, and so threateningly 
did they handle their weapons, that the Captain 
decided not to proceed, and accordingly re- 
turned to the harbor and landed the conspir- 
ators, at the same time throwing all the arms 
and ammunition overboard. 

Out of revenge one of the conspirators in- 
formed the Haitian Consul of what had been 
done, and he at once took -up the matter and 
urged on the Government the necessity of 
prosecution. The poilce, however, were not 
able to trace the heads of the conspiracy, as 
the informer had been quietly got out of the 
way, and they were about to let the matter 
drop when instructions came from London to 
reopen the matter, and stating that the Com- 
modore on the station had been directed to 
send divers to the spot to recover the arms for 
identitication. , 

Spurred on by the imperial authorities and 
aided by special detectives lent by the Haitian 
Government, the police at last succeeded in 
running to earth the chief conspirators. This 
has taken months to do, 

In consequence of the nature of the trial, the 
Court House is crowded hours before the magia- 
trate takes hie seat. If the accused are found 
xuilty they will be sent for sentence to the Su- 
preme Court, and as their crime is a felony it is 
punishable by penal servitude. 





GUESTS OF NEW-YORK’S RESERVES. 


MASSACHUSETTS MEN COMING TO 
NAVAL REVIEW. 


THE 


The Naval Reserve Battalion of the State of 
Massachusetts will be the guests of the First 
Battalion, New-York Naval Keserve, on the 
occasion of the Columbian naval review at this 
port. The Massachusetts Battalion will be 
quartered on board the line-of-battle-ship New- 


Hampshire. The New-Hampshire was recently 
turned over as an armory vessel to the New- 
York Naval Reserve by the Navy Department. 

The Massachusetts battalion will be quartered 
on board the New-Hampsnire the same as on 
board a cruising war ship. The men will sleep 
in hammocks provided by the New-York bat- 
talion. The visiting battalion, it is understood. 
will reach this city from Boston by the Fall 
River Line of steamers, and will not come, as 
erroneously reported, on the monitor Passaic. 

Efforts are being made by the Naval Reserve 
organizations of Rhode Island to attend the 
naval review. Inasmuch asthe Rhede Island 
men have found no suitable quartering place 
for their organization, they have hit upon the 
= of volunteering their services tothe Navy 

epartment, with the view of being assigned to 
duty aboard the various ships of the fleet. 

The men of the New-York battalion are being 
fitted out just now with mustering uniforms. 
‘This uniform is the same as the full-dress mus- 
ter uniform of the bluejackets of the navy. 
The only departure will be found in a white 
under flap worn across the epening of the shirt, 
in lieu of the solid blue worn by the men of the 
navy. On this white flap will be the letters ‘‘N. 
R.” The New-York battalion will parade in 
full-dress mustering clothes. 

Although not yet announced, it is generally 
believed that the New-York Naval Reserves 
will be detailed to perform patrol duty in New- 
York Harboron the occasion of the review. 
This duty was performed by the battalion at the 
time of the October celebration of last year, and 
the efficiency of the work then rendered by the 
organization has prompted a demand to be 
made upon the battalion for similar work dur- 
ing the coming celebration. 





TO CONTROL THE GUM TRADE, 


—_———_———- 
SYNDICATE FORMED TO DEVELOP BUSI- 
NESS IN BOLIVIA. 


MOBILE, Ala., March 23.—Baron de Riviere, 
who has spent twenty years of a very active 
life in South America, and who went to New- 
York some months ago to obtain money to 


develop concessions of gold lands on the Beni 
River, in Bolivia, is here visiting his family. 
He says that while he found the moneyed men 
of New-York unwilling to pay any attention to 
his gold mine plans, yet when he mentioned 
that his lands abound in rubber trees the case 
took on a very different phase. 

The rubber men of New- York and Philadelphia 
have formed a big syndicate to control the 
product of these forests and a five-hundred- 
thousand-dollar Beni gum company to handle 
the product, and Baron de Riviere has organ- 
ized a Beni commercial company, capitalized as

POINTED YESTERDAY. 


LITTLE ADDITION TO THE NUMBER OF 
NEW-YORK OFFICE SEEKERS — AN 
ALLEGED CONFERENCE BETWEEN 
THE PRESIDENT AND JUDGE OD. 
CADY HERRICK OF ALBANY. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Robert A. Maxwell man- 
aged to steal enough time from the office seekers 
to-day to fill the vacancies existing in forty 
Post Offices in various parts of the country. 
The first office to be attended to by the new 
official was the one at Hastings on the Hudson, 
N. Y. William Steckert, who held the position 
of Postmaster in the former Administration of 
Mr. Cleveland, was put back in his old place. 
He succeeds Mrs. M. J. Emery, who was re- 
moved. 

The second man appointed was Charles G. 
Sutton, to succeed Edwin Henshaw as Post- 
master at Yorkshire, Cattaraugus County. Then 
came the appointment of Elmer Oliver as Post- 
master at Clifton, Monroe County, N. Y., to suc- 
ceed Edward Sickles, removed. ‘The only other 
New-York State Post Oftice provided for was 
the one at Delevan, Cattaraugus County, 
George H. Mills succeeding M. M. Whiting as 
Postmaster. None of the forty offices are large 
ones. 

Owing to the mass of applications and the 
large number of vacancies to fill in the near 
future, it has been found necessary to issue an 
order that all employes in Mr. Maxwell’s de- 
partment shall work from 9 A. M. until 5 P. M. 
There are now fifty clerks hard at work classi- 
fying the applications and resignations and 
otherwise preparing for the great change that 
is to ocour in thousands of Post Offices 
throughout the oountry as soon as Mr. 
Maxwell can getin a position to devote his en- 
tire time to the duties of his newoflice. An 
extra room has been assigned to his use in 
order that the people who desire to call upon 
him may not be obliged to crowd the passage 
outside the comparatively small ‘“ sky parlor” 
which Mr. Rathbone, Mr. Maxwell's predeces- 
sor, occupled. Now when a visitor ar- 
rives on the fourth floor of the Post 
Office Department, he finds a large room in 
which to cool his heels while waiting to get a 
chance at Mr. Maxwell’s ear. The change is 
highly commended by those who have occasion 
to call often and by the ocoupants of other 
rooms on that floor who have for the past fort- 
night found it difficult to make a passage 
through the large crowd of wouid-be Postm as- 
ters which has filled the corridor. 

There have been but few additions to-day to 
the small number of New-Yorkers who have 


been in the city for the past few days, osten- 
sibly on business connected with the depart- 
ments, but in reality to forward the interests of 
themselves or their friends in a political way. 
Smith M. Weed of Plattsburg is one of the 
lavest arrivals, but the gossips have not yet 
figured out what be is after. 

Judge D. Cady Herrick of Albany is still here, 
and to-night he had a long talk with Hoke 
Smith at the Arlington.

AFTER SEAT, 


IN EX-GOV. JARVIS. 


RALEIGH, N. C., March 23.—Although Senator 
Ransom’s successor in the United States Senate 
will not be chosen until the mext Legislature 
meets, several things have happened recently 
whioh will have an important bearing upon the 
election. Senator Ransom is now serving his 
fourth consecutive term, but he entered the 
last two fights for re-election with many mis- 
givings. There are already signs that he will 
meet with powerful opposition when the Sena- 
torial campaign begins. 

Ex-Gov. Jarvis, it is said, will probably be a 


candidate for Senator Ransom’s seat. Those 
who have been watohing recent political move- 
ments believe that he willbe. Be is an adept 
in the art of political manipulation, and has 
many personal friends within the Democratic 
Party. Inthelast campaign he was of great 
assistance to Mr. Carr, the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor. He accompanied Mr. Carr 
everywhere and took his place upon the stump 
whenever possible. Gov. Carr naturally feels 
grateful to the ex-Governor, and apparently he 
has already begun to show his gratitude in a 
substantial way. 

The penitentiary cocoanatin this State is ex- 
ceedingly full of milk. The patronage is great, 
and the sums of money disbursed are large. As 
convicts are hired out to work on raltlroads, 
the agents of the penitentiary are scattered 
througheut the State and can become important 
factors in any politioal contest, if need be. 
Some recent ehanges in officials of the peniten- 
tlary appear to be in the interest of Mr. Jarvis. 
A new Board of Directors was appointed by the 
last Legislature, and Gov. Carr has made Mr. 
Leazer Superintendent. New men will prob- 
ably be appointed to all the subordinate posi- 
tions, and if most or all the officials support Mr. 
Jarvis they will add largely to his strength. 

When the Senatorial contest actually begins, 
however, the Farmers’ Alliance men may be in 
a position to decide the election. They feel sore 
over the amendment of their charter by the 


_ Legislature so as to sheeritof its most impor- 


tant features, and they are not pleased with the 
lukewarmness of Gov. Carr and Mr. Leazer, 
Penitentiary Superintendent, who were formerly 
prominent in the Alliance, the Governor at one 
time being ite President. The Republicans may 
remain passive, but it is possible that they may 
zo over to the Alliance party.

SUGGESTS

A- WRITING THAT BOTH 


LUNACY AND 


NEWARK, March 23.—Robert Alden Fales, the 
boy who was convicted of the murder of Thomas 
Hayden and is under sentence of death, has 
written his will, which shows that he is either 
trying to play a sharp trick or is crazy. 

At his trial some experts testified that his 
mind was diseased by the continued reading of 
dime novels and others that he was mentally 
sound, The will is addressed to his counsel 
Frank MoDermitt and reads as follows: 

DEAR FRANK: [ have drawn up my will, and you 
are to have one-half of my property and you may 
have my torpedo boat, (the Dandy.) I will let Tom 
(Judge Henry) have my steam yacht and the other 
half of my property. I will take about $10,000 now 
and leave the rest until I come home. 

Now I want you to open up a billof credit witha 
furnitare house, a florist,and a clothier, and any 
place you think I need anything from, so I can have 
ail necessary supplies. I am going to send the other 
key to you, and now I will tell you how to use it.

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PROTEST FROM COLUMBIA 
RUSTEES OBJECT TO PROPOSED. 
ELEVATED EXTENSIONS. 


*O RAILROAD WANTED IN SUCH PROX~-* 
IMITY TO THE LAND THEY HAVE 
CONTRACTED TO PURCHASE—THE 
COMMISSION TO HEAR OWNERS TO- 
DAY—A WARNING NOT HEEDED. 


The Trustees of Columbia College yesterday 
pent the following protest to the Rapid-Transit 


Commissioners: 

The Trustees of Columbia College, through their 
Committee on Buildings and Grounds, respectfully 

rotest against the construction of an elevated rail- 

on Amsterdam Avenue or the Boulevard, be- 
tween One Hundred and J’enth and One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Streets, and call attention toa few 
of the most obvious objections to the proposition. 

The elevated plateau known as Riverside Heights 
is by nature one of Lhe most beautifal portions of the 
clty. its natural attractions have been greatly en- 
hanced by the laying out of Morningside Park, 
Riverside Park and Drive, and the Houlevard, at a 
Vast expense to the city, the effect of which is to 
give the Dye = the character of a park. 

This effect. will be further and very greatly en- 
hanced by the erection of St. John’s Cathedral, of St. 
Luke’s Hospital, and of the new buildings of Colum- 
bia College, each of which will be surroynded by 
considerable open space, and which will, taken to- 

ether, comprise some of the finest architectural 
features of the city. Theerection of an elevated 
railroad as proposed cannot fall to mar the beauty of 
the situation and to do much to destroy its park-like 


c r. 
The tract of land which the Trustees of Columbia 
‘College have contracted to purchase at @ cost of 
$2,000,000 extends from One Hundred and Sixteenth 
to One Hundred and ‘i'wentieth Street and from 
Tenth to Eleventh Avenue. An elevated railroad 
tonstructed on either of these avenues will there- 
fore be in immediate proximity to the oollege, and 
[will not only oifer a most serious interference with 
the educational pu. es of the college, bat it will 
‘be destructive of the imposing architectural effect 
twhich it is hoped the new buildings will produce. 

It is the earnest desire of the ustees to render 
the appearance of the college upon its new site in 
every way worthy of the educational interests 
Which it represents and of the City of New-York, 

t all efforts in this directiom.will be toa great ex- 

t frustrated if the buildings are to be hemmed in 
by an elevated railroad structure. 

When a proposition was made last year to cut 
Sntersecting streets through the new site of the 
college it was met by the unanimous protest of the 
press and the people, and the city authorities united 
‘with the Trustees of the college in securing legisia- 
tion to prevent such street openings. in the pres- 
ent instance it is believed that public opinion is 
equally strong on the side of the college to protect 
it fromthe danger now threatened by an elevated 
‘railroad in ite immediate vicinity. 

Re ed as a matter of engineering, the proposi- 
tion to construct an elevated road over the plateau 
seems to overlook the practical difficulty offered by 
the steep grade on both the northern and southern 
extremities of the plateau, the highest point of the 
plateau being 4% feet above the level of One Hun. 
dredth Street and 118 feet above the levelof One 
Hundred and Twenty-fitth Street. 

It is obvious, therefore, that the building of an el- 
evated road over the plateau will necessitate the con- 

truction of viaducts of great height over the low- 
ying landon the north and south, and that even 
then a grade will be encountered which must inter- 
pee most seriously with the rapid movement of 
trains. 

It 1s not to be understood, however, that the Trust- 
ees of Columbia College are opposed to the develop- 
‘ment of rapid-transit facilities. On the contrary, 
they earnestly desire that the upper part of the city, 
and especially that portion where the college is to 
be situated, may be rendered more accessible, but 
they believe that this should be accomplished by the 
adoption of some pian which will not go so far to 
deteat the object which it seeks to acoomplish by in- 
juring and interfering with the use of surrounding 

roperty. It is only againsta partiouler plan look- 
ng to the construction of an elevated road on River- 
side Heights that this protest is directed. 

We submit thata road of this description cannot 
be built upon Riverside Heights witboud serious 
detriment to the interests both of that locality and 
of the city at large, and we respectfully urge that

Yesterday Mr. Cram’s associates adopted the 
following: 

Whereas, A published letter from J. Sergeant 
Cram, President, to Commissioner Starin of the 
Rapid Transit Commission, tends to give the im- 
pression that the Board of Docke disapprove of an 
®.evated structure on West Street, or the southerly 
side of the Harlem River; be it 

Resolved, That the Board ot Docks approve of a 
properly situated and constructed elevated railway 
on West Street, on the southerly side of the Hariem 
Kiver and on the marginal streets on the East 
River, believing such structures would be greatly 
for the benefit of the city. 

Mr. Cram says he did not wholly understand 
‘what the commission purposed doing. He de- 
olares that he is not opposed to Commissioner 
Spencer’s plan or to any other for the use of 
West Street, provided there shall be no invasion 
ef the territory of the Department of Docks. 
This territory occupies a stripof 170 feet ad- 
acent to the North River. Mr. Cram says he

DEBATING RAPID TRANSIT. 


THE ASSEMBLY CITIES COMMITTEE LIS- 


TENS TO ARGUMENTS. 


ALBAXY, March 23.—The Real Estate Ex- 
ehange of New-York and the city authorities 
locked horns in the Assembly Cities Committee 
this afternoon over the question whether New- 
York City shall obtain rapid transit through 
mounicipal or corporate aid. 

B. F. Romain and the committee from the 
Real Estate Exohange maintained that the 
city sheuld construct it, and dwelt upon the 
inestimable value of the roadbed which would 
annually increase in value, as did the dooks. 

Assistaut Corporation Counsel Blandy de- 
elared thatthe local authorities were unquall- 
fiedly opposed to voth the Ellison and Farqa- 
har bills. They objected to the proposition for 
the appointment of a new Commissioner. The 
Constitution prohibéted municipal road build- 
ing, and there wus nothing in the olty’s char- 
ter authorizing such a proceeding. In a recent 
decision the Court of Appeals had decided that 
railway coustroction is no part of a municipal- 
ity’s functions. 

r. Farqubar contended that it was of just as 
great importance for the city to build railroads 
as to build aqueducts or engage in the business 
of furnishing water. The expansion of real es- 
tate in the northern end of the city would more 
than meet ail the expenses of construction. 
Even the rentals for the privilege of using the 
road would more than pay interest and put in 
the sinking fund a sum that in thirty-five years’ 
time would pay for the road absolutely. 

New-York was within $50,000,000 of the legal 
limitation of indebtedness. The estimate of the 
cost of construction of the road was $50,000,- 
0v0, and $30,000,000 more to equip. He 
pons the oity would not be called upon to 
build the road, because he was convinced that 
in the end private capital would step in. 

The committee took no action on the bill and 
is not likely te do so.

MR. MASE OF THE LOCAL BOARD 
MAKES A CANDID ADMISSION. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 23.—The inves- 
tigation into the management of the Hudson 
River State Asylum for the Insane was resumed 
to-day. 

Henry Bartlett, an agent for a New-York flour 
house, testified to having met Mr. Lord, 
the steward of the asylum, on the street in 
Poughkeepsie, and asked for an opportunity to 
send in a proposal to furnish flour for the in- 


stitution. 

Mr. Lord’s reply was: “ I buy flour of a friend 
in New-York.” 

Mr. Bartlett also said that he examined the 
flour used at the asylum and found it made up 
of what are called ‘“ wild cat” brands, which 
had been freighted from the West to New-York, 
handled by a commission house, rebranded and 
shipped back to Poughkeepsie ata cost of at 


least 50 cents a barrel more than the same flour 
could be purchased for from large dealers. 

The afternoon session of the investigation 
was enlivened by ex-Assemblyman William A. 
Mase, one of the local Board of Managers of the 
institution, Who arose and said: 

“I bave remained quiet while all this testi- 
mony has been taken, and I want to say a word. 
I don’t want te be sworn, and I don’t want the 
stenographer totakeit down. WhenI was in 
Albany last week, I met Superintendent Talcott 
of the Middletown Asylum, and he admitted the 
same quality of meat we are using here would 
cost 849 cents at his asylum, which is more than 
we are paying here, instead of being less. I 
Want to say that the managers here found out 
all about the meat and other things twelve 
years ago, when we.had an investigation on our 
own account, and had Van Wagenen, the 
butobher, here, and we discovered that the insti- 
tution had been paying from 5 to 74g cents per 
pound more than the market price.” 

Judge Gilbert interrupted Mr. Mase, and 
asked him to be sworn,so that what he was 
saying could go on the record. 

“No, | don’t want to swear,” he replied. 
“You will find it allin the minutes ofthe board. 
Why, we discovered that 22 cents a quart for 
milk was paid. We got areport, in fact, there 
were two reports; one of them charged stealing, 
but I would not subscribe to that, and the other 
report was adopted. It said that there were 
oarelessness and extravagance and all that, but 
there was no stealinginit. [ don't think Van 
Wagenen ever paid any one a dollar for what he 
got from the asylum, but if he had known he 
was the only bidder, I believe that he would 
have charged more for his meat and the people 
here would have been fools enough to have paid 
it. We managers then instituted competition 
on meat and coal and other supplies.” 

“But,” said Commissioner Brown, “‘the ex- 
travagant prices went on all the same.” 

“Yes, but there was no stealing. There were 
extravagance and loose expenditures and all 
that, and I cav’t understand how the inmates 
got away with such a quantity of meat or how 
they burned so many tons of coal. I never 
could, and I’ve inquired sbout it a good many 
times. I want to saya word for Superintendent 
Cleaveland. I believe he has worked hard for 
the State. He has put in his life here and he 
has not made a dollarout of it. Now he isan 
old manand is getting nothing but abuse. I 
wish I could take all the blame on my sboulders 
instead of its being puton him. I don’t get any 
salary from the State and don’t care. We 
managers are only Ornaments, ayyway,” 

Mr. Mase astonished the Commissioners by 
his candor, and hie admission caused something 
of a sensation. 

Charles E. Fowler, Superintendent of Water 
Works of the City of Poughkeepsie, waa called 
to testify as to the cost of coal at Poughkeepsie. 
He said that he bought pea coal at about $2.60 
per ton at Newburg, and that in his opiniona 
change of grate bars at a small cost would have 
enabied the asylum to use pea coal in place 
of grate coal and to save $2,000 a year. 

Dr. H. BR. Allison, Medical Superintendent at 
the State Hospital for the Insane at Matteawan, 
toid how a well-regulated insane asylum should 
be run. He said he knew of no reason why beef 
should cost from 8 to 10 cents at Poughkeepsie, 
when it cost only 640 cents at Matteawan. He 
said that an institution was not well managed 
when the Superintendent visited the wards only 
once or twice a year. 

James Truesdell, agent of Armour & Co. at 
Bing Sing, testified that he sold beef to Sing 
Sing Prison, and is now paid 5 cents per pound 
for the rough parts of the fore quarters. He 
said he sold on commission for Armour, but sold 
in his own name, and would not say that he 
made full returns to Armour for what he re- 
ceived from the State. He also said that he 
Was not required to compete with other butch- 
ers for the prison trade, but took the order from 
month to month, and had held it six or seven 
years. 

Frederick Baker of Newburg, who has the 

contract for supplying beef to the West Point 
Military Academy for one year, said the pres- 
ent rate was from 7 to 9 cents, and that Swilt & 
Co., whom he represents, were losing money on 
the contract. 
Jacob Forst, agent for Armour & Co. at Ron- 
dout, said that he sold meat at Poughkeepsie 
and other points slong the Hudson, but had 
never been invited to bid for the asylum con- 
tract. 

The investigation will be resuméd to-morrow. 





WATERSHED BILL, 
—_——p-_— 


GOV. FLOWER SIGNS IT AND MAKES VAL- 
UABLE SUGGESTIONS. 


ALBANY, March 23.—Gov. Flower to-day 
signed Mr. Webster’s (Dem., New-York,) Cro- 
ton Watershed bill. The Governor says: 

* There is practically no objection to the en- 
actment of this bill, buta statement has been 
filed with me by a committee representing 
the New-York Academy of Medicine, which 
criticises the measure in respect to its alleged 
failure to provide for the immediate sanitary 
protection of the water supply of tbe city. 

“It is argued by this committee with consid- 
erable force that the proposed process of secur- 
ing protection by condemnation of lands in the 
Croton Watersbed, while good so far as it goes, 
is too slow a method to prevent danger of chol- 
era infection during the coming Summer, and it 
is urged that either a commission or the Com- 


missioner of Public Works should be invested 
with broad enough powers to permit the sum- 
mary removal or abatement of whatever 
causes of infection may exist. 

“The city authorities, on the other hand, con- 
tend that such powers are already conferred on 
the Commissioner of Public Works by existing 
provisions of the Consolidation act, and are 
properly supplemented by this pending meas- 
ure. 

“It will be conceded by all citizens that the 
amplest measure of relief should be provided to 
guard the water supply of New-York from pol- 
lution. In the event of the outbreak of cholera 
in the vicinity of New-York, the greatest dan- 
ger of a spread of the disease will be in the con- 
tamination of the water, for cholera germs find 
a favorable opportunity for development in 
that medium. 

“No sanitary precautions within the oity 
could stop the epidemic if the water supply be- 
came infected with the germs of this disease. 
If there is any doubt, therefore, as to the suiti- 
ciency of powers vested by this act or by ex- 
isting lawe in the local authorities for the 
sanitary protectionof the watershed, the Legis- 
lature should not hesitate to remove that doubt 
by the enactment of a supplementary measure 
suitably comprehensive in its terms. 

“No important difference of legal opinion 
should be allowed to exist in the presence of so 

reat a possible danger. It is better always to 
exislate on the sidp of safety, and the preserva- 
tion of the public health is too serious a matter 
to risk by allowing any ambiguity to remain in 
the law.”

THE PUBLIC HEALTH BILL.

PASSED BY THE SENATE WITHOUT DR. 


MILBANK’3 AMENDMENTS. 


@ABany, March 23.—The Public Health bill 
Was to-day reported from the Senate Committee 
on Public Health by its introducer, Senator 
Parker, (Dem., Albany.) Col. Brown (Dewm., 
New-York,) attempted to introduce the Milbank 
amendments, which more clearly define the 
powers of the State Board of Health and the 
Secretary. 

Before the Committee on Public Health yes- 
terday an interesting episode occurred. In an 
interview published in THz NEw-YoRK TIMES a 
week ago Dr. Milbank charged that his amend- 
ments had never been presented to the commit- 
tee, in spite of the assertion of ex-Senator New- 
bold, the President of the board, that he had 
submitted them. The latter called Dr. Milbank

m. 
At pootensor's meeting of the committee each 
member publicly declared the amendments had 
not been submitted, and thus vindicated Dr. 
Milbank. When the bill came up in the Senate, 
Col. Brown, in speaking to the Milbank amend- 
ments, said: 

“TI object to the passage of this bill in such a hasty 
manner. Itdeserves jonger cousideration. The 
amendments suggested by Dr. Milbank, who is the 
scnior member of the buard, are worthy of thought, 
and should be embodied in the bill There is no 
objection to Dr. Balch, the present Secretary. He 
is an elticient officer, but itis not essential that the 
S ecretary should bea physician. He should be a 
& good executive olficer more than anything else. 
= Health Commissioners themselves are physi- 

ans. 

“I do not think the Secretary should be so per- 
sistent here with Senators to secure the passage of 
this bill with this clause. ‘The Secretary should not 
control the board, as this bill provides. The 
board which is constituted by the State should 
have some power when it meets, instead of being 
useless‘ as this bill provides.”’ 

Gen. Parker refused to withdraw the bill, as 
suggested by Col. Brown, and demanded its 
passage. It obtained only 15 votes and was 
temporarily laid aside. 

Later Gen. Parker called it up and passed it 
without the Milbank amendments. 

The bill as passed extends the term of the 
Health Officer of New-York to four years from 
two and leaves unchanged the salary of the 
Secretary of the State Board of Health, $4,500.

AN OUTRAGE BY MASKED ROBBERS. 


FAILING TO GET MONEY, THEY GAG A 
WOMAN AND HURT A CHILD. 


PITTSBURG, March 23.—Four masked robbers, 
who bave been operating in and around Find- 
layville, on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, in 
Washington County, for two years, turned up 
in that neighborhood again yesterday, and 
added another outrage to their list of crimes. 
They went to the residence of J. \. MoLelland, 
@ farmer, residing one mile from Findlayville 
station, in the absence of all members of the 
household except Mrs. William Kerr, MoLel- 
land’s married daughter, and an eighteen- 
months-old baby. 

MoLelland had gone to Washington, Penn., to 
deposit $2,000 in the bank. The robbers came 


for this money, and, after terrorizing Mrs. Kerr 
and the child, began ransacking the house. 
The baby cried, and one of the men caught it by 
the throat, choking it. The mother flew at the 
fellow, who dealt her a blow with his fist, 
knocking her to the floor. She was bound and 
gagged aud thrown upon a bed. 

After an hour’s search, foiled in their attempt 
to find the money, they returned and demanded 
that Mrs. Kerr tell where the money was eecret- 
ed. Tunis she was unable to do. Roughly loosen- 
ing her hair, they out it from her head. Then 
one of the men took the baby from the room. 
Soon the mother heard the baby’s screams and 
was told that her child was being killed by 
inches, and the only way to save its life was to 
disclose the hiding place of the money. 

The frantic mother tugged at her bands until 
the strands cut into the flesh and blood gushed 
from under her finger nails. This continued for 
some time, when the men ran from the house. 
Mrs. Kerr’s struggles loosened her bands. 
Grasping her child in her arms, she ran toa 
neighbor's house and fellina faint. A posse or 
friends was organized to hunt for the robbers. 
So far no trace of the men has been discovered. 

An examination of the baby showed where it 
had been pinched and jagged to make it scream. 


TINKERING YONKERS’S CHARTER.

THE BILL PASSED FOR A BOARD OF 
PUBLIC WORKS, 





ALBANY, March 23.—The House to-day passed 
the bill of Senator MoClelland (Dem., West- 
chester,) creating a Department of Public 
Works in Yonkers, and placing the power of 
appointment in the hands of the Mayor, the 
City Judge, and the Presidents of the city 
boards. 

Mr. Fish (Rep., Putnam,) moved that the 
power of appointment be lodged in the Mayor, 
subject to confirmation by the Common Coun- 
cil Home rule was repudiated by this bill 

Mr. Fraser (Dem., Westchester,) explained 
that home rule in Yonkers under existing oir- 
cumstances wasimpossible. The present Mayor 
was not the choice of the people, but was elected 


by the connivance of Republicans and Inde- 
pendents. The best class of people favored the 
bill. 

Mr. Ainsworth (Rep., Oswego,) asserted that 
the Legislature of New-York out-Heroded 
Herod in its homerule principles. Ireland 
never suffered from foreign domination as did 
the cities of this State from legislative inter- 
ference. 

The Fish amendment was defeated by a party 
vote, and the bill was sent to the Governor by a 
similar vote. 





MONEY FUR CHATHAM TOWN. 


SUPREME COURT HOLDS I. H. LOVE- 
LAND’S WILL TO BE VALID. 


Boston, March 23.—By a decision just ren- 
deredin the Supreme Court interpreting the 
will of L H. Loveland, about $20,000 will go to 
public charitable institutions in the town of 
Chatham. . 

The town itself gets nearly $15,000, to be 
held in trust by the Selectmen for twenty years 
and the income to be devoted to the payment of 
town expenses. The Public Library and Read- 
ing Room is to receive $600 in trust, and the 
People’s Cemetery $500. 

The Universalist Church is remembered by a 
gift of $2,000 in trust, while this amount will 
be increased by about $1,000, as the church, 
with publio charities, is held by the court to be 
entitled to ashare in remaining property not 
disposed of by the will. 

It was contended by the heirs-at-law of Mr. 
Loveland that the will was void for lack of 
clearness and certainty, and they should be 
held te be entitled to the entire property. The 
court, however, holds the will to be valid.

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THE NEW ROAD TO CANADA 


A PROJECT THAT ATLRACTS MUCH 
ATTENTION AND COMMPNT. 


THE DIRECTORS OF THE NEW-YORK 
CANADIAN PACIFIC RAILROAD— 
NEW-YORK MONEY AND ENERGY TO 
BE EMPLOYED—PRESIDENT DEPZW 
THINKS THERE 18 NOTHING IN IT. 


The announcement of the proposed construction of 
® pow line of railroad from Ogdensbarg to New- 
York by the New- York Canadian Pacifico Railroad, 
which appeared exclusively in THE NEW-YORK 
TIMES yesterday, caused a great deal of comment 
among railroad men. The news that the New-York 
company was preparing to begin the actual work of 
construction was a surprise to many, and the sig- 
nificance of so greatan enterprise was tully appre- 
Clated. 

Following are the names of the Directors of the 
New-York Canadian Pacific Railroad who were 
elected at the stockholders’ meeting in Albany last 
Tuesday: Joseph H. Ramsey, Minard Harder, 
Henry Russell, John W. Van Vaikenburghb, William 
L. Carmen, John W. MoNamara, Conrad Crounse, 
George H. Wooster, Charles Ramsey, John M. Whit- 
beck, Jacob Le Fevre, Henry B. Whitcomb, and 
James Hendricks. 

As was explained yesterday, the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad Company does not desire to appear in pub- 
lic view as the backer of this enterprise, Its rela 
tions with the Vanderbilt interests are friendly and 
it has a traffic contract with the Rome, Watertown 
and Ogdensburg Road, which, of course, it wants to 
keep until it can secure a line of its own into New- 
York. On this point a well-posted railroad man 
said yesterday: “It would not be a popular meve 
for a Canadian corporation to invade this State asa 
builder of a railroad line; but if the Canadian cor- 
poration can get a company of New-York capitalists 
to build such a line as is wanted, there will be much 
less friction and no local sentiment against the new 
road.” e 

Chauncey M. Depew, President of the New-York 
Central, was inclined to treat the project jocosely. 
He did not believe that any such road would be 
built, and he fulfilled completely the prediction ofa 
Director of the new com pany, who, after describing 
the company’s plans, remarked: “ Now, we are in 
earnest, but you mark my words, Mr. Depew will 
tell the pavers that there is nothing in it.” 

Mr. Depew said: “‘What might be called the basis 

rground tloor of this New-York Canadian Pacific 
structure is the New-York and Albany Railroad 
Company, which, according to this latest story, has 
expanded on the one side to vast terminals in New-

‘What is a little thing like that among friends ’ 

“'rhe New-York and Albany Kaliroad Company 
was organized before the West Shore, and its pro- 
moters have been faithful to it for fifteen or twent 
years. Itis one of those corpses that neither petri- 
ties nor decays. The delay in its resuscitation is due 
in some measure tothe fact that it has never been 
able tw interest capital. Its value to the New-York 
Central has been presented in many attractive ways 
to me, but I never felt it my duty to call a special 
meeting of the Directors to take it up. The sole bual-. 
ness of this — line from Ogdensburg to 
Schenectady would be whatit might get from the 
Canadian Pacitic. That company now does its busi- 
ness With the Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg 
Railroad and is entirely satified with that connec- 
tion. The Canadian Pacific does that business with- 
out assuming any fixed charges or being lable for 
any. Idonot think thatthere is business oe 
from Ogdensburg to Schenectady, through the Adi- 
rondack region, and in parallelling the West Shore 
to New- York, to enable a new line to pay a penny of 
interest on cost of construction.”’ 


ALBANY, March 23.—Joseph H. Ramsey, who is 
the head and front of the new railway scheme to let 
the Canadian Pacifico Railway into New- York and to 


build a new trunk line from the 8t. Lawrence to 
New-York Bay, is a familiar tigure in Albany, where 
he made his residence from the time of the constrac- 
tion of the Albany and Susquebanna Railway until 
ten years ago. He is now about seventy years old. 

He is & native of Schoharie County, and has par- 
ticipated to a greater or less extent in the construo- 
tion of all the railways in the county, and in the 
development of ite resources. He was the chief 
promoter of the Albany and Susquehanna Railway, 
and for years was its President, until it was ab- 
sorbed by the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
Company. His chief oo-operator in that enter- 
prise was Minard Harder of Cobleskill, the 
Vice President of the New-York Canadian 
Pacific Company. William L. M. Phelpsof Albany 
was the Secretary and Treasurer of the Albany and 
Susquehanua Railway, which was built without 
bonding the road tothe extent of adollar. Among 
Mr. Ramsey’s other enterprises was the constrac- 
tion of the Middleburg Branch of the Albany and 
®usquehanna, the Catskill Mountain Road that rans 
into Palenville, aud for a time he was interested in 
the old White Elephant Koad, which ran from Sche- 
nectaty to Athens, and is now controlled by the 
Weat Shore. 

Twenty years ago Mr. Ramsey was regarded as 
one of the wealthiest men in Albany, but during the 
past decade his financial operations have not been 
regarded as success{ul. Ten years agohe gave up 
his residence on Broadway and removed to Howe's 
Cave. Heserved in the Assembly from the Seoond 
District of Schoharie in 1865, and from 1860 to 
1564 served two terms in the Senate from the dis- 
trict that embraced the counties of Delaware, Scho- 
harie, and Schenectady. 

The first indication on the part of the Canadian 
Pacitic ofan intention to invade New-York State 
occurred in the Legislature of 1890, when senator 
George Erwin of St. Lawrence introduced a bill 
providing for the conatruction of a railway bridge 
across the St. Lawrence at Waddington, in St. 
Lawrence County. But very little opposition was 
manifested against the bill, Senator Krwin urging 
the argument that all the ey le in his part of the 
State were claworing for the bill and the bridge. It 
Was commented upon at the time as strange 
that, with the mence of a foreign corporation 
coming into ite territory, neither the New- York Ven- 
tral nor the Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg in- 
terfered with the proceedings or threw a single 
obstacle in the way of the passage of the bill. 
At that time the Canadian Pacific’s nearest 
branch entered Prescott on the Canadian 
shore, whence it runs over the tracks of 
the Grand Trunk easterly for fifteen miles into 
Waddington. Another branch of the Canadian Pa- 
cific comes into Brockville, on the Canadian side, 
abont fifteen miles west of Prescott. 

Every indication has pointed for the past six years 
to the fact that the Canadian Pacific was groping 
about for a point of entrance into the Empire State, 
and, that point fairly established, a survey of the 
road from Waddington southerly, through St. Law- 
rence County to the Mohawk and Hudson, followed.

The tax rate on property owned by individuals is 
2.84, but the ratiroads pay nothing to the city, and 
only 1 per cent. to the State. Of thisasmall portion 
ig paid by the State to the various municipalities. 
The object of yesterday's meeting is to bring about 
an agitation that may result in reform. The total 
exempt railroad property in the State is about $154,- 
v00,00U.

DURHAM, N. C., March 23.—The railroad chartered 
from this place to Charlotte, N. C., through Chat- 
ham, Moore, Montgomery, and Stanley Counties, is 
tobe built by a party of Philadelphia capitalists. 
Solvent subscriptions to the amount of $1,500,000 


have already been made. The distance will be 
about 150 miles, and the cost will not exceed 
$10,000 per mile. 

Itis believed here that the Norfolk and Western 
Company is behind this enterprise. whe latter com- 
pany has been operating the road running from 
here to Lynchburg, and known as the Lynchburg 
and Durham Railroad, for the past few months, 
with the privilege of leasing the rvad for ninety- 
nine years. The trial year expires to-day, and tle 
Directors are to moet to-day to consider the qnues- 
tion of accepting the lease for ninety-nine years. 
CoL Benehan Cameron of the Board of Directors 
says that the action will be unanimous in accepting 
the lease. 

The completion of the road to Charlotte from this 
town would give the Norfolk and Western a straight 
shoot from Charlotte to Lynchburg and on north. 
Col, Cameron also says that as soon as the Jease 
for ninety-nine years is accepted and closed 
legally, an effort will be made to extend the 
Lynchburg and Durham Road to Kaleigh from 
Staggvile, a station about twelve miles from this 

lace. The Atlantic Coast Line and the Norfulk and 

estern are very friendly, and it is believed as soon 
as the former moves toward Raleigh that the latter 
company will complete its road from Stanhope, in 
Nash County, to Kaleigh.

REMONSTRANCE AGAINST THB NOVA 
SCOTIA COAL LEASE, 


Ottawa, Ontario, March 23.—The following 
address of remonstrance, signed by over eighty 
members of the Canadian Parliament, was pre- 
sented to his Excellency Lord Stanley to-day. 
This is the last effort of Dr. Weldon, M. P., and 
his friends to prevent the consummation of the 
Whitney coal deal, by assent being given to the 
acts of Legislature of Nova Scotia incorporat- 
ing the syndicate. 


“We, the undersigned, members of Parliament, 
being profoundly impressed by the gravity of the 
following facts, have the honor to bring them to the 
notice of your Kxecellency. In 1892 an act was 
Passed by the Legislature of No¥a Scotia en- 
titled ‘An act to amend and consolidate the acts 
relating to mines and minerals.’ The one hundred 
and fifty-sixth seotion of this act is fraught with 
danger to the public and is repugnant to tne spirit of 
the Constitution. The foreguing section empowers 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council, to lease all the 
coal areas in Nova Scotia upon such terms as may 
to them seem proper as to area, duration of lease, 
taxation, and royalty, the minimum royalty, how- 
ever, being 10 cents a ton. 

* Lhis legislation places the disposal of the coal 
areas of Nova Scotia in the hands of the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council, without reference to the Legis- 
lature. Itmay be observed that legislation aa to 
mines affects the most valuable public property of 
Nova Scotia and also materially affects important 
interests in other Provinces of Canada 
opinion Provincial legislation of a character affeotin 
vitally the general interests of the Dominion, shoul 
not be by orderin Council. Provin statutes are, 
but Provincial orders in Council are not, subject to 
disallowance by your Excellency in Council. This 
act of Nova Scotia in relegating to the Lieutenant, 
Governor in Council powers heretofore exercised by 
the Legislature practically destroys the federal 
power of disallowance, and is, in our opinion, repug- 
nant to the spirit of the Constitution. . 

“ Under the authority of the said act, Section 156, 
Chapter 1, Actsof Nova Scotia, 1892, the Govern- 
ment of Nova Scotia have given a lease to the Do. 
minion Coal Looe ge & corporation ch vy 
the Legisiature of Nova Scotia at its late session. 
This company is empowered to mine and quarry coal 
and all other minerals, and to manufacture and deal 
in the same, to construct, purchase, and operate 
railways, to own and sai —_ and Derges, 
and to transports on land and water freight 
and passengers; to acquire letters patent 
apd patent rights, toown farm landsand bry, sell, 
and deal in farm stock and prodace, to construct an 
operate telegraph and telephone lines, to aoquir 
hold. and deal in shares, stocks, debentures, an 
bonds, and aiso to acquire all the property and fran. 
chise ofany other company carrying on any busi- 
ness similar to its own. 

“It will be observed that under the foregoing pow- 
ers the Dominion Coal Company can acquire and 
control all the coal areas of Nova Scotla and the 
means of transportation of coal by land and water. 
The lease given to the Dominion Coal Company has 
none of the safeguards against monopoly and extor. 
tion which former leases in Nova Scotia contained, 
as will more clearly appear from the following par- 
ticulars: 

“In the old lease one lessee could not hold more 
than two square miles of coal lands. In the new leas¢ 
vue lessee holds the entire County of Cape Breton. 
In the old lease the lessee held for twenty years. In 
tue new lease the lessee holds for ninety-nine years. 
In the old lease the lessee was subject to the Mines 
act and to auy act which the Legislature might frum 
time to time passa for the pubhe protection. in 
the new lease it is stipulated that the terms 
thereot cannot be in any way affecied or 
al.ered by the Legislature for ninety-nine years. 
“he new lease, itis true, contains the usual core- 
nants providing for the bona fide and effectual work- 
ing of the mines and the like, but it will be remem. 
bered that under tormer leases the instrument was 
forfeited for breach of any covenant, while under 
the new lease there is, in fact, no etiective way of 
enforcing these covenants. 

“The undersigned declare] further that the dan- 
gers ofa coal monopoly are enhanced by the fact 
that the coal measures of Eastern Canada are con- 
tned to a few counties in Nova Scotia. They desire 
aiso to urge that coal is an article of prime necessity 
for domestic purposes, for railways and manulactur- 
ing industries, and when such an aflicle becomes & 
monopoly, the results may be disastrous. The expe- 
rience of coal consumers in the seaboard cities of 
the United States during the past year furnishes 
conclusive proof of this fact. Under these Nova 
Scotia statutes the Dominion Coal Com y Can ac- 

uire and control the entire coal production of Nova 
Zootia and can raise prices to an oppressive degree. 

“We, therefore, in view of the above facts, are of the 
opinion that your Excellency should urge the Legig- 
lature of Nova Scotia at ita next session to amend ita 
mining laws and charters so as to provide that when- 
ever any company now or hereafierto be incorpo. 
rated is declared by joint address to the Legislature 
of Nova Scotia to have violated ite covenants or un- 
duly enhanced the price of coal to Canadian consum- 
ers, such charge so declared shall be referred to the 
Supreme Court of Canada, with power to hear and 
determine it, and in case the said charge shall be 
sustained, the Supreme Court shall avoid the lease 
or fine the 1essees in their discretion.”

A GANG OF COUNTERFEITERS,

FOUR MEN AND A WOMAN CAPTURED 


WITH COIN AND PLANT. 


Five counterfeiters, all of one gang, who have 
been distributing bogus silver coin and bother- 
ing the Brooklyn officers for along time, were 
taken before United States Commissioner Morle 
yesterday and held for the action of the Grand 


Jury. 

This “haul” was made by Seoret Service Chief 
John P. Brooks and seven of his officers Wednes- 
day night. Joseph A. Walters, who is believed 
to be the leader of the ‘‘gang” and the real 


counterfeiter, while the rest of the prisoners 
only passed his producis, and Freda Baumann, 
who lived with him, were caught at their home 
in Long Island City, as told im yesterday’s Nrw- 
York TIMES. 

Jeremiah MoCarthy, who is known to the 
Police as William Brown and Paddy Breen also 
and George Brown, allas Henry Hertz, had 
been caught earlier in the evening on the 
street, just after they had passed a lot of their 
money in a saloon. George Adama, the fifth 
man arrested, was traced to 150 Avenue D, 
in this city, and at his home, and aiso at 
Brown’s, who lived on Ninth Street, counterfeit 
coin was found. 

When Walters’s house was searched, it was 
found to contain a most perfect counterfeiting 
plant, which produced haif dollars for the most 
part. Walters has quite a record asa money- 
maker and has served two terms for counter- 
feiting. 

He was arrested in West Hoboken, N. J., in 
1884, and sent to the Erie County Penitentiary 
for two years and a half. A young womar 
named Kate Shay was in the business with him 
then, and to save her he married her while in 
prison. she was released and disappeared. 

In 1887 Walters was arrested for the same 
kind of business and got tive years in the krie 
County Penitentiary. 

McCarthy is well known to the police. He 
has been arrested on many different charges, 
and his last imprisonment was for two and a 
haif years for pues counterfeit money iz 
Providence, R, |. : 

Another man arrested yesterday charged with 
counterfeiting was Joseph Boinay of 64 Metro- 
politan Avenue, Brooklyn. He was held by 
United States Commissioner Bellows in $1,000 
bail for passing counterfeit quarter dollars.

The mere fact that the local authorities 
are “unqgualifiedly opposed” to both the 
Farquhar and Ellison rapid-transit bills, as 
was stated yesterday by Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel BLANDY before the Assembly 
Committee on Cities, will probably be fatal 
to those measures. It is doubtful if they 
ever leave the hands of the committee. As 
there has never been any prospect of the 
passage of either of them, there will be iit- 
tle disappointment. No effective measure 
of rapid transit is to be looked for until the 
local authorities, with the support of pub- 
lic sentiment, are prepared to sustain it. 
Nothing effective is possible so long as the 
present commission exists and devotes it- 
self to schemes for extending the elevated 
railroad system. Rapid transit cannot be 
obtained by any such schemes, but it can 
be obstructed and put off by them The 
people will have to wait with such pa- 
tience as they can command for the mud- 
dle into which the subject has been brought 
to clear up. 











The honorable Senators of the United

within their gift than they were yesterday. 
An effort is to be made, however, to con- 
fine it to the executive sessions We 
heartily trust thatit may succeed. This is 
one of the few things fitted for purely 
secret discussion, in which the coun- 
try need not be unnecessarily made 
ashamed of its Senators. if not set- 
tled there, it now looks as if there 
would be enough Democrats with sufficient 
self-respect not io make an open fight on a 
matter of such insignilicance. If the pres- 
pnt auarrel should lead to a permanent 


“non-partisan organization for the Senate, 
it-would be by far the best solution. 
ee 

Mayor GILROY’s plea for the approval by 
the Governor of the bill for the sanitary 
protection of the sources of our water sup- 
ply seems to have produced the desired 
effect very promptly. He based it mainly 
on the necessity of acquiring the land upon 
the borders of the water supply as the only 
effective means of protection and in the 
long run the most economical means, His 
conclusions are based upon experience 
as the head of the Department of Public 
Works and upon a thorough knowledge 
of what has been done in the past 
and of the difficulties encountered in ef- 
forts to abate nuisances. He says that the 
necessary inspections and surveys prelim- 
inary to beginning the process of acquiring 
land and abating nuisances have already 
been made, and he believes that the en- 
gineering force of the department and of 
the Croton Water and Aqueduct Boards 
are more competent to deal with the mat- 
ter than any newly-created commission 
could be. The Mayor put the case forci- 
bly, and the approval of the Webster Dill 
seems to have followed without delay. 


Let it be generally known to all who 
have any interestin the subject that Sen- 
ator Ransom of North Carolina, when he 
scolded Senator Hitt of New-York in the 
Democratic caucus, did not impute to the 
latter any “‘moral delinquency.” The gen- 
tlemen who heard Mr, RaNsoM were strong- 
ly of the opinion that he was expressing 
his utter unwillingness to believe in Mr. 
HiILw’s promises on the very simple 
ground that Mr. Hirt had broken one 
which he had given to Mr. Ran- 
s0M. Either these gentlemen misunder- 
stood Mr. Ransom or Mr. Ransom does not 
regard breaking a promise as involving 
any ‘“‘moral delinquency.” We have 
neither the means nor the desire to decide 
which is the real explanation, but if Mr. 
HILL is going to get a general verdict of 
not guilty in matters of this sort from his 
fellew-Senators, he will only prove that 
the latter have a notion of truth telling 
different from the one that is held by the 
mass of their fellow-country men. 

RELIEF FOR SAVINGS BANKS. 

It is difficult to understand why the State 
Senate should have set aside the Mullin 
bill for extending the range of savings 
bank investments, which was favored by 
the responsible officers of those institu- 
tions, and adopted the Bloodgood bill, 
which, so far as we have seen, was favored 
by nobody. A position against allowing 
the savings banks of this State to invest 
their deposits in the bonds of any cities 
outside of the State would be consistent 
and defensible, but if the relief asked for 








according to some recognizable principle 
and in a manner to be of substantial ben- 
efit. So long as the restrictions of the 
present law di@ not seriously hamper the 
savings banks it was well to keep them up, 
but the time seems to have come when it is 
necessary to give a wider scope to their in- 
vestments if it can be done with due re- 
gard to safety. 

Formerly the bonds of the United States 
were a ready resource for the investment 
of funds not otherwise employed, but in 
recent years their volume has been 60 
diminished and the demand for them has 
been relatively so great that they are no 
longer available. There has also been a 
tendency to a lessened volume of State 
bonds of the most desirable character, 
while the funds seeking secure investment 
have steadily increased. The deposits in 
savings banks alone are said to have in- 
creased $300,000,000 in the last eighteen 
years in this State, while the bonds avail- 
able for their investment have largely de- 
creased in volume. The increase in depos- 
its was $40,000,000 last year, while the 
addition to the municipal securities within 
the State in which they may be placod 
was not one-fourth that amount. 

Safety is of course the chief considera- 
tion, but it is desirable that the funds of 
savings banks should bein use, apart from 
the demand for the payment of interest. 
They may now be invested in the stock or 
bonds,not only of any city, but of any coun- 
ty, town, village, or school district in this 
State, without any limitation atall Would 
they be any less secure in the bonds of the 
cities of 50,000 inhabitants or more in the 
other States named in the Mullin bill, un- 
der the limitations there laiddown? They 
could not be put into the securities of any 
municipality that had made any default of 
payment within ten years, or of any munic- 
ipality whose indebtedness exceeded 7 per 
cent. of the value of property as assessed for 
taxation. No bank could invest more than 
25 per cent. of its deposits in the bonds of 
cities in other States, nor more than 5 per 
cent. in those of any one such city, nor 
could any bank take more than 10 per 
cent. of the bonds of any city. No South- 
ern State was named in the Mullin bill, and 
no State west of the Mississippi River ex- 
cept Missouri. The relief which that bill 
promised was moderate, but suflicient for 
the present, and perfectly safe. 

The Bloodgood bill which was passed by 
the Senate names seven cities only in whose 
bonds investment would be allowed, and 
the wholesome limitations of the other 
measure are omitted from it. Why should 
such a discrimination be made, which 
would increase the demand for the bonds 
of certain designated cities? Are the bonds 
of Boston any safer than those of Philadel- 
phia; those of Providence any better than 
those of Newark; those of Cleveland more 
desirable than those of Cincinnati, or those

STUDYING THE TARIFF. 

We give in our columns this morning the 
closing letter of theseries addressed by Mr. 
T. G. SHEARMAN to President CLEVELAND 
on the subject of tariff legislation. Yes- 
terday the report of the committee 
of the Reform Club, of which Mr. 
SHEARMAN is a member, and which 
includes Messrs) ELLERY ANDERSON, 
FAIRCHILD, WELLS, WARNER, WHEELER, 
and SCHOENHOF, was published. These 
are all gentlemen whose views upon the 
best methods to reduce tariff taxation, 
while securing adequate revenue for the 
Government’s needs, are entitled to care- 
ful consideration. They do not differ in 
any material degree. They are agreed 
that the first step to be taken is to 
relieve materials of manufacture from 
burdens that have been unnecessarily im- 
posed, This is, of course, the base of all 
tariff reform. One of the most glaring ab- 
surdities as well as one of the greatest 
evils of the so-called protective system has 
been the taxing of materials heavily, and 
then taxing the finished product to ‘‘com- 
pensate.” It is the method of the Java 
coolie, whom a recent traveler describes, 
who, feeling himself overweighted by a 
valise, got a stone of equal weight, at- 
tached it to oneend of a pole, hung the bag 
on the other, and trudged on contented. 
Doubtless the balancing is necessary, but 
the protectionist notion is that the double 
load is lighter than none. 

In the same spirit these gentlemen agree 
that the necessaries of life should be taxed 
as lightly as possible, considering the re- 
quirements of the revenue. This is not 
only sound economics, but is common 
justice. The protective tariff has weighed 
most heavily on those least able to bear 
it. Many articles of food have been 
taxed for the pretended benefit of the 
farmer, while in the matters of clothing, 
carpets, bedding, crockery, glassware, build- 
ing materials, window glass, tin plate, 
and many forms of metal goods, the things 
used most in the homes of men of moderate 
means, by laboring men and women and 
their families, have been taxed at a very 
much higher rate than the things used by 
the more well-to-do classes. While a tax 
of some sort will have to be retained in 
order to secure necessary revenue, it is of 
the utmost importance that it should be 
levied so as to rest lightest on those least 
able to pay it. 

But while these general principles will 
command the approval of all rational 
people, it will be found when Congress as- 
sembles that the protected interests will 
fight very stubbornly for the maintenance 
of the advantages given them by the pres- 
entlaw. This fight they will push on two 
lines—one, the need of revenue, the second 
the danger of disturbing vested interests. 
As to the latter great care should be exer- 
cised, but it will not doto take the word 
of the beneficiaries as to how much reduc- 
tion they can stand. No reduction would 
ever be made if that were done. On the 
contrary, it must be assumed to start with 
that American enterprise, skill, andingenu- 
ity are able to compete with foreign 
manufacturers, without any serious check 
on the competition of the latter, and the 
question of disturbance must be considered 
only as tothe rate at which unnecessary 
interference with trade shall be with- 
drawn. Asa general proposition it is quite 


safe to assume, as concerns revenue, that | 


reduction of rates will increase importa- 
tion sufficiently 10 prevent a serious reduc- 
tion in the total revenue. At the same time 
it will be prudent and proper to make pro- 
vision for any possible deficit, first by 
a tax on artificial monopolies, and 
secondly by loans on short bonds or on 
Treasury notes bearing a low rate of 
interest and payable at the discretion of 
the Government. Of course, it is under- 
stood by everybody that suggestions such 
as those of the Reform Club, though pre- 
sented to the Secretary of the Treasury or 
to the President, are necessarily addressed 
to the House of Representatives, in whose 
hands the whole question of taxation lies. 
The main utility of such studies is in edu- 
cating public opinion and in giving aid to 
the legislators in their task. 





WHAT MR. TAYLOR SAID, 


We have received another letter about 
tin plate from the N. & G. Taylor Com- 
pany of Philadelphia. We suppose that in 
the last two years we have received not 
less than 100 letters on this subject from 
the same company, which has maintained 
a kind of tin-plate literary bureau in con- 
nection with the other branches of its 
business. These letters have been scat- 
tered in fac simile broadcast over the 
land, and have fallen with great 
regularity upon editors’ tables from Ore- 
gon to Maine. They were skillfully de- 
signed to advertise the business of the 
company, which has been importing cer 
tain brands of tin plate for many years, 
and incidentally to disseminate the doc- 
trines of McKinleyism, as related to the 
manufacture of a small quantity of tin 
plate upon the company’s premises. 

Many of our contemporaries, including 
several that are opposed to the McKinley 
tax on tin plate, have been caught by this 
literary bureau and have given the com- 
pany much free advertising. We have 
heretofore declined to publish the argu- 
ments of the company, but we shall quote 
the following from its latest letter, and 
add some interesting comments in the form 
of certain remarks made by Mr. NatHaNn 
A. TAYLOR: 

“To those newspaper publishers who have 
endeavored to prevent the establishment of this 
great industry in this country we cap only say 
that their action must be based upon entire ig- 
norance of the trade or a desire to gain political 
notoriety, for we do not believe the man exists 
who, with a clear knowledge of the industry, 
will honestly contend it is one that could not or 
should not be oarried on in America with the 
game success as thousands of others.” 

Now let us see what a leading member of 
this company has said on this subject. We 








find in the report of the Tariff Commission 
of 1882, on Page 2,515, some remarks in- 
troduced by these words: 

“Mr, NaTHaN A. TAYLOR of the firm of N. & 
G. Tartor & Oo., Philadelphia, representing 
the tin-plave trade, addressed the commission 
as follows.” 

Mr. TaYLOR said that he appeared “in 
behalf of the entire tin-plate trade of Phil- 
adelphia.” The duty on tin plate at that 
time was 11-10 cents a pound He urged 
that it should be reduced to % of a cent. 
The law of 1883 reduced it to 1 cent a 
pound, and the McKinley act increased 
this duty to 2 2-10 cents. We reproduce 
here portions of his argument: J 

“Now, only to point out in a few words some 
of the advantages of tin plate, let us say at the 
outset that its great point is its absolute cheap- 
ness, bringing it into universal use. It is in no 
sense whatever an article of luxury, and in this 
respect, perhaps, it stands alone as essential to 
the humblest kitchen and the most obscure 
cabin in the growing West. It is the one ma 
terial for a roof, by reason of its lightness and 
extreme durability. It furnishes our kitchens, 
where nothing can take its place for cleanliness 
and absolute purity from all poisonous proper- 
ties. 

“Two-thirds of its importations are made up 
into oans for meats, fruits, vegetables, and 
petroleum, and these indispensable adjuncts 
of our daily life are thus within the reach of 
the humblest purchaser. It gives employment 
to hundreds of thousands of busy hands in all 
ite varied industries throughout our country. 
Its importation is in the nature of raw material, 
which is worked up here, and which we cannot 
supply ourselves.” 

Mr. TAYLOR then went on to show thatif 
the duty should be reduced, the consumer 
would be benefited. There were no manu- 
facturers to be protected then, nor were 
there any when the McKinley bill was 


passed. 

“A reduction of the duty wonld cheapen it to 
the consumer. An increase of duty would 
check its importation and render necessary @ 
variety of substitutes. 

“Tin plates are not made in this country. 
Their manofacture has beon attempted at vari- 
ous periods, but has never suoceeded. We can- 
not think of competing with the cheap labor of 
Europe, where the workman is satistied with 
208. or 30s. weekly, and where his family fre- 
quently aid bim in adding to his receipta. We 
therefore have no industry of this kind to pro- 
tect. The placing of pig tin onthe free list over 
ten years ago and a duty on tin plate of about 
33 per cent. since that time have not encour- 
aged its manufacture here.”’ 


Here is his opinion as to what would be 


the effect of doubling the duty of 11-10 


cents: 

“Double the present duty and continue pig 
tin free and it cannot be made here to compete 
with the cheap labor of England, but by in- 
creasing the duty you restrict its importation 
and consequently its revenues, and you exert a 
depressing influence upon a foreign market, ren- 
dering it still more difficult to attempt its com- 
petitive manufacture here. - 

‘*We think tin plates are properly the subject 
of some duty, as a large revenue can be derived 
from this source without injury to any one, but 
the present rate of duty [11-10 cents per 
pound, or just half of the McKinley duty] is 
unfair, unnecessary, unintentional, and exces- 
sive.” 

He could not see why the people of the 
country should be required to pay an “‘ ex- 
cessive” or “a most extraordinary tax” 
upon tin plate for the benefit of possible 
domestic manufacturers: 

“While cheap labor prevails in Europe—and 
let us hope forthe sake of humanity that its 
value will ere long be recognized more in the 
spirit of American intelligence and education— 
nothing but a most extraordinary tax upon the 
importation of tin plate will ever allow its 
home manufacture. We see no reason, looking 
at the subject fairly and without prejudice, 
why ita millions of consumers in this country 
should be the subjects of an excessive tax while 
its importation conflicts in ne manner what 
ever with any American industry. 

“We ask in a reduction of the duty only the 
execution of a measure that will cause a fulfill- 
ment of our statement that the consumption of 
tin plates will be greatly increased and the 
revenue be ultimately benefited. 

‘* This conclusion is the result of a business 
experience by our firm of over seventy years, 
during which time we have paid the Govern- 
ment duties amounting to many millions of dol- 
lars.” 

As we have said, the duty was increased 
by, the MoKinley act to 22-10 cents a 
pound. The average monthly price of tin 
plate for the four years immediately pre- 
ceding the discussion of the Mc- 
Kinley bill was $4.35 per box. The 
exaction of the higher duty has in- 
creased the price here by nearly 25 
per cent., although the foreign price has 
been reduced. We are well within bounds 
when we say that the additional cost of 
tin plate to the people of this country, due 
to the McKinley tariff, has been thus far 
not less than $10,000,000. 

We suggest that in its next letter to the 
newspapers, the literary bureau of the N. 
& G. Taylor Company should Send out a 
copy of the testimony and arguments of 
the company’s representative before the 
Tariff Commission. 


THE RIVERSIDE PLATEAU. 


In our news columns is printed the pro- 
test of Columbia College, through its com- 
mittee, against the extension of an elevated 
railroad northward from One Hundred and 
Tenth Street to One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street through Amsterdam Avenue, 

This particular proposition stands upon 
a different footing from any other part of 
the general scheme for extending the ele- 
vated system, and may be considered quite 
independently of the merits of that scheme. 
For, as every body knows#it has been sought 
to create upon the Riverside Plateau a pe- 
culiar and, in one sense, a secluded quar- 
ter. By the topography, this plateau 
is removed from the action of the north- 
ward march of improvement, which may 
be expected within a very few years to 
cover the whole plain to the east of it be- 
tween Central Park and the Harlem River 
with domestic and commercial buildings. 
It is well known that afew hundred feet, 
or even a hundred feet, of elevation have 
often more power to deflect the growth of 
a town than miles of level distance. By its 
height, and by its very lack of easy access 
from the plain below it, the Riverside 
Plateau seems to have been indicated by 
nature as a cloisteral quarter in a commer- 
cialcity. It was this consideratioa, we may 








“believe, as well as the commanding and 


picturesque site it offered for a great build- 
ing, that led the Trustees of St. John’s 
Cathedral to choose the plateau for the 
erection of what we all expect to be our 
greatest civic as well as our greatest relig- 
ious monument. This selection seemed to 
have fixed the character of the quarter, in- 
somuch that when the Trustees of Colum- 
bia and the Trustees of St. Luke’s Hospital 
successively concluded to establish those 
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choice seemed perfectly natural. It was 
hailed as offering the opportunity to 
establish a centre of charity and 
culture that was not liable to the invasions 
of commerce, and that would attract to its 
neighborhood, for residence, men who were 
especially interested in the things of the 
mind and the things of the heart. It prom- 
ised to enable those New-Yorkers who were 
80 disposed to enjoy, even in this bustling 
town, “the still air of delightful studies” 
amid immediate surroundings congenial to 
those studies, It promised also to give an 
attractiveness to the region, both in re- 
spect of architecture and in respect of 
landscape gardening, that would make it 
unique, and that would give New-York 
something more to show, in these respects, 
than it or any other American city now 
possesses. 

Now it needs no more than a survey of 
the quarter in question, or even an inspec- 
tion of the map, to show that the purpose 
these institutions had in view in estab- 
lishing themselves uponthe plateau would 
be entirely frustrated by the construction 
of an elevated railroad through Amster- 
dam Avenue, and with the frustration of 
this purpose the hope of a charming, re- 
tired, attractive quarter would be de- 
stroyed. A cathedral with an elevated 
railroad running past its west front 
would be a frightful solecism, and an 
elevated railroad past the cathedral would 
cut the whole quarter in two, and render 
vain the proposed embellishment of it by 
the art either of the architect or of the 
landscape gardener, Moreover, an ele- 
vated railroad here would be more unsight- 
ly than anywhere else. As the committee 
of Columbia points out, the grades are 
such that to the highest point of the pla- 
teau the rise from the southern extremity 
is nearly fifty feet, and from the 
northern more than one hundred. The 
viaducts required by these grades 
would necessarily deface and vulgarize the 
whole quarter which the road traversed. 
It is due to the supporters of the scheme 
of extending the elevated system to assume 
that in recommending this particular ex- 
tension they have acted inadvertently and 
without considering the peculiar interests 
involved. If they had acted advertently 
their action would deserve to be stigma- 
tized as outrageous and barbarous. Now 
that the protests of the institutions con- 
cerned have been entered, it is not to be 
doubted that the Commissioners will re- 
fuse to sanction a project of which the 
results would be so deplorable.

It really behooves Mr, BRENNAN’S 
official and political superiors to quicken 
the energies that have been consistently 
flagging ever since he has been in his pres- 
ent office, 











A motion for dissolution was defeated by 
a decisive majority in the French Chamber 
of Deputies yesterday. While the course 
of the Government with respect to the 
Panama prosecutions has not been wholly 
satisfactory to many who desire that all 
men as to whose guilt there seems to be 
sufficient evidence shall be prosecuted 
promptly and vigorously, these more or less 
friendly critics are not disposed to prevent 
the Government from carrying out its 
plans. The result of the latest trial can 
scarcely have encouraged such persons to 
expect very vigorous or successful prosecu- 
tions hereafter, but it should not be over- 
looked that the testimony of convicted 
swindlers is not the most effective that can 
be laid before a jury.

“RUY BLAS” AGAIN. 


Victor Hugo's “Ruy Blas,” rearranged in 
four acts, and with the part of Don Cesar de 
Bazan, the prototype ofthe hero of Dennery’s 
famous play, retained, was acted at the Fifth 
Avenue Theatre yesterday afternoon in pres- 
ence of a small but enthusiastic assemblage 
of invited guests of Mr. Edward Vroom, who 
made the experiment, which he claims te be 
original with him, of ‘‘doubling ”’ the réles of 
the sentimental hero and reckless Cesar. 

There was merit in his execution of this bold 
undertaking, though his portrayal of Ruy Blas 
has not the qualities of personal comeliness and 
fervor that are needed to make this hero of the 
romantic age acceptable to the multitude of 
modern p laygoers. 

Mr. Vroom’s elocation is tasteful, and his de- 
livery of Ruy’s long narrative in Aot L, and the 
rhodomontade addressed to the dishonest lords 
of the Counoil, was reasonably forceful and free 
from extravagance. There was less force in his 
lovemaking, but his Queen was a weak, awk- 
ward, seemingly nerveless, and almost voiceless 
novice, who could net fairly hope to inspire the 
passion of a susceptible schoolvoy. 

As Cxsar Mr. Vroom showed genuine comic 
talent, and played with ease and dash, and the 
contrast of character he essayed to present 
was therefore effective. The general perform- 
ance was, on the whole, better than some rep- 
resentations of this drama we vividly remem- 
ber with Mr. Booth or Mr. Feohter as the 
central figure.

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NOTEWORTHY PAINTINGS AT THE SPRING@ 


EXHIBITION. 2 


Undismayed by the rivalry of the exhibita® 
the World’s Fair, and of that nearer home a& 
the approaching exhibition of the lety of 
American Artists, the National Academy opens 
its sixty-eigath show with as much serenity a¢ 
if 1t were still the solitary representative of art 
in the country. An effort has been made to se 
cure the work of members, and fully two-fifths 
of the Academicians and three-fifths of the As4 
sociates have pictures on the walls. Moreover 


the effort of last year has been kept up, and 
less than 500 paintings, pastels, and soul 

have been accepted, in fact, only 450in all. This 
reduces the number of pictures hung Out of easy 
view, and xives more prominence to such as 
passed muster. 

Nevertheless, ascore of desirable exhibitors 
are sadly missed—Homer, Vedder, La Farge, St. 
Gaudeus, George Inness, Shirlaw, and Sargent, 
George De Forest Brush resigns his monopoly 
of Indian plotures, and Remington, Ulrich, 
Tiffany, Swain Gifford, Gilbert Gaul, Mowbray, 
Beckwith, Low, and Maynard are not to the 
fore. Neither George Bb. Butler nor Boughto: 
eppeart the sculptors Ward, Warner, af 
O’Donovan are absentecs as usual. The collec 
tion manages to wear a smiling face, notwith-« 
standing, owing in part to the number of pick 
ures in light tones, landscapes and 
pieces also, whioh stamp 4 certain note of gayety 
on its general appearance. 

The Corridor does something toward this, for 
it contains some bright and effective work. At 
the head of the stairs a pleasant riot of color is 
seen in Elliott Daingertielad’s ‘“ Chrysantne< 
mums,” grouped about @ broad brass water jar, © 
and to the right of the door hang the “‘ Peonies’ 
of Thomas Hovenden, N. A., the nice quality of 
brushwork on the broad petals helped by the 
green jar. Pictures with sentiment enliven thig 
wall of the Corridor. Here is Miss Eva L. Cows 
dery’s “ Adversity,” a mother and ohild in 
sombre clothes looking straight from the can- 
vas; Mr. Kendall's “‘Désira,” peasant women 
of Brittany in reflective attitudes, and ‘‘ Moon< 
light,” a landscape rather too biue, by Mr. F. De 
Haven. Richard Creifelds has a portrait o 
Joseph Jefferson, somewhat conventional, and 
William J. Baer a full-length portrait of a young 
lady, painted as to face and hands a trifle toe 
**preciously,” but with much tenderness as re« 
gards the fur and feathers on her dress, 

‘The God of Silence” is an ancient Mexican 
interior, with two worshippers kneeling before 
a hideous brown idol. ‘the wails are painted 
with such symbols as we find in the ancient 
manuscripts of the Mexican Indians. The 
Painter is Alfred Z. Baker of Baltimore, and he 
is to be congratulated for the success with 
which he enters the field heretofore ocoupied by 
George De Forest Brush,and yet paints thesaame 
subjects in hie own way. There is no lack of 
bold drawing and a knowledge of hisown re~ 
sources in the Maryland artist. “The God o 
Bilence” is a small affair, but it shows distinc 
originality. 

Some portraits in the Corridor are noteworthy ; 
for inetance, Samuel Isham’s seated gentleman, 
Miss Annie B. Shepley’s lady in light-blue silk, 
Mr. John J. Hammer’s determined-looking lady 
in black, seen in profile, and Mr. Otto Wollti’s 
portrait of Mme. A. K. An attractive touch in 

astels is shown by Mr. Jules Turcas in “The 

ajor,” portrait of a real boy in knickerbockers 
anda bright red tie. A good portrait is the full- 
length seated likeness of the Rev. Dr. Grier by’ 
Miss Cecilia beaux of Philadelphia. The por- 
traitofalady by Robert Koehler has been re- 
tined- and vaporized away until it has lost char- 
acter; hair and fine black veiling about the bust 
are well painted, however. ‘The Bridesmaid,’” 
by Miss Eva D.. Cowdery, haa the features 
strongly inaisted upon, but the figure as 
whole is not well knit together. Landscapes of 
note inthe Corridor are ‘*‘ Winter near Stamford, 
Conn.,” by P. E. Rudell, in which the colora 
of trees, shrubs, and thickets againssg 
snow are nicely told; “On the Housa- 
tonic,” by George H. MoOord; “ Febru« 
ary,” by OC. H. Freeman; **Caim Evening,” by 
Charles Warren Katon, and ‘Moss Gatherers’ 
Shanties, Manomet, Mass.,” by F. de Haven, 
‘“‘A Comrade” and “ Old English Stag Hounds’” 
by H. R. Poore” are good pictures of dogs; in’ 
the former a red, rough-haired dog may be @ 
sufferer, or dead, or merely sleeping; the pict- 
ure does not explain iteelf, although it has good 
work on the figures of a white-haired man, on 
the boy who has the dog’s head on his knee, and 
on the green bureau in the background. The 
stag hounds have pronounced violet notes in 
their long, pendant ears. “A Letter and a 
Rose” by G. RK. Barse, Jr.. is a Roman lady 
leaning on a marble table reading a letter. ‘he 
flesh painting lacks somewhat the look of vivid 
life; the rose is a rose of wax, and the marble 
of the table supports is wanting in hardneas. 

The North Gallery has large canvases by 
George H. Story, A. N. A., “‘ Portrait Group, 
with Landscape Background”; by William 
Morgan, A. N. A., ‘*Peek-a-boo!” a broad- 
bosomed mother with babe and child; “ The 

“Old Well,” by E. Wood Perry, N. A., and por- 
trait of gentiemen by Frank Fowler, A. N. A., 
and Eastman Johnson, N. A. A rather ambi- 
tious canvas is ‘“* The Youth of Abraham Lin- 
coln,” by Morgan Rhees. The young rallsplitter 
is in buckskin, and, having felled a tree with 
hie axe, lies ina graceiul attitude against the 
trunk and reads a book instead of cutting the 
tree into lengths. Mr. Rhees is probably the 
only man who has ever thought of Abraham 
Lincoln at any age as a good-looking fellow. 
There is more romance than homely realism 
about this figure, but it is not without merit 
Really tineis the Mexican picture by Mr. Howard 
Russell Butler, the gentleman who has done so 
much for art in New-York by pushing the inter- 
ests of the Fine Arts Society. His subject is a 
troop ef the rural police fording the Yantepeu 
River in Southern Mexico atasmalitown. He 
has preserved the relations between the horse- 
men and their surroundings very cleverly, 

ven the soushern atmosphere and also the 

exican color. This picture should have been 
on the line at the end of the gallery. Very love- 
ly in coler is Charlies Melville Dewey’s **The 
Harvest, Midlands, England,” with one broad 
streak of sunshine across the middle distance, 
bathing the harvesters in ligut Other good 
landscapes in this room are “ Winter Morn- 
ing,” by Robert Kluth; ‘The Evening Star,” 
by Robert C. Minor, and “On the Platte- 
rill,’ an Autumn wood-interior, by Walter 
L. Paimer, A. N. A., albeit a trifie stiff and 
ropy. Anevening marine with indistinot tig 
ures of seine men in aboat, the sky sweet in 
color, is Walter Clark's ‘*Evening Toil.” At a 
recent exhibition of the Woman's Art Club at- 
tention was called to the beauty of a shadowy 
interior with a tall gaunt woman, by Anne 
Lawrence Gregory. Thislady hasin “A Quiet 
Corner” another charming picture very similar, 
an old farmer's wite standing in a rude room 
with a blue cupin herhand. Mr. Albert Herter 
has a rather severe but charmingly painted 
“ Portrait of Miss V.” seated in profile with 
eyes on a book on her Jap. 

The South Gallery has another landscape by 
Mr. Homer D. Martin, with a row of trees, their 
tops blown sharply by the wind, a stretch of 
biue river, and a charming sky. There is senti- 
mentin Mr. Brevoort’s * The Night WindSwept 
the Moorland Lea.” Mr. William M. Chase con- 
tributes a beautifully painted slope running up 
to a leaden gray sky in “* Shinnecock Hills, Long 
Island.’”’ The place of honor at the west end is 
held by Mr. Shurtleff’s “ The Silent Woods,” a 
large Summer view of quiet forest with sunlight 
dappling the old leaves underfoot. Brilliant 
sunlight and buildings solidly painted are seen 
in William L. Pickwell’s “Mission Garden, 
Santa Barbara.” The strange gamutof colors 
found on the Yellowstone appears in full 
splendor in Themas Moran’s ** Grand Cajon.” 
Mr. Frank W. Benson of Boston shows 
a Spanish-looking lady in Diack with 
bright-red shawls and lamplight effect in his 
solidly-painted “Study in Black, Red, and 
Gold,” while Mr. Tarbell paintsin his robust, 
enameled style a “‘ Mother and Chiid”’ in a row- 
boat, the dress of the mother pink, and solid 
patohes of yellow sunlight on the boat.

It is «x Kaleidoscope of colors, nicely aid- 
justed, and admirably painted, not alone for 
oelor, but for composition and variety of char- 
acters. Another striking thing is a head by 
Alfred Kappes, A. N. A., called ‘“‘ Voudoo,” the 
head of a savage and wild-looking mulatto with 
tirelightenit. “* An Arrival atthe [un, Ridge- 
field, Conn., 1790,” by. Wordsworth Thompson, 
and “ Sunlight and Shadow,” a cottin in the rear 
orf a circus Van, with a woman Kneeling beside 
it, and priest and friends near by, the work of 
George B, Bridgman of Buffalo, are noteworthy 
pictures. 

In the West Gallery, “Ar Old Garden in 
France,” by William H. Hyde, and “Gray Morn- 
ing,” by C. Morgan Mellhenuey, should be ex- 
amined. The sculpture this year is 4s meagre 
as usual, the most interesting piece being a for- 
eigner’s contribution. This is the nude femals 
tigure on the atairs iu lively motion, her head 
turned to one side, her hair blowing, called 
“The Nywph Echo.”

THE CALMEST MAN IN THE ADMINISTERA~- 
TION INDBALING WITH OFFICE SEEK-~ 
ER‘—:OME OF THE VISITORS TO THE 
WHITE HOUSE YESTERDAY AND THE 
PRIZES THEY DESIRE. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—From all the visitors 
to the White House there comes one account of 
the reception of callers by the President, and 
that is an assurance that he is taking his ardu- 
ous duties very calmly, and that he is not per- 
mitting the monotonous round of appeals to him 
totry histemper. Men who have had occasion to 
call upon the heads of several of the departments 
and afterward to go back to the White House 
have declared that no member of the Adminis- 
tration is 80 easily approached or more amiable 
when reached than the President. He does not 
appear to be worried; he listens to everybody 
as if he was willing to hear the applicant out, 
and he manifests an interest in every case that 
indicates that his attention has been fixed upon 
the story of his visitor. 

This is comforting to the callers, but it must 
excite the impatience of the people of the 
country for the man who is obliged, by the cus- 
tom that oughtto be obsolete, to devote half 
the time of each day to the personal considera- 

/ tion of “ claims” that ought to be acted upon 
primarily by his Secretaries and submitted to 
him at a stage when it would not be 
mecessary for him to bear in mind ail 
the rivalries and controversies that have to be 
cleared up before a selection is made of one 
man from among perhaps a dozen candidates. 
The President is fortunately a man of great 
physical and mental endurance, or he would 
soon be worn out by the mere contact with so 
Many eager competitors for office. 

All sorts of reasons for choosing a man for an 
office are urged upon the President. To-day he 
was asked to appoint as Recorder of Deeds of 
the District of Columbia a gentleman 
Bamed Meridith Montagu of Richmond, 
who is represented as being “a society 
leader in the Old Dominion.” His friends 
@ay that he is not alone attracted by the oppor- 
tunities for appearing in “‘ good society”’ here, 
but that the position is represented to the sup- 
porters of Mr. Montagu as returning an income 
of $12,000 a year. Formerly it did, but it has 
recently been made a salary office, bringing in 
enly about one-third the reported amount. 

Virginia was at the White House in force this 
afternoon, and among the men who visited the 
President was William Ryan, a stanch Cleve- 
land man, who came to recommend the ap- 
pointment of Peyton Wise as Consul General at 
Paris. Disregarding the wild and misleading 
reports about the objection to men who have 
held office before, he asked the President to 
grant to the Richmond people the favor 
of reappointing to the position of Postmaster 


Col. Callingworth, and he also put in a word 
for Mr. Shephard, who was Secretary of the 
Democratic State Committee during the last 
campaign, and who now desired to be Collector 
of Internal Revenue. Mr. Ryan did not press 
his own apptication for the office of Coileotor of 
Internal Revenue for the other Virginia dis- 
trict. He is an active and capable man, and he 
haa good backing. 

Chairman Basil Gordon of the Democratic 
Etate Committee desires to go abroad as Minis- 
ter to either Italy, Spain, or Austria. His cause 
Was argued by Senator Daniel, who made the 
speech at Chicago nominating Hill, and by 
Senator Hunton, who were accompanied by 
ema O'Farrell and Jones of Vir- 
ginia. 

While the Engiish Minister has not been ap- 
pointed there will be hope among the appii- 
Gants for the selection of the candidate in 
whom they are most interested. Many of the 
admirers of Mr. Lambert Tree of Lilinois, who 
has asked to be sent to England, are con- 
tident that he will get that] place or Spain, and 
this in spite of the strong opposition of the Ll- 
linois delegation, which has filed a protest 
based upon the abstention from active service 
during the last campaign of Mr. Tree, and his 
reluctance to manifest hie interest in the suc- 
ceas of Cleveland by a contribution from his 
great wealth. 

All of the applicants for first-class missions 
are aware of the fact that every man who gets 
anappointment to one of those missions may 
be promoted in rank before he has been 
long abroad. This has been talked of 
among some ot the supporters of 
different candidates, and there are echoes from 
the diplomatic circle that encourage the belief 
that there may be several American Aim- 
bassadors before the year is out. Un- 
der the terms of the Diplomatic Appro- 
priation bill the President may send to a 
Ioreign country a diplomatic representative of 
rank equal to the rank of a representative sent 
here from a foreign power. Because of the fact 
that we have not sent abroad representatives 
of the hichest rank some foreign countries have 
been obliged to send men of the second rank 
here, and when it was desired to promote them 
it was necessary to send them to another coun- 
try which does maintain Ambassadors. 

Some of the legations here have learned that 
certain of the diplomatic officers here could 
secure promotion readily if the United States 
could afford them an opportunity to raise the 
rank of the Ministers now here. The only way 
in which they can secure promotion other than 
by such & concession is to go to 
some other country. Preferring the Unit 
ed States, but desiring promotion, they 
are disposed to look upon this Nation as one 
not to be sent to. With a recognition of the 
rank of Ambassador, the United States would 
cease to be shunned by diplomatic officers 
who have won the right to promotion by good 
service, and assignment te service here would 
be accepted as gladly as it would be to any other 
country. 


ALL COMPROMISE REJECTED. 


REPUBLICANS 
GANIZATION IN THE 


WASHINGTON, March 23,—Itis likely that the 
eountry will soon be treated to the epectacie of 
“the most dignified body in the worid”’ wrang- 
ling over the question whether the Democratio 
majority in that body shail be permitted to re- 
organize the force of employes. The Republic- 
an Senators in caucus this afternoon decided to 
reject the compromise offered by the Democrats 
that the present employes continue to draw pay 


until July 1, and then give way to the men to 
be selected by the majority in the present ex- 
traordinary session. 

The caucus did not consume much time, and 
the opinion prevailed that there was Lo “ prece- 
dent” tor the reorganization of the force in an 
extra session, and that opposition should be 
maade to any attempt to change the force beforo 
December. There were few Senators who did 
not hold this view, and they had little to say. 
The decision of the caucus will be reported to 
the Democrats in the next executive session. 

There seems to be little doubt that the Demo- 
crate are divided on the question whether it is 
expedient to attempt to carry out the plan of re- 
organization now. The fact that an offer to com- 
promise was made yesterday, shows that there 
is a difference of opinion on the Democratic 
side. One or two emocratic Senators, who 
fear the consequences of a dispute, take the 
ground that the Senate could il! afford to part 
with the dignity which would be sacrificed in a 
atruggle over the spoils. Because of this fact 
many of the Kepublicans are inclined to think 
that the Demoorats will refuse to go into a 
fight, if they become convinced that the minor- 
ity proposes to filibuster against a change in the 
force. 

Mr. Gorman of Maryland is opposed to a 
struggle of this kind. A southern Senator said 
this evening that he would not countenance a 
contest based on such a paltry matter as the 
distribution of a few offices. 

It is not clear to-night whether the Democrats 
will fight this matter toa finish. Itis probable 
that an effurt will be made to settle the ques- 
tion in the next executive session. Should this 
failand the Democrats refuse to receds from 
their position, there is little doubt that the mat- 
ter will be fought out in open session.

A SCHEME TO ROB THE CENTRAL. 


. 
CONDUCTORS AND TRAINMEN WILLINGLY 
LEND THEMSELVES TO IT. 


Srracose, N. Y., March 23.—A flood of blue 
envelopes has come down on a large number of 
the conductors and trainmen on the New-York 
Central Railroad system centring at Syra- 
couse, and the axe is still falling. HA. W. 
Bearce of the auditing department of 
the road, and one of its keenest detectives, has 
had a force of spotters at work traveling for 
about a month. They have made Syracuse their 
headquarters, and under the guise of free- 
spending drummers have gathered enough facts 
to warrant Mr. Bearce to make a flat-footed 
statement of the case. 

He said to Tur Times’s representative: “There 
has been a big conspiracy on foot to defraud 
the New-York Central out of alarge amount of 
money. We have found that a number of busi- 
ness men, commercial travelers, and saloon- 
keepers in Syracuse and in other cities have en- 
tered into collusion with conductors and train- 
men by which they would be allowed to ride 
over the New-York Central lines for half fare or 
less, and iv this way defraud the company. 

“ The scheme was for the passenger to pay half 
fare or less to the conductors for tickets which 
the latter were stealing from the company. We 


have the names of the conductors and train- 
men who have acted in this manner. 
We also know the name of every man 
implicated in stealing the tickets, and 
the names, addresses, and business of numer- 
ous business mep, commerolal travelers, and 
saloon keepers in Syracuse who have been en- 
gaged in this conspiracy. The Central does not 
talk out like this uniess it knows what it is 
talking about. 

‘ Another scheme was one by which the sey- 
eral saloon keepers and business men have been 
giving out their cards to conductors with differ- 
ent words and signs on them, and in this way 
arrangements were made with certain conduct- 
ore whereby they would be honored as regu- 
lar tickets on payment of. half fare 
and often less. One would think these men 
were lacking in moral sentiment and considered 
the Central Company as legitimate prey. For 
our own part, we fail to see the difference be- 
tween this kind of etealing and any other. We 
have located all these men and know all about 
them, and even have in our possession some of 
their business cards, which have been used as 
tickete over our lines.” 

Mr. Bearce eaid that the half-fare scheme 
had been worked ever since railroads had 
been in existence, but that ticket steal- 
ing is something newer. This, he _ said, 
is done by pretending to punch a 
tieket and not doing so and then stealing it. 
These tickets are sold to brokers and saloon 
keepers, who have regular customers who 
are in the deal. This has been carried on 
to such an extent, Mr. Bearce said, that 
Central officials have themselves caught dishon- 
est conductors in theact. He said that the con- 
spiracy was more widespread than had ever 
been discovered before, and that the conspira- 
tors might be confronted with something miore 
effective than a blue envelope. 





ONE FOR THE BROTHERHOOD.

A GEORGIA FEDERAL JUDGE GRANTS 
AN ORDER IN ITS FAVOR. 


Macon, Ga., March 23.—United States Dis- 
trict Jutige Emory Speer of the Southern Dis- 
trict of Georgia has given private intimatioa 
of a decision which will be the reverse of thgt 
given in Detroit. 

It was under the order of Judge Speer that 
the Central Railroad system of Georgia was put 
in the hands of a receiver, Mr. Comer being se- 


lected to fill that place. Receiver Comer ap- 
pointed George Dole Wadley General Superin- 
tendent. Wadiey was chieliy known as having 
been the son of the founder of the road, the late 
William M. Wadley. 

He at once began riding over employes ina 
high-handed manner. Several months ago the 
contract which the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers had with the Central Railroad Com- 

any expired. A committee of the brother- 
are | called on Mr. Wadley to secure a renewal 
of the contract, but he declined to receive them 
exceptas privateindividuals. Infact, he would 
not receive them at all. 

At the same time the telegraph operators de- 
manded a contract, which he likewise declined 
to entertain. Under compulsion from Judge 
Bpeer, however, Wadley did afterward sign 
with the telegraph operators. 

Now the engineers come to the front and 
Wadley continues to refuse to recognize them. 
Last night the engineers, through an attorney, 
called on Judge Speer and he at once granted 
an order commanding the receiver to appear 
before him to-morrow ani answer as to why he 
refuses to treat with the engineers. 

In thus recognizing that body the Judge is but 
carrying out his well-known views in recogniz- 
ing the existence of labor organizations. The 
contract will be signed to cover the time the 
road may be in the hands of the receiver. 

The Judge informed the committee that it 
would not be good forthem to come to the 
court unless they were prepared to ac- 
cept its decision; that one dealing 
with the court was dealing with the 
Government; that the Locomotive Broth- 
erhood was now and must ever be subor- 
dinate to the law and finding of the courts, and 
that the court’s decision would in future con- 
trol their actions after a full hearing had been 
given both sides.

MADE IN LONDON In 1586 AND FOUND 
AMONG CONFISCATED WEAPONS AT 
BALTIMORE AFTER THE WAR—A 
GERMAN GUNSMITH SOLD IT TO A 
HARTFORD COLLECTOR. 


“HARTFORD, March 23.—The oldest type of 
magazine gun in the worid is the John Cuckson, 
which was made in London during the last 
part of the sixteenth century. Tbe only arm of 
this kind in the United States now known to be 
in the possession of collectors is held here by 
the Hartford connoisseur, A. E. Brooks, and 
Can only be seen by the collector's favorites. 

A number of inventors, including Lieut. H. K. 
White of the United States Navy, have been 
afforded access to the arm, which is one of 
romantic interest. The story of its loss and re- 
covery in the City of Baltimore during the war 
is in itself a fascinating one, not to speak of the 
mystery that surrounded it for years prior to 
the attack on the Federal troops in 1861 in the 
city founded in honor of Lord Baltimore. 

This ancient gun bears the name and date, 
“John Cuckson, fecit, London, 3586.” The 
magazine was caloulated for ten shots and rest- 
ed at the left of the breech mechanism. The 
bullets were round and were ejected into place 
simultaneously with the powder. The use of a 
flint lock necessitated a device that would carry 
the powder into the pan, where it could be 
iznited by the spark from the steel. This was 
accomplished by a peculiar mechanism that car 
ried enough powder from the magazine to the- 
right of the gunstock, from which point the dis- 
tribution supplying the basin took place. 

The magazine was operated by a lever on the 
loft side of the stock, which moved in a semicir- 
cle at right angles with the magazine itself. The 
motion threw the left hand out and away from 
the gun until the guadrant was completed, when 
the hand in operation was drawn back to the 
butt or stock. 

It is an interesting fact that the ball adjoined 
the powder when loaded, the paper wadding 
that was regarded as indispensable in the 


cartridge that was used for 100 years before 
the war being conspicuous by its absence. The 
cartridge of the present date is identical in 
principle, with the exception that it is elongat- 
ed and attached to the shell containing the 
powder. 

The sight, which is perhaps six inches from 
the muzzle, is a cresceutin form. The muzzle 
shows a plain bore haif an inch in diameter. 
The stock, which is nnely poomece’. shows 
rare and curious carvings. The heads of the 
acrews even are embellished with figures of 
dragons and wild animals. 

The cost of this old arm must have been 
great, as every particle of work counected with 
it must have been executed by hand. The gun 
was so expensive in design and workmanship 
that it could have been owned at first only by 
the rich and powerful laud owner or military 
leader of the time of its manufacture. It is a 
plausible theory, at least, that it was brought to 
America by one of the wealthy colonists under 
Lord Baltimore. While there are no exact data 
at hand at prseene sustaining this notion as 
fully as could be desired, there is unmistakable 
reason for adhering to it as the only tenable 
one. 

The history of the gun during the last thirty 
years is not destitute of exciting features. Aft- 
er the attack on the Union forces that were 
marched through Baltimore in April, 1861, the 
city was ordered to be searched by the Goverpn- 
ment forces,and arms of every nature were 
contiscated by the Provost Guard. These arms 
were rendezvoused at a centra)l point, where 
they were kept under guard for four yeara. At 
the conclusion of hostilities, the residents of 
Baltimore, from whom the arms in question had 
been taken in 1861, were allowed to recover 
them. ‘They were rusty, and the selections 
were generally of small value. 

Strange as it may seem, the old magazine gun 
of the sixteenth century was 80 unprepossess- 
ing in the rust and detilement of ite long servi- 
tude that no one cared for it enough to take it 
home. In the end it was actually throwa away 
and left to be curried off by a ragpicker as old 
junk. It was purchased from the ragpicker for 
half a dollar and taken to an old German gun- 
emith in the city, to be transformed, if possible, 
from the flintlock to a modern piece. Weeks 
afterward the German gunmaker decided that 
the job could not be done and that the old gun 
should have no better fate than the junk heap. 
A second trade was ellected, and the repairer 
of old muskets became bimself the owner, puy- 
ing $1.50 ior the privilege. 

It occurred to him one day, after assuming the 
proprietorship, that he would attempt to disas- 
semble the gun. The process was slow and in- 
tricate. The more the man worked, the more he 
became absorbed with interest and delight. 
Eleven days were actually spentin the process, 
The rust was removed aud the barrel polished 
to the old surface. For the first time the gun- 
maker, as he deciphered tbe inscription, bexan 
to understand the treasure that bh come into 
his hands. It was found to bea veritable Cuck- 
son, with possibly not a duplicate on this side 
of the Atlantic. So faras known, there is not 
one in the United States. 

Mr. Brooks was in negotiations with the Ba)l- 
timore owner for three years at least, trying to 
buy the arm. It was not until within a few 
months that terms could be made. A personal 
visit from the collector to the old German 
gupsmith was the oniy way that led to success 
in the negotiations. A large check was made 
payable to the Baltimore discoverer before his 
consent was obtained to the removal of the an- 
cient weapon to Connecticut. 

Thearmy men and inventora who bave seen 
the gun have gone into ecstasies over it, consid- 
ering it ove of the most interesting mechanisms 
known of in gun manufacture.

STATE GEOLOGIST SPENCER’S 

FOR HIS DISMISSAL. 


REASON 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 23.—State Geologist J. 
W. Spencer, who was dismissed from office to- 
day by Gov. Northen, has written a letter claim- 
ing that this action has been brought about by 
his refusal to be led into the same trap which 
had ensnared his chief assistant, Mr. Whatley. 
He says: 

‘Mr. Whatley reported that he had discovered 
three diamondsin Hall County. Mr. Whatley 
showed me only one of those diamonds after my 
request upon the wide publication of 
his supposed discovery. Later on, the 
diamonds were submitted to me through 
the board. As soon as I saw the 
stones. I was aware of their insignificant val- 
ue, but under the circumstances I forwarded 
them without criticism to G. F. Kuntzo,Mr. Tif- 
fany’s diamond expert, for examination, and 
he replied that one diamond in the rock had 
evidently been put there, which did not fit 
closely along the rook, and it was a worn speci- 
men. 

“He was of the opinion that the diamonds 
came from South Africa. Most of the southern 
diamonds are clear, but these were of the Bort 
variety, and their respective values were 75 
cents, $1.25, and $2.50. 

“ This information confirmed my own opinion 
as to the value of this so-called find, and made 
it apparent that Mr. Whatley, although filling 
the position of Assistunt State Geologist, had 
been made the victim of parties desiring to 
aoe property by salting diamonds for him to 
fin ”

KILLED HIS WIFE BY ACCIDENT.

THEN FRIGHT CAUSED BARBANO AND 

HIS GUESTS TO RUN AWAY. 


Luigi Barbano shot and killed his young wife, 
Rita, while they were at supper in their apart- 
ments, 89 Lewis Street, last evening. The 
shooting was uniptentional. 

Barbano, who is twenty-six years 01d, is a por 
ter in the employ of Ginna & Co., manufact- 
urers of milk cans, at Beach and Greenwich 
Btreets. He bears a good reputation. His wife 
was twenty-three years old, The couple had 


only been married one month. Francisco Bar-

Shortly after 7 o’clock last evening Mra. Lud- 
wig, the janitress, told Patrolman Edwara 
Monaban that she had heard a pistol shot in the 
rooms occupied by the Barbanos and that five 
men had run down stairs. The officer found 
Mrs. Barbano lying on the floor. There was no 
one else in the rooms. She soon died. 

Capt. Eakins and Detective Bhalvey began an 
investigation. There was no sign of any strug- 

le or disorder in the rooms. The table was 

aid and on it were five plates. The weapon 
with which the woman had been shot had -— 
peared. No explapation was obtained until the 
arrival of Nicolo Savenio, a brother-in-law of 
the dead woman, accompanied by his wife and 
her mother. 

Savenio said that Luigi Barbano, his brother 
Francisco, Michael Seccia of 196 Mott Stree 
the godfather of Mra. Barbano, and himsel 
were seated at the meee table. Francisco pro- 
duced arevolver which he said he had juat pur- 
chased. Luigi Barbano took from 4 bureau 
drawer a British bulidog revolver and the re- 
volvers were passed from hand to hand for com- 
parison. Luigi returned his revolver to the 
drawer and sat down. 

His wife was at the opposite end of the table 
with a pot of mpoaners ulling the plates. Luigi 
— up his brother’s revolver and said he 

jked it better than his own. He had the re- 
volverin his hand scaroely a minute when it 
was discharged. The buliet entered the top of 
Mrs. Barbapo’s head as she leaned over the 
table, and she fell to the floor. The busband 
threw up his bands and screamed. 

“My God, I’ve shot my wife! ”’ 

He fied from the house. His brother and 
Seccia also ran away and Savenio only lingered 
long enough to place the body of the dying 
woman in 8 more comfortable position. 

The body of the woman was taken to the 
Morgue. Savenio was locked up, and the police 
are searching for Barbano and his brother and 
Seccia. 





CURES FOR INEBRIETY, 


ee 
STATE CONTROL OF ALL SPECIFIC IN- 
STITUTIONS RECOMMENDED. 


A special meeting of the American Associa- 
tion for the Study and Cure of Inebriety was 
held last evening at the New-York Academy of 
Medicine, 19 West Forty-third Street. Dr. Day 
of Boston, President of the association, occu- 
pied the chair, with Dr. Crothers of Hartford as 
Secretary. 

The Chairman said that the meeting had been 
especially called for the purpose of discussing 
“specific remedies for the treatment and cure 
of alcoholic and opium inebriety.” 


There appeared to be an impression, more or 
less widely circulated, said Dr. Day, that the 
association had approved of certain insetitu- 
tions which had of late sprung up in various 
sections of the country and which had been re- 
ported as of great value in the treatment of in- 
ebriety. 

Similar associations in Europe had repudiated 
these *‘ specitic remedies,” rome it was now high 
time that the association on this side of the 
water should take like action, or at least dis- 
cuss and dispose of the question in some way. 

The doctor then proceeded to speak of the 
effect of the imagination on the health, which, 
temporarily, often assisted in certain oases. 
This was well enough if the after effeota, or re- 
action, Were pot mischievous. The disease was 
not cured by any manner of means, and was 
sure to return with all the more baleful effect 
on account of the excitement under which the 
s0-called cures were made. 

Dr. Crothers read a paper on the subject, in 
which he alluded to the great Father Math- 
ew’s temperance revival in Ireland in 1821. 
During that remarkable period between 5,000,- 
000 and 6,000,000 people, more than one-half 
ofthe population of Ireland, were induced to 
sign the pledge under the excitement of the oc- 
casion. But within ten yeare afterward there 
wae wore drinking and drunkenness in that 
country than ever before. The Father Mathew 
movement was not the cure of a disease, but 
merely a period of excitement, the reaction 
from which was harmful in the extreme. 

An incident of the same character had taken 
place, Dr. Crothers said, in this country some 
years later, when the Washington movement 
spread over all sections like wildtire, with the’ 
same demoralizing reactionary effect. 

Dre. Mann and Mason of Brooklyn spoke 
briefiy, the Jatter instancing Gen. Pleasonton's 
bine-glass delusion, which had euch a. wide- 
spread circulation ameng people, with its sub- 
sequent explosion asa humbug. ie said that 
inebriety was a disease like any other malady, 
approaching nearer to insanity than any other, 
and he woved the passage of a resolution by the 
society to the effect that the Legislature of New- 
York be asked to place all institutions which 
professed to be able to cure inebriety by so- 
called “specific remedies ” under the inspection 
and control of Board of Commissioners of the 
State, exactly asin the case of asylume for tbe 
treatment of the insane. 

This resolution was unanimously adopted. 


CANADA’S INLAND WATERWAY. 


—_——>—_—. 
A MOVEMENT IN PARLIAMENT TO DO 
AWAY WITH COMMON CANAL RIGHTS, 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 23.—In the Canadian 
Parliament Monday Col. Tisdale, M, P., intro- 
duced the following resolution: 

“Thatin view of the early completion of the canal 
around the St. Mary Rapids upon the Canadian 
shore, and of the eclargement ani increased depth 
of our canal system tothe Atiantic éeabvoard, and 
also ofthe increasing volume o( traffic tending in 
that direction, it is desirabie that Canada shoald 
have a complete and interrupted waterway from the 
head of Lake Superior to the Atlantio Ocean 
through her own territory, and that in furtherance 
of such ovject the Minister of Kailways and Canals 
should with allreasonabie dispatch proceed to have 
made explorations and surveys to ascertain the most 
direct and feasible manner of connecting Lake St. 
Clair, on the River St. Clair, by canal with Laxe Erie 
through Canadian territory, and report the same, 
with an approximate estimate of the cost thereof, to 
Parliament.”’ 

Speaking to his motion he reviewed the 
course of diplomatic action’ adopted by the 
United States since the war of 13812, and de- 
clared that it was one long series of concessions 
on the part of Canada. The United States had 
at all times acted in a most unneighborly man- 
ner. Every treaty negotiation showed some 
new and unheard of contention on the part of 
the American Administration. Treaties were 
abrogated and broken almost a8 soon as signed, 
and no sppermeaty was lost of taking a mean 
and unfair advantage of Canada. 

All this feeling of antagonism had its origin 
in the baseless charge that Canada had shown 
sympathy with the Southern Confederacy in 
the civil war in 1864. This charge was amply 
refuted by all acknowledged authorities, He 
knew the — of the American og were 
favorably disposed toward Canada, but this 
anti-Canadian and anti-British feeling was 
kept alive by politicians for party purposes. 
The construction of this canal through the St. 
Clair Peninsula would prevent the United 
States striking a deadly blow at Canadian com- 
merce by abrogating the provisions of the 
treaty granting Canada the free use of the Bt. 
Clair Flats Canal. 

The resolution was prevented from coming to 
a v@te by the Government requesting the 
mover to allow it to stand.

HIGHER OFFICERS WHO MAY BE 
MOVED ABOUT BY THE NEW AD- 
MINISTRATION — REAR ADMIRAL 
GHERARDI’S RETIREMENT FROM 
ACTIVE SERVICE, 


The advent of the new administration of the 
Navy Department will be followed shortly, it is 
expected in naval circles, by a series of impor- 
tant changes among higher officers. Under an 
existing order Rear Admiral Bancroft Gherard!l 
will retire from sea duty on the conclusion of 
the Columbian naval review ceremonies, but in- 
asmuch as Admiral Gherardi within the past 
few days has expressed his desire to continue 
in the command of the North Atlantic squadron 
until the date of his retirement for age, it is 
generally believed that his wieh will be granted. 

Admiral Gherardi will retire from active serv- 
ice in the Fall of 1894. His naval record, which 
extends over a period of forty years, is largely 
made up of sea duty. The Admiral prefers 
service afloat to duty on shore. 

The retention of Admiral Gherardi in com- 
mand of the North Atlantic squadron will re- 
sult, if precedents are followed, in the assign- 
ment of Rear Admiral A. E K. Benham to the 
command of the proposed European squadron 
The friends of Commodore Meade believe that 
if Admiral Benham is sent to European waters 
the latter officer will be selected for the com- 
mand of the South Atlantic fleet. 

Consideraple speculation is heard over the 
probable commander of the proposed new South 
Pacifie squadron, but among the names promi- 
nently mentioned is that of the present Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation. This officer is Com- 
medore F. M. Ramsay. Commodore Ramsay, it 


seem to think that, in view of recent complica- 
tions with Chile, a flag officer of his conserva- 
tive nature is especially adapted to South 
Pacific work. 

Commedore J. 8. Skerrett may be considered 
& permanent fixture on the North Pacific sta 
tion so long as he remains in active service. 
The same statement applies to Commodore John 
Irwin, lately assigned to the Asiatic station. 

Acting Rear Admiral John G. Walker has in- 
timated to his friends that he will. not refuse 
the office of Chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
if it is offered to him. His desire to obtain the 
command of the Boston Navy Yard is not given 
much weightin naval circles. The Bureau of 
Navigation, however, is looked upon by the 
friends of Commander R. D. Evans, the recent 


Captain of the Yorktown, as a very possible 
post for that officer, Commander Evans is at 
present assigned to duty as Secretary of the 
ighthouse Board. 
The friends of Capt. Wingfield 8. Schley hope 


“that he will be assigned to the controlof the 


Bureau of Equipment and Recruiting. The 
friends of Medical Director Gorgas are men- 
tioning the name of that ofticer for Surgeon 
General. The present Surgeon General retires 
in the course of a few weeks. 

The Burean of Steam Engineering will remain 
in the hands of Commodore George W. Melville, 
who was repominated for a second period of 
four years’ contro!) last year. Commodore Mel- 
ville stands high in the estimation of his supe- 
riors. His outepoken wannor and earnestness 
of purpose have won bim many friends, partioc- 
ularly among @ large class of citizens in touch 
with Administration officials. 

Commodore N. H. Farquhar of the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks may be succeeded, it is said, 
by Capt, John W. Philip. The friends of Capt. 
Philip believe that be would accept this bureau 
assignment even at the sacrifice of giving up 
the command of the cruiser New-York. 

The bureau duty of the present Paymaster 
General will expire in 1894. Itis deemed in 
naval circles not unlikely that the present in- 
cumbent will relinquish tife control of the 
Bureau of Provisions and Clothing at the end of 
his four years. 

There is not @ little speculation concerning 
the Bureau of Ordnance, and that, too, despite 
the recent confirmation of Commodore Samp- 
eon. Itissaid by naval officers that the last 
bureau chief resigned prior to March 4 in order 
to assure Commodore sampson’s appointment. 
There seems to be some doubt in naval circles 
over the assertion that Commodore Bampson 
would have been nominated by the present Ad- 
ministration, and though precedent affords no 
instance of a bureau chief being removed on 
political grounds, friende of several prominent 
officers are repo~ted as being prepared to pre- 
sent their claims in the hope of effecting a 
change. 

The Bureau of Construction will soon lose 
Commodore Wilson as its head, itis thought, 
owing to this officer’s ~~ troubles. Al- 
though Naval Constructor Hichborn Is generally 
regarded as his successor, the friendsof Naval 
Constructor Francis T. Bowles are confidently 
mentioning the name of the latter officer. 

Outeide of the bureau positions to be filled, it 
is pretty well assured that Pay Director Fulton, 
the late Paymaster General of the navy, will 
relieve Pay Director Washington as General In- 
spector of the Pay Corps.

—Four paintings ou lunette-shaped spaces, 
visible under the arches at the southwest and 
southeast corners of the Arte and Manufactures 
in the World’s Fair, have been finished. Two are 
by Gari Melchers and two by Walter McEwen. 
Melchers, it will be remembered, had for sub- 
jects the arts of peace and war. In the arts of 
peace is a statue of Pallas Athen¢, with groups 
of students and philosophers scattered over 
thejsteps in front of the goddess. Some are 
seated, others standing, while a procession 
of the peaceful ones approaches. In the arts 
of war the centre is a chieftain on a white 


, horse, with warriors and huntsmen about him, 


the whole moving if a procession. McEwen 
also pays homage to Pallas Athené. In both’ 
lunettes a procession is moving from a statue 
of Eaterpe onward into the second panel to a 
statue of the goddess of the arta feminine. Mr. 
McEweun’s themes are Music and Textiles; hence 
the two statues. In general, the figures of the 
procession bearing and using musical instru- 
ments are confined to one lunette, those bear- 
ing jars, spinning, weaving, and shearing sheep 
are contined to the other. Lunettes of the same 
sort at the northeast corner are to be decorated 
by L. C. Earle and those at the northwest cor- 
ner by F. D. Millet. 


—The Society of Antiquaries, London, has 
quarters with the Royal Academy in Burlington 
House, Just now the soolety has avery inter- 
eating show of Roman relics from the site of 
Bilchester, between Reading and Basingstoke. 
Here a Roman wall 15 feet high had been built 
around asettlement originally British, and ite 
four gates were plainly to be seen, together 
with the course of its streeta.

CHIEF ARTHURS STATEMENT.

WHAT HE SAYS OF THE TROUBLE WITH 
THE ANN ARBOR ROAD. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 23.—Chief Arthur of 
the brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers has 
deemed it advisable to set before the public in 
an official communication the position which 
the Brotherhood occupies in the Toledo strike. 
Mr. Artbur’s statement is as follows: 


After reading the various comments and criticisms 
in the different papers on the Toledo, Ann Arborand 
North Michigan strike and Judge Ricke's decision, I 
feel compelled to state my side of the story, 

In the first place, I find it very hard to make the 
public understand that Ido not order any stoppage 
of work, and could not if I wanted to. The men 
themselves vote upon it, and if a majority decides 
to stop work, of course it is done. In all cases 
where the engineers and firemen have a contract 
with railroad companies we have no trouble and find 
it much the best way to do. The real trouble has 
been on the small roads, especiaily that they take 
advantage of the men in making them work for less 
wages and giving no pay for overtime. 

In the last oase every honorable effort was made to 
adjuy the difficulty, but without success, and here 
it is Said that the men stopped work without giving 
notice, which is not true,as I myself addressed a 
letter to General Manager Ashley of the Toledo and 
Ann Arbor Road, informing him that his engineers 
and firemen had determined to ieave his service at 6 
A. M. Wednesday, March 8, thas giving him ample 
time to decide whether he would grant the reasona- 
ble uestes of the men or nol. 

iW. Ashley, the General Manager, when I in- 
formed him that I would appeal to his father, the 
President, remarked very abruptly: “He is an old 
man and does not know whether I am paying 2 cents 
a mile or $2, and must not be disturbed.” 

If there had been @ head to the Ann Arbor Road 
that believed in living and letting live, we would nut 
have had trouble; but so long as this grinding 
process is carried out by the railroads, just 
so long will there be trouble with the ovm- 
panies.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


New-York, Thureday, March 23—P. M. 

The stock market opened tame and prices 
Were generally lower. Sugar was the weak 
spot, the price declining to 101% from 103%, 
The drop was attributed to the selling by in- 
siders of stook which they picked up last 
week between 92 and94. There wasa recov- 
ery from the lowest price, but the net loss 
was 1% points. Whisky was more active than 
om recent days, and developed considerable 
strength. Lard also commanded more atten- 
tion and was strong, closing at a gain of a 
point, The other industrials were not promi- 
nent, but they were firm. 

Manhattan was © strong feature. It 
opened at 165, advanced to 1701s, and closed 
at 16819, anet gain of 3 points. There is not 
muoh of the stock in the Street, and it is con- 
sequently easy to manipulate it. The excuse 
given for to-day’s advance was that the New- 
York Central intended throwing considerable 
local business over the company’s line from 
One Hundred and Fifty-fifth Street by using 
the Northern’s tracks, it being explained that 
by so doing the time from Sing Sing could be 
reduced fifteen minutes. Stories that the com- 
pany is about to get what it wants from the 
Rapid-Transit Commission on .unexpectedly 
favorable terms were also current. 

Lackawanna was actively dealt in and ad- 
vanced to 143%, put closed at 142%, a net gain 
of 1% points. There has been an important 
short interest in the stock which has been try- 
ing to cover for some time. The remnant of it 
did so to-day, and the operation resulted in the 
advance. There were no new developments 
concerning Reading and New-England, although 
there was plenty of talk about both. The in- 
terest in Reading centres in the question of the 
standing of the coming receivers’ certificates. 
Itis contended that they will rank aftgg the 
general mortgage bonds, and if that viewis 
sustained, it is intimated that the June interest 
on the bonds willmot be paid. New-England’s 
floating debt seems to be growing in size, and 
the ability of Mr. MoLeod to take care of it is 
questioned.

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PHILLIPS CHURCH MUCH OPPOSED TO 
ONE—OTHER CASES. 


The members of Phillips Presbyterian Church, 
at Madison Avenue and Seventy-third Street, 
are exercised over the erection of astable on a 
lot adjoining the property by John T. Williams 
of 871 Madison Auenue. The stable number is 


921. 
The late James Lenox made a gift to Phillips 


Church of its Jand and paid for the church 
puilding. He did not give the adjoining lot to 
the church, but offered to sellit at a very low 
price. The Trustees of the church decided that 
they had no use for it. Very much to their dis- 
gust, they learned recently that Mr. Williams 
had bought it and that he intended to build a 
stable upon it, which would be a three-story 


affair and contain, in addition to stall and carri- 
age room, a laundry, a billiard room, and otber 
rooms. 

The Trustees appointed a committee to call 
upon Mr. Williams and see if anything could be 
done to change his mind with regard to the 
structure. Mr. Williams had already decided 
what he would do with the property, and was 
not to be moved by the appeals of the commit- 
tee. He said he had bought the lot without re- 
strictions as to its use, and that so long as he 
complied with the rules of the Building Depart- 
ment and of the Bourd of Health he saw no 
reason why any one ehould interfere. The com- 
mittee paid several visits to him, hoping that 
he might be induced to keep the front line of 
his building well within the building line, and 
not out to the limit of that line, as his plans 
seemed to indicate he would do. In this mis- 
sion also the commitiee was unsuccessful. 

There isno doubt that Mr. Williams bought 
the property because he thought it would bea 

ood place for a stable for his own tse. No one 
as intimated that he thought he might sell the 

roperty at an advance when the neighbors 
cnew that a stable was to be placed there, 
Everr one with whom be has talked has come 
away perfeetiy satisfied that he is not building 
astable there to annoy any one specially, but 
that he thinks it will be a convenient place for 
himself, and has not been inspired by any other 
motive. At the same time, the people who live 
in that vieinity are much put out about it. 

The property at the southweet corner of Mad- 
ison Avenue and Bixty-fifth Street was bought 
about two weeks ago by John Jacob Astor. It 
is said that he intends to place his private 
stable there. This property adjoins a syna- 
gogue, and it is in a neignborhood where people 
feel that their private rights ought to be re- 
spected. In this case, also, there is no doubt 
that the stable property was bought merely for 
the convenience of the owner and not with any 
ulterior motive. 

On the other hand, persons who do not pre- 
tend to be anything more than speculators have 
found this means effective tor getting money 
out of real estate. A firm of builders has re- 
cently bought ten lots on the east side of Park 
Avenue, between Seventy-fourth and Seventy- 
fifth Streets, upon which, it is announced, 
private stables will be built. The neighborhood 
there is eccupied by persons who think they are 
paying rent enough to be free from nuisances 
of this character, and it is almost certain that 
rents and property values will depreciate there 
if the stables shall be built. Not very long ago 
several iots were boughtin a biock on Amster- 
dam <Avenue, between Seveuty-sixth and 
Seventy-seventh Streets, on whioh also, it ig 
announced, private stables are to be placed. 

Both the Park Avenue and Amsterdam Ave- 
nue neighborhoods, which have been occupied 
heretofore by private houses, are much dis- 
turbed over the stable plane, and discussion is 
active in both neighborhoods asto the course 
that owners of property should pursue, . 

There has been talkof action through the 
courts, by which the persons behind these plans 
might be indicted for trying to infilet the neigh- 
borboods with a nuisance. The experiences of 
those who have had to Go with ventures of this 
kind have not been such, however, as to encour- 
age efforts through the courts. Compliance with 
the rules of the Board of Health and of the Bulld- 
ing Department relieve all ventures of this 
kind of the charge of being legally a nuisance, 
and in other neighborhoods where similar vent- 
ures have been projected, those who objected 
have usually found no redress possible except 
by buying property at a profit and then taking 
their chances of disposing of it under suitable 
restrictions. 

Quite a number of the choice residence blocks 
in the upper west side of the city have been 
saved from stables and tenement houses by 
combinations of property owners who yioeldea 
to the demands of owners for exorbitant prices 
forthe property in order to save themselves 
from undesirable neighbors.

MEDICAL MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
— @——_—_—__ 
ITS WORK EXPLAINED AT ITS TWELFTH 


MEETING. 


ANNUAL 

The twelfth annual meeting of the Interna- 
tonal Medical Missionary Society was held in 
the Marble Collegiate Chureh, Fifth Avenue 
and Twenty-ninth Street, last evening. Dr. 
Stephen Smith, President of the society, said 
the object of the society isto qualify young men 
who wish to go into missionary work by assiat- 
ing them to secure @ thorough medical training. 
It secures them rooms and board at nominal 
rates, contributes a portion of the fees at the 
medical schools, and gives them practice as 


medical students and also as Christian Mis- 
sionaries in its eight dispensaries. 

In these, since the society was founded, twelve 
years «go, 150,000 patients have been treated 
and 25,000 persons were treated at their homes, 
This work has cost the society about $10,000 
each year, and this money has come entirely 
from voluntary contributions. An average of 
fifty medical missionary students hive been 
accepted each year, and of the graduates more 
than seventy have been assigned to posts of 
duty by mission boards. The fifty students ac- 
cepted yearly are not one-quarter of those who 
wish a medical missionary training, and what 
the society hopes for is a fund which will en- 
able it to have a building and a regularly- 
endowed and efficient medical school of its own. 

The Rev. Alfred E. Myers made an address of 
welcome on behalf of the church, and Dr. Greer, 
Dr. John G. Kerr, Dr. R. H. Nassau, and others 
mace ebort addresses.

WRITES TO MAYOR GILROY.

The City Improvement Society has given 
much conrideration to the question of rendering 
places of public resort more secure against fire. 
Yesterday the club sent to Mayor Gilroy the 


following letter upon the subject: 

**We have the honor to inform you that we have re- 
ceived numerous complaints in regard to the condi- 
tion, dangerous to human life in case of fire or panio, 
of several of our theatres, hotels, and other places 
of public resort. 

“A committees of this society has communicated 
with Mr. Brady, Superintendent of Buildings, on 
the subject, and he conceded that in the case of sev- 
eral of the buildings to which his atiention was 
called the breaking out of fire and consequent panic 
might result in the loss of life. The Superintendent 
further stated that he thought something shoul be 
done to render these places more secure against 
suchjdisaster, but that ander the present laws he was 
powerless in the matter. 

** inasmuch as you ex pressed to us, in an interview 
which our committee had with jyou upon this eub- 

ecton the 17th ult., your desire that all buildings 

@ made safe against panic and fire, aud asthe Su- 
perintendent of Buildings has given* expression to 
the same sentiment, we respectfully ask yen to ob- 
tain from hima statementas to what modification 
of the law would be required to enable him to order 
all theatres, hotels, school buildings, &e., to be ren- 
dered sale,and to have such proposed legislation 
prepared by the Corporation Counsel and duly pre- 
sented at Albany.”

PYORK GOING ON DAY AND NIGHT 
AT SPARROW’'S POINT. 


ONLY THE LIGHTER ARTICLES TOUCHED 
80 FAR—THE BIG GUNS MOT YBT 
APPROACHED—INSTANCES OF AMER- 
ICAN AND IRISH ENTERPRISE IN 
CONNECTION WITH PEACEMAKER. 


BALTIMORE, March 23.—A penetrating mist, 
which was half drizzle, crept down over Spar- 
row’s Point this morning and made life about the 
pier at which the Lonquiel is lying damp, chilly, 
and uncomfertable. The big shears which are 
to assist in hoisting out of the steamer’s hold 
‘the great guns and armor plates of the Krupp 
‘World’s Fair exhibit stood against a dull back- 
ground in which 1t was hard to tell where fog 
ended and cloud began. Water, mist, and sky 
‘were very much of a hue this morning in the 
regions of Sparrow's Point. 

Along the pier the little hoisting engines gave 
up all the lustre they ever possessed for a dull 
blackness, while aboard the steamer the same 
monotony of color prevailed. Hawsers looked 
as damp asif they had passed the night in the 
river, drops of water rolled down the rigging 
and puddles tried to collect on the iron deck. 
Through the open hatchways the cargo couid 
be seen taking on an appearance almost as 
grimy as one of Mr. Brennan’s streeta. 

From early in the morning, however, the work 
ofunloading the vessel went on. The shears 
‘were pushed out until their tackle hung above 


"the steamer’s deck, the craft having been shift- 


ed a trifie from her old berth te enable the ma- 
chine to get at the third hatch aft the house 
amidships. The enormously heavy tackle used 
yesterday in raising the 130-ton test load of 
steel rails was hauled out of the way, and de- 
pendence was put upon asmaller block with a 
single wheel, which, nevertheless, was able to 
handle weights of several tons. 

One of the first things to be raised from the 
hold was a circular steel plate @early 10 feet in 
diameter and 149 inches thick. Its size made it 
hard to deal with, but clutches were fixed to its 
rim, and the tacke of the shears had it above 
the deck inno time. Then an engine on the 
wharf began puffing, and a stout hawser 
dragged the plate over to the freight car which 
‘will carry it to Chicago. 

Most of the other articles in the same part of 
fhe hold were packed in cases, which were 
raised easily, and by 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
Your cars had been loaded, and the lower lay- 


ere of the cargo were exposed to view, showing 
more cases of greater size. None of the upper 
pieces had exceeded four tons in weight. 

The Maryland Steel Company has a supply of 
arclighte on the pier, and the work of unloading 
the Lonquiel will be carried on night and day. 
At is estimated that forty cars will be needed to 
take the exhibit to Chicago. Capt. Williamson, 
the vessel’s skipper, is anxious to have the 
cannon removed as s00n as possible, for he will 
Dave to take up partof his deck to make room 
Zor the big fellow on ite upward trip, but the 
ateel company favors the plan of getting rid of 
the lighter erticles first, which,if earried out, 
means thatthe gun will remain in the hold for 
the rest of the week at least. 

The special car on which the monster is to 
make its shore journey is still in a remote cor- 
merof the yard. The sixty-three-ton gun also 
has # special car, in construction resembling 
somewhat that built for the 124-tonner, which 
has been described in THrt New-YorK TIMEs, 
but which is considerably less massive, requir- 
lng fewer wheels, and being slightly simpler in 
fesign. The four other guns will be transported 
pn well-braced flat oars, fitted with blocks to 
hold them in place and prevent them from 
beipg injured on the run to the World’s Fair 
grounds. 

For the last day or two the Peacemaker has 
beeu rather neglected by the few sightseers 
who gain entrance to the steel company’s yards. 
None of the freight above it has been removed, 
and a section of the breech is still all of the 
‘weapon that is visible. Besides, the hoisting 
tests with the shears have been the matters of 
ail-absorbing interest. 

He who clambers down into the depths of the 
main hold, however, will discover that the plac- 
ing of icecriptions on the gun has already be- 
gun, Chalked on one side are these words: 
“John T. Barolay, pilot, the first American 
citizen to stand on the Krupp gun in the United 
tates.” On the other side appears: * James T. 
Mulligan, the firat Irishman in the world to 
stand ob the German gun.’’ There are, too, 
pOme shipping directions written in German, 
but if the general public had been allowed to 
get into the hold there would no doubt have 
been a superabuudant richness of inscriptions. 
As it is, Germany, Ireland, and America have 
the steel biackboard to themselves. 

The photographers, professional and ama- 


teur, have been working hard to get pictures of- 


the machinery at the Point in operation. One 
of the members of the guild, who was acting for 
a well-known scientific publication, innocently 
enough contrived to give Capt Williamson a 
curious notion of his mission. The gallant 
skipper understood the visitor to introduce him- 
self as “The Scientific American,” and was 
naturally impressed with the honor done his 
phip and cargo. 

** Well,” said he, looking down the hatchway 
at the huge cases in the hold, “it’s a bigjob. I 
‘wish you'd brought along five more of you, and 
then you might have found some quicker way 
to get this stuff ashore.”

His 
amendment read that the Board of Supervisors 
of any county might submit to the people, ata 
general election, the question of the mode of 
a@ssesement provided for in the bill, and to that 
end it should be the duty of the board, at least 
thirty days prior to the election, to file with the 
public officer charged with theduty of printing 
the ballote a request that separate ballots be 
supplied to the people and separate ballot boxes. 
If the proposition should receive the assent of a 
majority of the voters, the board shonld direct 
that all taxes in the counties, other than those 
to be collected for State or city purposés, be 
levied exclusively upon the assessed value of 
personal property alone, or upon the assessed 
value of real estate alone. 

The second amendment reads: 

“Tf all personal property is exempted from tax- 
een in any county or city under the provisions of 

ie act, the State B of Equalization, fur the 

urpose of apportioning the State tax between the 

itferent counties, shalleach year add te the equalized 
vaiue of the real property im such county the value 
of the personal property in such county as returned 
to the office of the Controller, unless the amount re- 
turned be less than the amount Jast returned before 
the passage of this act, in which case the value of 
the personal pro yin such county as last so re 
ie before the passage of this act slall be so

LAKE SHORE MEN SAY THEY KNEW 
NOTHING OF THE COURT’S ORDER. 


To.Epo, Ohio, March 23.—The Ann Arbor 
trouble has resolved itself into purely a Lake 
Bhore matter, at least so far as the officials are 
eoncerned, for none of the Ann Arbor officers 
have appeared in court. 

This morning the Lake Shore engineers in- 
volved in the case were on the stand as wit- 
nesses for the defense. It was the Intention of 
their attorneys to show that when they refused 
to handle Ann Arbor cars they were not Lake 
Bhore employes, having previously resigned. 

They all testify to the same thing-—that they 
knew nothing of the court’s order and were not 
aware that there were any Ann Arbor cars in 
the train they were asked to haul. This is one 
point on which their attorneys will base their 
argument. The Lake Shore attorneys are try- 
ing to make the men tell why they quit work. 
The men show remarkable ability as non-com- 
Tolttal witnesses. 

Engineer James Lennon was the first witness 
this morning. He told nothing that he did not 
want to, as the following dialogue will show: 

“After you left your train and quit, as you 
say, did not some one in authority ask you to 
take ont 134 later!”

THE MONONGAHELA’S MISHAPS. 


CaPT. LYON NOT THOUGHT RESPONSI- 
EBLE FOR LO38 OF AN APPRENTICE. 


WASHINGTON, Mareh 23.—The United States 
training ship Monongahela is on her way home 
from a long cruise, and is in the West Indies. 
Before her arrival comes a story, told with 
some positiveness, that upon the arrival of the 
ship the commander ig to be put on trial for 
having nearly lost his ship off Lisbon and for 
having permitted one of the apprentice boys to 
be lost overboard without making an effort to 
save his life. 

Inquiry at the Navy Department elicits in- 
formation not entirely supporting this story. 
The Monongahela did not meet with any acci- 
dent imperiling the life of the ship when off 


Lisbon. Upon reaching that port im heavy 
weather the Monongahela was unable to secure 
@ pilot, and the Oaptain was obliged to run off 
and on in a heavy sea until the next day, when 
he took the ship in without a pilot. 

The Monongahela afterward proceeded to 
Madeira, and after she had entered the harbor 
of Funchal, which is not altogether a good 
harbor, and while making an anchorage she 
fouled another vessel. The damage was slight 
to both ships, but the Captain reported the 
mortifying intelligence in the log of the Mon- 
ongahela, which was sent to the department. 

One day while the Monongahela wes on her 
way to Funchal, and when a heavy sea was 
ranning, an apprentice yt who had hung his 
washing in a place which he had been warned 
not to use, as being dangerous, fell overboard. 
His loss was not immediately discovered. When 
it was his body could not be seen, and it was 
believed to have disappeared immediately upon 
falling overboard. When his joss was known, 
and it was proposed to lower away a boat to 
searoh for him, the Captain declared that the 
sea was 60 high that he would not imperil the 
lives of thirteen men to make the hopeless 
effort to rescue one boy. 

It issaid atthe Navy Department that Capt. 
Lyon, commanding the Monongahela, is one of 
the strictest men in the ser , but that his 
record for severity in discipline does not imply 
cruelty or inhumanity. His reports concerning 
the two accidents have been full, and there has 
been no suggestion of a trial or an inquiry into 
his conduct.

MEETING OF THE COURT OF AR- 
BITRATION IN PARIS, 


BARON DE COURCELLES SELECTED AS 
PRESIDENT OF THE TRIBUNAL—AN 
ADJOURNMENT TO APRIL 4, TO 
PERMIT THE ARBITRATORS TO COX- 
SIDER THE PRINTED ARGUMENTS. 


Paris, ‘Maroh 23.—The court of arbitration 
to adjust the difficulties between Great Britain 
andthe United States in relation to the seal 
fisheries in Bering Sea met to-day in the office 
of the French Foreign Ministry. All the mem- 
bers of the court were present: John M. Har- 
lan and John T. Morgan of the United States, 
Baron de Coureelles of France, his Excellency 
Gregers W. W. Gram of Sweden, Marquis Emilio 
Visconti Venosta of Italy, the Right Hon. Lord 
Hannen, and Sir John 8. D. Thompson of Eng- 
land. 

Mr. John W. Foster was present as agent of 
the United States, and the Hon. C. H. Tupper, 
Pominion Minister of Marine and Fisheries, as 
agent of Great Britain. The counsel on the 
part of the United States were E. J. Phelps of 
Vermont, James C. Carter of New-York, Henry 
W. Blodgett of Illinois, and Assistant Counsel 
Robert Lansing of New-York. 

The counsel for Great Britain were Sir Charles 
Russell, Attorney General; Sir Richard Web- 
ater, ex-Attorney General; Mr. C. Robinson of 
the Canadian bar, and the Hon. W. H. Cross. 

M. Develle, French Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, welcomed the members of the court, 
the agents, and the counsel. Credentials were 
presented, and the court organized by the 
election of Baron de Courcelles as President. 
It was decided to meet at 11:30 A. M. each day, 
and to sit forfour hours and a half daily, the 
meetings to be open to members of the press to 
whom cards should be issued. The court ad- 
journed until the 4th of April in order to ex- 
amine the printed arguments of the United 
States and Great Britain, which were presented. 
These printed arguments are to be submitted 
to the American Congress and to the British 
Parliament, possibly next week, and then to be 
mate public. 

The debates of the court of arbitration will 
be held in English and the journal of the — 
ceedings is tv be keptin French, with an Eng- 
lish version. 

All the members of the court made a general 
and formal visit to President Carnot. n Fd. 
Coolidge, American Minister, and the Marquis 
of Dufferin, the British Ambassador, presented 
the members to the President. President Carnot 
received the visitors courteously and welcomed 
them to France. 

Ex-Secretary Foster, the United States agent, 
said to-day of the appointment of ex-Senator 
Eustis as American Minister to France that he 
considered the selection a judicious one. 

Justice Harlan and Senator Morgan are living 
in a quiet way at the Hotel Lafond. The others 
are at the Continental Hotel. Senator Morgan's 
eyes are stronger, and he is now nearly well. He 
expresses himself delighted with Paris, and 
says that he heartily approves the appointment 
of Mr. Eustis. 


ANOTHER CRISIS PASSED. 


THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT SUPPORTED 
AGAIN IN THE CHAMBER, 


PARIS, Maroh 23.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day Deputy Millevoye argued his ques- 
tion as to what the Government proposed to do 
in regard to the Panama cases. There was ex- 
citement in the Chamber and purpose on the 
part of the opposition to bring about a crisis. 
Millevoye was applauded by royalists and re- 
visionists when he censured by M. Rouvier for 
having demanded Panama money from M. 
Plasto for what was claimed to be Government 
uses. * 

* What right had the Government or one of 
ite Ministers,” he asked, “to demand money 
under such circumstances!” 

This aroused clamor of approval and denun- 
ciation. When this had subsided M. Millevoye 
proceeded to ask what had been done in the 
case of Cornelius Herz. “Ise the scene,” he 
cried, “ being played behind closed doors at 
Bournemouth a drama oracomedy? Why has 
not Herz been examined or extradited ?”’ 

M. Bourgeois, Minister of Justice, replied to 
M. Millevoye. He began by alluding to the 
presence in the Chamber of the acquitted Depu- 
ties who had been on trial on the charge of ao- 
cepting Panama bribes. 

“T congratulate the Chamber,” he said, “ on 
seeing certain members freed from the accusa- 
tions presented against them and restored to 
their places. As to the case of Cornelius Herz, 
the British Government has not opposed the 
extradition of Herz, whose state of health has 
alone prevented him from being brought up on 
extradition proceedings. I deprecate the con- 
tinuance of this debate, raised by the enemies 


of the republic, who are aiming to keep up the 
agitation until the general election. publioc- 
ans ought to foil their man@uvre.”’ 

‘be order of the day was adopted by a show 
of hands, and afterward there was another 
scene. Jules Roche crossed the floor to where 
M. —— was sitting and reviled the Minis- 
ter of Justice for having advised that he

The Chamber adopted the previous question 
by a vote of 314 to 200, thus indorsing the 
action of the Government.

THE PRINCESS OF WALES AND HER 
CHILDREN RECEIVED BY THE POPE. 


RoME, March 23.—Pope Leo gave a ceremonial 
sudience to-day to the Princess of Wales, her 
daughters, the Princesses Victoriu and Mand, 
and her son, Prince George, the Duke of York, 
attended by their suites. 

The royal visitors were received with all the 
honors due to sovereigns, and the occasion was 
made one of unusual splendor. The entire 
Pontifical Court was assembled in State array, 
and all the English prelates at present in Rome 
were in attendance. The Majordomo and Pre- 
fect of the Apustolio Palace, Mgr. della Volpe, 
and the Grand Aimoner and eight other promi- 
nent members of the Papal Court received the 
visitors at the foot of the royal staircase and 
conducted them to the throne room, where 
Pope Leo received them with the ceremonial 
known as private audience. 

His Holivess held a courteous interview with 
the royal visitors. The Princess of Wales, her 
daughters, and the Duke of York afterward 
visited Cardinal Rampolla, the Pontifical Secre- 
tary of State. 

LonDoON, March 23.—The Princess of Wales 
and her two daughters, Victoria and Maud, and 
the Duke of York will continue their tour in an 
easterly direction. The Princess of Wales and 
party started from London on March 4, going 
to Genoa. They then embarked on the royal 
yacht Osborne, and began a cruise of the Medi- 
terrancan, landing at various points and pro- 
ceeding inland to such places as they wished to

They visited Florence, Pisa, and Leghorn, and 
adjoining parts of Tuscany.

RENAN’S ACADEMIC SUCCESSOR. 


M. CHALLEMEL-LACOUR DEFBATS GAS- 
TON-BRUNO-PAULIN PARIS. 


Paris, March 23.—M. Paul Armand Challemel- 
Lecour, writer and statesman, was to-day elected 
a member of the French Academy in succes- 
sion to Joseph Ernest Renan. M, Challemel- 
Lacour received 17 votes to 13 cast for Gaston- 
Bruno-Paulin Paris, writer and grammarian, 
and 1 vote for Emile Zola. 

No successor was elected to the place made 
vacant by the death of Jobn Emile Lemoinne. 


Six ballots were taken for this seat, the candi- 
dates being Prof. Manuel Henry Fouquier, 
correspondent and editor, and M. Brunetiere. 


It is plain that Challemel-Lacour’s election is 
atardy compliment of the Academy to Jules 
Ferry, whom it gravely offended, when he was 
alive and powerful, by electing Loti. In com- 


parison with Renan, whom he succeeds, he is 
unimportant, and in comparison with Paulin 
Paris, whom he defeats, he is very uninterest- 
ing. He has ae a study of Humboldt, 
**La Philosophie Individualiste,” a translation 
of Ritter’s * History of Philosophy,” and an 
edition of the works of Mme. d’ipinay. He 
is a typical pupil of the Ecole Normale, sixty- 
six years of age, and extremely classic. 

ln 1852 he was.dismissed from the Lycée of 
Limoges, where he was a teacher of philosophy, 
for having enunciated republican opinions. He 
went to Belgium, gave lectures in ussels and 
Antwerp, became a Professor of Literature in 
Zurich after he had traveled in Italy and in 
Germany, and returned to Paris when the Em- 
peror sere political exiles. He was an in- 
efticient Prefect of the Rhéne at Lyons in 1870 
and a magnificent orator in 1874 in the Chamber 
of Deputies, where he represented the Bouches- 
du-Rhéne. In 1876 he was a Senator, and 
three years after an ambassador to Switzerland. 
In 1880 he was ambassador in London, and he 
resigned two years after to become Minister of 
Foreign Affairs in Jules Ferry’s Cabinet. His 
political career is irreproachable, apd he is, 
since Ferry’s death, the most prominent repre- 
sentative of Gambetta’s ideas, but he is not 
now in politics.

APPROPRIATIONS MADE FOR NEW-YORE 


DAYs AT GETTYSBURG. 


ALBANY, March 23.—The first step toward 
final adjournment was taken in the House to- 
day. The Supply bill was passed and sent to 
the Senate. 

The family of Charles W. O’Hara of the Forty- 
eighth Separate Company, Oswego, who was 
killed in Buffalo last August by a freight train, 
will got $2,000 instead of $1,000. 

Mr. Conkling (Rep., Warren,) attempted to 
shave to $2,000 the item of $6,377.50 for Ed- 
ward R. Johnes for services and disbursements 
in negotiating the purchase of Fire Island and 
in searching and perfecting the titles of the 
East South Beach, but the House stood by the 
com mittee. 

Some of the items embraced in the bill are: 
Twenty-five thousand dollars, for the transpor- 
tation of State troops that may parade in New- 
York in connection with the naval review or 
other display connected with the World’s Fair; 
$5,000, for such batteries of the National Guard 
as the Adjutant General may order into camp 
or upon the march for field exercises; $100,000, 
for camp utensils, arms, blankets, tents, mess 
kits, and other necessary field equipment re- 
quired for the National Guard; $20,000, for a 
military road to connect the State Camp with 
Highiand’s Station; $3,700, tor the Commission- 
ere appointed to erect monuments to the New- 
York troops at Gettysburg and to pro- 
vide for the transportation to and from 
Gettysburg of 5,000 of the surviving 
vetcrana of the ninety-two New-York 
commands which took part in the hattle of Get- 
tysburg on the occasion of the dedication of 
the State monument and of all the other monu- 
ments erected by the State, on the lst, 2d, and 
Saof July next, the thirtieth anniversary of 
the battie, which are to be known as New-York 
days; $2,000, for the transportation of such 
camp and garrison equipage, and for quarters 
for the veterans; $10,000, for the transporta- 
tion of the Governor and bis staif, the members 
and officers of the Senate and Assembly, the 
Lieutenant Governor, Speaker of the Assembly, 
and State officers, and a suitable military escort 
and musicians, and making provision for sub- 
sistence, quarters, and other inoidental ex- 

enses, to provide the necessary expenses; 
55,000, for making arrangements and for suita- 
ble medals; $4,500 for the preparation of a 
suitable final report of the work done by the 
Commissioners, with brief records of the ninety- 
two New-York commands engaged in the battle, 
with illustrations of the eighty-seven monu- 
ments erected by the State on the field. 

To tight cholera $150,000 is appropriated for 
extraordinary expenditures by the State Board 
of Health, to be expended from time to time in 
such sume as the Governor may cértify, in ad- 
dition to any amount that may be appro- 
priated. 


SUCCESSFUL ARMOR TESTS. 
—_o———— 


THE BEST PLATE EVER PRODUCED AT 
THE BETHLEHEM WORKS. 





WASHINGTON, March 23.—There was a test at 
Bethlehem, Penn., yesterday of twelve-inch ar- 
mor for the Texas and the Terror. Commodore 
W. T. Sampson, the Naval Chief of Ordnange, at- 
tended the firing, and says the results were 
gratifying. The conditions were severe enough 
for an acceptance test and atest for premium at 
the same time. 

Three shots were fired from an eight-inch 
gun, Holtzer shell being used. The first shot 
was fired at a velocity of 1,648 feet-seconds, and 
was intended to test the elasticity of the plate 
or its ability to resist cracking. The pro- 
jectile penetrated thirteen or fourteen inches, 
or just through the plate, and rebounded upset. 
=. this extent the plate was entitled to the pre- 
mium. 

The second shot had avelocity of 2,008 feet 
seconds, and was calculated to show the resist- 
anoe of the target to penetration. Success in 
this particular meant that the shell should not 
puncture the plate. The projectile not only 
went through the plate, but it imbedded itself 
in the butt. The third shot was fired ataslightly 
less velocity, about 1,800 feet-seconds, and the 
shell penetrated the plate about an inch more 
than the first shot. 

At the close of the trial the plate was found 
without a crack or fissure. It was pronounced 
one of the best pieces of armor the Bethlehem 
people bave turned out. The lot will be shipped 
to Norfolk for placing on the Texas, building at 
that yard.

ARRIVAL OF RUIZ SANDOVAL ON THE 
CITY OF PARA. 


Rniz Sandoval, who has the reputation of 
being a professional revolutionist and ‘‘all- 
around” disturber of the peace, was a passen- 
ger on board the Pacific Mail steamship City of 
Para, which yesterday arrived from Colon. He 
is not here through any desire of his own, but 
because the Colombian authorities thought that 
the country from which he has been banished 
could get along better without him. 

Sandoval sought refuge in the United States 
of Colombia after his expulsion from Honduras 
by Gen. Vasquez, and when he heard that it was 
the intention of the Colombian authorities to 
place him under arrest, he sought an asylum in 


the Venezuelan Legation at Panama. Proteo- 
tion was refused to him by the Venezuelan 
Consul. 

He was arrested in the Consulate by Colom- 
bian officers and escorted to Colon, where he 
Was put on board the City of Para and told to 
leave the country. During the voyage he yin 
most of his time in the smoking room, and kept 
aloof from the other passengers. When the 
steamship reached her pier he picked up his 
gripsack, the only piece of baggage he pos- 
sessed, and disappeared. 

As he is well provided with money, it is likely 
that he will find a way of returning to the scene 
of his former exploits if his inolination leads 
him that way.

MUST PAY FOR THE HORSE THAT DIED 
AFTER HIS RIDING. 


W. E. Nichols, a horse dealer, has received a 
judgment for $475 against Lieut. Henry H. 
Baloh of Troop A on the allegation that the 
Lieutenant so misused a horse belonging to Mr. 
Nichols that it died. Mr. Nichols charged that 
Lieut. Balch obtained the horse April 12, 1890, 
for a day’s trial, with the understanding thata 
sale was to follow if the animal proved satis- 
factory.

“MPERTURBABLE AS EVER AND 
STILL ABLE TO SMILE. 


STARED AT BY MANY PERSONS OF 
STREET CAR AND TRAIN—GOOD-BYES 
TO REPORTERS ARD TOMBS KEEP- 
ERS—PLAOBD IN MILVAING’S CELL 
—NO FRIENDS CAN REAOH HIM, 


Carlyle W. Harris, doomed to die during the 
week beginning May 8, is now oeoupying one of 
the eicht cages in the condémned murderers’ 
co:ridor of Sing Sing Prison. Unless the Gov- 
ernor interferes, he will remain in solitary eon- 
finement there until he is led te the eleestric 
ebair. 

at 5 o’elock yesterday morning young Harris 
was awakened by Keeper Fiynn of the Tombs 
Prison, who was sitting on the death watch. 
Harris knew that yesterday would be his iast 
day in the Tombs, and before he retired 
Wednesday night he finished writing the state- 
mént which he has been preparing for his coun- 
sel. Of what is in that statement no inkling can 
be got. After he is exeouted, it may be made 
padlic, though his counsel will not even admit 
this. 

Before he retired he asked Keeper Flynn to 
awaken him early. He slept until he was called 
at5 o'clock. Throughout the night he gave 
avience of being troubled with nightmare by 
his moaning and crying. Immediately after he 
was awakened he got up and performed his 
toilet, ordered a breakfast of toast and coffee, 
and asked for the morning papers. 

He got the breakfast but net the papers, as 
they had not arrived. He spent hearly an hour 
walking about the corridor, bidding good-bye to 
the keepers, who, while he was under their 
charge, took a great liking to him because of 
hie good temper and obedience. 

At 6 o'clock he saw Deputy Sheriffs Brown 
and Burke coming along the corridor. He knew 
that hie time to go to Sizg Sing had come before 
they had told him so. 

“I thought you would be here early,’’ he eaid, 
and he smiled as he said it. 

He put on his overcoat, hat, and gloves, and 
followed the Deputy Sheriffs to Warden Fallon’s 
office. Mechanically he held out his right arm. 
A handouff, fastened around the left wrist of 
Deputy Sheriff Brown, was snapped around the 
wrist of the condemned man. He looked back 
down the long corridor of the prison, said 
“Good-bye, boys!” to the keepers standing 
around, and, with the Deputy Sheriffs, started 
for the Franklin Street exit. Harris has walked 
about so much manacied to « keeper that he 
has acquired the knack of doing so without 
showing his manacies. 

He shivered when, as he passed out into the 
street, the cold, raw air of the early morning 


struck him. He looked thesame calm and im- 
perturbable Harris that he has been throughout. 
He seemed to be relieved to find that there was 
not a crowd in the street waiting for him. 
There were only a score of reporters there, with 
| most of whom Harris had a personal acquaint- 
ance. To these he bowed. Then he asked them 
for newspapers, 

In the minute or two that he had to stand on 
the corner and wait for a street car to take him 
to the Grand Central Station a crowd of more 
than 100 persons gathered. Even after he got 
into the car with his keepers they ran after it, 
shouting hianame, and so identifying him to 
the passengers in the car. Harris started to 
read his papers at once, giving attention only 
to the matter printed concetning himself. He 
commented on it freely with his keepers and 
the reporters. 

His manner was strange for a convicted mur- 
derer, who was passing for the last time through 
@ part of the city that he had not seen for two 
years, not having been above the Tombs since 
he was indicted. He took only passing interest 
in what he could see from the car windows, 
seeming to prefer to talk about his case, his 
conversation being in the same cenerai line as 
was the speech he made before the court on the 
day that the time when he should pay the pen- 
alty for his crime wae fixed. 

Harris wentinto Sing Sing Prison declaring, 
as solemnly as he has all along declared, that 
he is innocent of the crime for which he is soon 
to be put to death The stateof exaltation into 
which he has worked himself has kept his nerve 
up to the last, but it is believed that in solitary 
confinement he will break down. 

The doomed man commented upon the great 
improvements that had been made along Fourth 

venue since he had seen itlast. As he passed 
‘wenty-third Street he pointed to a house and 
sald: “I used to live thereonce. My grand- 
father, Dr. McCready, owned the house. If my 
poor wife had not died as she did, I might have 
owned it now.” 

The car in which Harris was ong age up 
many passengers along the route. hey were 
informed as to Harris’s presence inthe car. It 
was noticeable that the women in particular 
gcemed to want to stare him out of counte- 
mance. After the seats had all been taken in 
the cara lady gotin. Harris turned to Keeper 
Brown, to whom he was manaoled, and said: 
*T suppose there iano use my getting up and 
offering that lady my seat.” He laughed at his 
little joke. 

The car only ran to the Forty-second Street 
entrance of the Grand Central station. Harris 
and his keepers jumped off and started to walk 
around to the New-York Central waiting room. 
A cab driver saw the prisoner, and raised the 
ory of “’Arris!"”" Itdrew a crowd, which fol- 
lowed the murderer into the waiting room. 
Though the Sing Sing train was not under the 
ebed at the time, Harris and his keepers were 
passed outside and the doors shut to all others. 

As soon as the train backed in, Harris and his 
keepers took seats in the smoking car. Harris 
smoked cigarettes constantly. There was an 
nnusually large number of passengers on the 
train. Bomehow the word got around that 
Harris was in the smoker. The result was that 
that car was soon packed to the doors, women 
as Well as men seeming to prefer to stand there, 
finan atmosphere that was foul with tobacco 
smoke, rather than take seats in other cars. 

Those who could not get into the smoking car 
to stay took the opportunity to walk through 
the car and back, so as to see Harris. About 
everybody onthe train contrived to get a look 
at him. me yery pretty young woman stood 
end stared at him for a minute ortwo. Harris 
looked squarely at her, the while talking with 
his keeper. Finally he tired of the scrutiny of 
the passengers and turned his head away. 

The scenery along the Hudson River to Sing 
Sing, beautiful even though the sky was over- 
cast and the rain falling, seemed to have no at- 
traction for Harris. He looked out of the 
‘windows but Little, preferring to talk about his 
ease with the reporters. In histalk he often 
Janghed. 

When Sing Sing was reached the keepers sug- 
\gested to Harrie that they would take him to 
‘the prison in ® carriage. @ asked as a favor 
that they allow him to walk. 

** It will be the last chance I will ever have to 
stretch my legs,” said he. So his keepers led 
him up the railroad track to the gate at the 
lower end of the prison yard, through which 
they passed. 

Head Keeper Connanghton saw the party ap- 
proaching, and went to meetthem. It was just 
about 8:30 when Harris passed down into the 
prison. As he did so he turned to the news 
paper men and said: “Good-bye, beys. You 
have all been kind tome. I suppose this is the 
pnd of it all” 

The doomed man’s pedigree was first entered 
on the records. He said he was born at Glens 
Falls, was twenty-three years old, was a med- 
foa! student, 5 feet 11 inches in height, weighed 
135 pounds, could read and write, drank very 
moderately, used tobacco, and was a Protestant. 

Harris was escorted to the bathroom, and 
every article of clothing was taken from him. 
All that he had of value besides the clothing 
ywas $3.55, three gold-plated collar buttons, a 
® ik bandkerchief, and his gloves. He was made 
‘> take a hot bath, and then a new black cuta- 
hway coat, black vest and trousers, and other 

ecessary clothing were brought in. Hiswwn 
clothing was taken from him to remove the poe- 

~ aed of his carrying poison to the cell with

As 800n as he was dressed again his hair was 
eut quite short, and his beard and mustache 
jwere shaved off. This made a —— great change 
in his appearance—so much #0, in fact, that those 
fwho never saw him before he grew a beard 
would hé@rdly recognize him.

REVOLT IN MANAOS, 


THE ACCOUNT GIVEN BY MR. WEISS, 
JUST ARRIVED FROM BRAZIL. 


Julius Weiss, a passenger on the steamship 
Hillary, Capt. Benjamix Crimp, which arrived 
from Para yesterday afternoon, brought news 
of a revolt which occurred in the City of Mana- 
08, the capital of the Province of Amazonas, on 
the Amazon River, Brazil. The revolution be- 
gan the night of Feb. 26, and lasted until the 
following afternoon. Seventy persons were 
killed. The rebellion was quelled. 

Mr. Weiss arrived at Manaos the day of the 
revolt on the steamboat Javary. He was nna 
ble to land, and for two days he and the other 


passengers were kept on board. Several Bra- 
zilian gunboats were anchored in front of the 
wh but did not take any partin the proceed- 
Dg8. 

Mr. Weiss learned that the revolt was started 
by a regiment of troops sent from Kio Janeiro 
to act as a military escort to the Governor of 
the provinee. The military objected to the 
official and took possession of the palace and 
attempted to burn it amd the Governor. The 
latter called in the assistance of the citizens of 
Manaos. The troops were routed and the 
Major of the regiment and his subordinate 
otticers were sent in chains to Para. 

Everything was quict at Manoas when Mr. 
Weiss departed. According to the Brazilian 
Constitution Governors are appointed in- 
definitely to provinces and in several cases 
there have been bDiocodless revolte recently.

ALLEGED CUSTOMS FRAUDS. 
—< 


CHARGES MADE BY CERTAIN ARTI- 
FIOCIAL-FLOWER IMPORTERS. 


Many old-established firms of artificial-flewer 
importers have suffered because younger houses 
have been able to undersell them. In many 
oases mushroom dealers have put goods upon 
the market at muoh cheaper prices than the 
older firms could do. An investigation was in-’ 
stituted and the conalusion arrived at that some 
frauduient work was done in the Custom House. 
It was decided to eift,the matter, and the serv- 
ices of Hess, Townsend & McClelland, lawyers, 
ef 40 Wall Street, who make a specialty of cous- 
toms cases, were secured. Thomas H. Wood & 
Co., Bianchi & Co., and several other large 
firms were the main movers. 

Mr. Hess said yesterday: “This is a very 
large industry, and if these frauds were kept 
up systematically they would rob the Govern- 
ernment of from $300,000 to $400,000 a year, 
in addition te ruiming reputable firms. e be- 
lieve that Max Rosenberg, the Commission- 
aire in Paris, has improperly invoiced goods so 
that firms who have been able to undersell old 
reliable houses have evaded the fy beeing of 
anything like the legal duties on their goods.” 

Mr. Hess bad an interview yesterday with 
Deputy Collector Phelps of the Law Depart- 
ment of the Custom House regarding the legal 
status of the case. Charlies P. McClelland, a 
member of the firm, is now in Washington and 
bas brought the matter forward, with the result 
that it has already been referred by Seoretary 
Carlisle of the Treasury Department to —— 
Agent in Chief F. M. Montgomery and Assist- 
ant Special Agent MoCauliffe.

SAY THE WESTERN UNION DISCRIMI- 
NATES AGAINST THEIR ORDER. 


Employes of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company who are members of the Order of 
Commercial Telegraphers complain that mén 
have been discharged because they were mem- 
bers of the ordér. It was reported yesterday 
that John Cuthbertson, the Supreme Chancellor 
of the order, had come to this city from Chicago 
to consult with Gen. Thomas T. Eckert, Presi- 
dent of the Western Union, and ask him why 
members of the order were discriminated 
against 

M. W. Russell, a member of the Judiciary 
Committee of the Order of Commercial Tele- 
araphers, said yesterday that the reports of dis- 
charges of operators because they belonged to 
the order were believed to bé tras. In Philadel. 
Dhia ten operators in the Western Union office 


had been discharged without explanation, and 
when they asked Superintendent Gill to give 
the reasons for the dismissals he enumerated 

trivial character. 

Then the discharged men appointed J. B. Mo- 
Keever and Preston Atratton, two of their num- 
ber, a committee to come to New-York and ay 
the matter — General Superintenden 
Tinker. Mr. r t6ld them that he could do 
no more for them than to refer them back to 
Hupertarendent Gill in Philadelphia. 

Russell said the eh won ye Union had no 
against the order. There 
coustitution and by-laws 
of the order whi thorized the members to 
strike. The men orgauized as a benevolent 
concern and to impruve the efficiency of the 
service, The order had 11,482 members, and 
was aftiliated with the Order of Raiiroad Tel- 
egraphers, which had 23,000 members. There 
was bo intention to order strikes. 

Mr. W. B. Somerville of thé Press Bureau of 
the Western Union said that operators had 
been dismissed in Philadelphia, no doubt, for 
good cause. The local managers of the com- 
pany employed and discharged their operators 
a6 cireumétances might warrant, and the com- 
pew reseryed the right to manage ite affairs in 
ts OWD way, and without dictation or intimid- 
ation from any association. 

That such dictation had been attempted, \ r. 
Somerville eaid, was shown by the fact that on 
March 7, befere noon, a circular was delivered 
at the office of the company in Chicago with 
the threat that it would be issued at 3 o’clock 
if certain operators in Pittsburg, members of 
the Brotherhood, were discharge The oircu- 
lar was signed by John Cuthbertson, Supreme 
Chancellor, and Oscar M. Gibbs, Supreme Sec- 
retary and Treasurer, and ordered that the 
members of each local lodgé should appoint a 
committee to visit all firms doing business with 
the Western Union Company, show them a copy 
of declarations of the order’s principles, advise 
them of the action of the company iu discharg- 
ing members, and request them te give their 
business to the Postal Company, as that com- 
pany was not antagonistic to their order; to 
call upon other labor organizations to assist 
them in their efforts and appeal to the public 
to withhold patronage from the Western Union 
for allcompeting points. The circular closed 
as follows: 

“‘ By united action and faithful work of the com- 
mittees, coupled with financial protection to those 
who may sufferloss through their connection with 
this order, we will at least show the enemy that the 
intone is now able to stand alone, and vo longer to be 
tritied with.” 

Mr. Somerville said that inquiry was made 
and that no dismissals were thought of as 
obarged in the cireular. 

On March 9, Mr. Somerville said, a telegram 
was réceived by Gen. Kokert from Cuthbertson 
saying: 

‘ Notwithstanding your assurance six men have 
been discharged on acoount of our order. We have 
no desire to retaliate, but if these men are not im- 
mediately reivstated and this injustice stupped at 
all points, I shall give orders to carry out my in- 
structions in circular presented to Mr. Mason.”’ 

Mr. Somerville stated that Gen. Eckert had 
not held any communication with Cuthbertson. 
The Western Union, he added, did not appre- 
hend a strike.

4A NICE POINT OF NAVAL LAW. 


IT 18 NOT DKCIDED TO THE SATISFAC- 
TION OF CAPT. WALLACH. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—Capt. Riehard Wal- 
lach of the Marine Corps will not be allowed 
commutation of quarters which he thinks he is 
entitled to. The Auditor agrees with him, but 
the Second Controller, who is the final author- 
ity, has decided the other way. 

Capt. Wallach, while servingon the Lancaster 
on the Asiatic station, was, on June 4, 1892, on 
the recommendation of a medical board, de- 
tached from that vessel and ordered to his 
home, and on his arrival to report by letter to 
the commandant of his corps. He reported his 
arrival, as directed, Jume 30. His sick leave was 
extended from time to time until Nov. 5, 1892, 
when be reported himself to the commandant 
as fit for duty, and on Nov. 7 he was informed 
that “for the present, in order that two moves 


may be avoided, you will remain on waiting 
orders. Until the arrival of the Chicago in the 
Unived States I cannot determine what disposi- 
tion will be made of you.” 

On Jan. 31 he was directed to hold himself in 
readiuvess for orders to the New-York. Capt. 
Wallach claims commutation for quarters after 
he reported himself fit for duty until his assign- 
‘ment to duty because he was awaiting orders 
for the convenience of the Governuient. The 
Controller says: “ido not think the law con- 
templates that an officer on waiting orders at 
his home should be allowed commutation for 

uarters. He was not at 4 military post or sta- 
tion, but had been on sick leave, and the regu- 
lations required him to report himself when fit 
for duty, and it is extremely doubtful whether 
such reporting by letter carries with it the right 
to commutation for quarters. The claim is dis- 
allowed.”

THE BILLS PRESENTED BY EDITORS

Co._umBtes, Ohio, March 23.—The Honse this 
morning defeated a proposed amendment to the 
State law of libel by Representative Gaumer, 
editor of the Mansfield Shield and Banner. It 


read: 

“Tho proof of the truth of the matter charged as 
defamatory shall be # good and sutticiont defense 
againstany claim for damages,and in every case 
the defendant may prove mitigating circumstances 
to reduce the amount of damages. 

“Kut no action for libel shall be maintained 
against the publisher of a paper until opportunity 
be first given him to retract or cerrect the same, 
and if such retraction or correction be made as 
fully public as the previons article this shall bea 
complete defense, unless malice be proved by the 
prosecution.”’ 

Another bill, by Mr. Doty of the Cleveland 
World, making the truth of matter published 
concerning women a good defense, was also 


lost. 

A bill placing colored men on the same footing 
as whites as regards entertainment at hotels 
and restaurants passed. It was offered by 
Jackson of Cincinnati, the only colored member 
of the House.

PROVIDE MORE PIERS 
DOCK BOARD'S PLAN FOR WHARF 
PROPERTY IMPROVEMENT. 


IMMENSB WORK PROJECTED FOR 
THE CITY ALONG THB NORTH 
RIVER FRONT BETWEEN BLEVENTH 
AND TWENTY-THIRD STREEBTS—COST 
PUT AT NEARLY $11,000,000. 


A plan involving the expenditure of nearly 
$11,000,000 which has for its object the acquire- 
ment and improvement by the city of all wharf 
property lying between Eleventh Street and 
Twenty-third Street, North River, was ap- 
proved by the Dock Board yesterday and or- 
dered to be sent to the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sioners. 

The ides of the city’s purchasing this property 
and building a number of ocean steamsbip piers 
in that locality is not, by any means, & new one. 
It was advanced as far back as 1871, but there 
were many things to militate against it, Oneof 
the objections that was urged was the character 
of the river currents, which are dué, it is said, 
to the narrowness of the Hudson at that point. 
The board proposes to remedy this by an ex- 
tensive system of dredging. 

By one of the old plans for the improvement 
of the North River it was proposed that piers 
be established between the Battery and West 
Eleventh Street at distances ranging from 150 
to 180 feet, and above Twenty-third Street a 
group of piers that were to be 200 feet apart. 
In the interval between Twenty-third Street 
and Eleventh Street, along strétoh of sea wail 
without piers was a feature of the plan. 

The plan which was approved by the Dock 
Board yesterday was evolved from this old plan 
by Chief Engineer Greene, the department's 
engineer. It provides for the purchase by 
the city of all wharf property in the locality 
mentioned.. The assessei valuation of the 
property to be acquired, according to the books 
of the Department of Taxes, ie $3,336,916. 
Adding 50 per cent. for cost of purchase, the 


board estimates that the property Gan be ob- 
tained for $5,005,374. The total estimated 
cost of purchase and improvement is pluced at 
$10,993,986. 40, 

The plan provides for the removal of 257,250 
oubic yards of cribwork at $1 per yard; for the 
removal by dredging of 1,600, cabio yards 
of old filling at 25 cents per yard, and for 
dredging 900,000 eubie yards of mud from the 
spaces outside of the present crib bulkheads at 
an estimated cost of 2U cents per cubic yard. 

An item for contingeneies, which includes the 
cost of removal of builaings over their vaiue 
ey — as old material, is placed at $84v,- 


When this work of preparation has been com- 
pleted, it is proposed to build nineteen new 
steamship piers on the property, at a cost of 
$40,000 each. Two large half piers at $30,000 
each are provided for, as are also two small 
ones In front of the West Washington Market, 
to cost $8,000 each, A new bulkhead wall 
5,300 feetin length is contemplated, the esti- 
mated cost of ite construction being $250 per 
foot. The bulkhead will considerably widen 
that section of the street where itis to be con- 
structed, and for rns thie additional area 
$397,500 is allowe 

The Commissioners éstimate that the tncoma 
which the propowd improvements would bring 
to the city would be $807,000, of which $760,- 
000 would be drawn froni pier rentals of the 
nineteen new piers. The annual rental of these 
is piaved at $40,000 each. ‘he two haif piers 
are expected to rent for $2,5v0 each and the 
two smaller ones at $1,000 each. From 4,000 
feet of sea wallis expected an annual income 
from wharfage rent of #40,000. 

The Commissioners urge that the advantages 
which willaccrue from the improvement are 
more than commensurate with the outlay. It is 
pointed oOutthat many large steamship com- 
panies have been compelled toseek piers in 
Jersey City and Hoboken on account of inability 
to obtain them in New-York, where wharves 
would be of advantage to their patrons as well 
as to themselves. 

Chief Engineer Greené, who submitted the 
plan for the proposed improvement, says in his 
report: 

“The advautages to the general welfare of 
the city which such improvement would bring 
is much greater than the money return on the 
ae and is almost too great to be esti- 
mated.”

LIEUT, RODGERS'S ACCOUNTS. 
————_—.> -_—__—- 
A DECISION WHICH DEFINES THE NAT- 
URE OF TRAVELING EXPENSES. 


WasHincTon, Maroh 23.—Lieut. R. P. Rodgers 
of the navy, who is an attaché of the Américan 


Legation at Paris, has beén involved in a con-' 


troversy with the accounting officers of the 
Treasury. Last August he was ordered to Paris 
via London, and left as on special temporary 
duty, aud on Oct 1 reportea to Minister Cool- 
idge. While traveling, hie fall expenses were 
allowed, except a small sum for errors and 
expenses in the United States, until he arrived 
in Paris on Sept. 15. Thé amount disallowed in 
the settlement of hia claim by the Treasury 
Department was his board bill after his arrival 
in Paris, $52.49, and official cards, $4.74. Bis 
hotel! bill at Paris from Sept. 15 to 30 was dis- 
allowed because he had arrived at his station 
as directed by his orders. ’ 

Lieut. Rodgers submits an explanation and 
asks that the disallowance bé removed and the 
expenditure be allowed. He states that, while 
itis trae that he did not travel after Sept. 15, 
his destination was indefinite, from his being 
obliged to proceed to such other places as 
might be thought usefal to carry out the Navy 
Department’s intention and verbal instractions, 
and, had his predecessor not been detained in 
Berlin and 8t. Petersburg until Sept. 15, he 


would have believed himself required, under 
hig instructions, to visit iu company with him 
several places other than Parts. 

“ The tacts are,” says the Uontroller, ‘‘that 
Liéut Rodgers performed no travel after Sept. 

3 . a8 hé claims, he would have been 
obligéd to visit other places in Paris and else- 
where if Lieut. Ward had not been absent, his 
expenses would have been a proper charge to 
the Government, because they would have been 
incurred by authority and for the interests of 
the United States. But he did not perform any 
travel after that date. The Secretary of the 
Navy states thatit was the intention of the 
department that Lieut. Rodgers should bé on 
special duty from the time of leaving his dom- 
ivile tothe date of his reporting for duty as 
naval attaché at Paris on Oct. 1. 

“The law provides for actual personal 6x- 
penses of officers travéling abroad under orders. 
When he arrived at Paria his travels ceased. His 
orders did not require him to travél. If his 
orders had required such detention, then the 
délay would have been unavoidable, and he 
would have been entitled to his expenses. If, 
under his present duties, he is required to travel, 
he will be entitled to reimbursement for his 
expenses.” 

The Controller does not think that the bill for 
board can, in any sensé, be construed as travel- 
ing 6xponsés, and is not # proper sharge to the 
United States. It appears from Lieut. Kodgers’s 
statement that he was obliged to inour extra 
expenses for official cards; that his wsual cards 
were not the kind ed for this special duty. 
This expenditure is allowed.

OTTawa, Ontario, March 23.—There is war to 
the knife in the Cabinet over the statement 
made in Parliament by Finance Minister Foster, 
leader of the Government, last week with ref- 
erence to the treaty with France negotiated 
by Sir Charles Tupper, Canadian High Oom- 
missioner in Englaud. 

There is a feud of long standing between the 
Finance Minister and Sir Charies, who, when at 
Ottawa, did his best to repress the political am- 
bitions of his colleague. 

The manner in which Mr. Foster laid open to 
the House of Commons the worthbleasness of 
the treaty, the first ever negotiated by the 
Canadian Commissioner in Eugland, incensed 
the friends of the absent Commissioner, but 
caused great joy in the ranks of the Opposition 
and prepared that party to make a vigorous 
protest against any attempt to ratify the treaty. 

Mr. Foster's statement that the Government 
could not ask the House to ratify an arranuge- 
ment which he insinuated had been signed with- 
out the consent of the Canadian Government 
by its Commissioner, Sir Charles Tupper, caused 
& sensation, not only in the ranks of Govern- 
meut supporters, but also in the ranke of the 
Ot 

r Foster was hasty, his utterances being 
prompted by his Intense dislike for the High 
Commissioner. The matter has raised a storm 
amoung those nembers of Parliament who som- 
pose the faithful following of the Tupper wing 
of the Conservative Party, led in the Canadian 
Parliament by C. AH, Tupper, Minister of Marine, 
who is now in France assisting Sir John Thomp- 
son in the Bering Sea arbitration. 

The Minister of Finance is accused of coward- 
ice in taking advantage of the absence of the 
Premier and ©. H. Tupper to strike a blow at 
his old enemy the Canadian High Commissioner. 
Sir Charles Tupper, it is said, regards the action 
of the Government in uo submissive way. Pri- 
vate messages have been received from Sir 
Charles abusing the Government for allowing 
the Minister of Finance to offer such an insult 
to France, to say nothing of the snub Mr. 
Foster’s remarks were to the Commissioner, 
who says he was acting on the instructions of 
the Canadian Government in signing the treaty. 

It is stated that Sir Charles Tupper has hand- 
ed his resignation as Canadian Commissioner 
in England to thé Premier, and has refused to 
serve any Government of which the Finance 
Minister is a member. 

This means that C. H. Tupper will follow the 
lead of his father and resign his position in the 
Cabinet. Meetings of the Cabinet are held on 
every occasion when Parliament is not in ses- 
sion, and Mr. Foster has come in for abuse. 


ALLEGED PRISON ABUSES.

CONNECTICUT LEGISLATIVE 
TRES TO INVESTIGATE. 


COMMIT- 


HARTFORD, Conn., March 23.—The scheme for 
getting charges of mismanagementin the Con- 
necticut State Prison before a special commit- 
tee of the Legislature for investigation was de- 
feated to-day by the Prison CO ommittees of both 
houses. The charges, which relate to the en- 
forcement of discipline by Warden Chamber 
lain, are all based on the recitals of ex-convicts. 

Not one is new to the Prison Directors, 
of which Prof. Waviand of Yale is the 
bead. An effort was made to divert the inquiry 
to a special committee, but this was defeated. 
The regular committee will ask for power next 
week to make a full investigation, with power 
to send for persons and papers. 

The prinoipal charge against the prison man- 
agement is that refractory convicts are held in 
dungeons until they consent to behave. In 
these dungeons the convicts are fed on bread 
and water and are forced to sleep on a plank. 

Three prisoners, Joseph Hall, George Smith, 
and Joseph McNamara, were released this morn- 
ing and were conveyed to the State Prison Aid 
office in the Capitol. These men, stated of their 
own accord that they had no fault to find with 
the prison management. They had been treated 
well, and had received food enough all the time 
they had been in yews They had heard of the 
dungeons, but had never seen them. They had 
seen prisoners who had been taken out to be 
piaced in the dungeons. 

The men are told in the prison thatif the rules 
are violated or if they do certain things preju- 
dicial to disotpline, they will be punished. The 
dungeon is for punishment. 

These prisoners said that ifa prisoner wished 
to see the Warden at his cell he could send for 
him. The Warden is also accustomed to go 
through the shops once a month to hear com- 
plaints.

Wheat at Lake Poris, 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Mareh 23.—For the first 
time in yeare Chicago is forced to take second 
place as a wheateentre. There are now about 
15,000,000 bushels of wheat in store at Chicago 
and 16,500,000 at Duluth. The wheat in sight 
at lake ports approximates 4,000,000 bushels, 
which is above the average and will be an im- 

rtant factor in making strong freight rates on 
he lakes.

QWENTY-FIVE PER CENT. A FAIR 


AVERAGE OF DUTY. 


LUXURIES SHOULD BE TAXED HIGHER 
—NO DUTY ON SUGAR, AND RAW 
MATERIALS SHOULD BE PLACED ON 
THE FREE LIST—INCOME TAX ON 
MONOPOLIES ONLY. 


The concluding letter in the serios upon 
tariff-reform methods which Mr. Thomas G. 
Shearman has been writing to President Cleve- 


jand is as follows: 
NEw-YorK, March 18, 1893. 

DEAR Sie: In this letter I beg leave to pre- 
pent an outline of a now tariff, framed upon the 
winciples already stated, but without going 

to details. 

Long experience has proved that an average 
duty of about 25 per cent. upon the value of 

roductive of 
revenue to the Government and the highest 
which can be imposed upon a wide class of 
goods without leading to fraudulent underval-, 
uations and encouraging domestic monopolies. 
Jt is alao the rate which has always been men- 
tioned by sensible protected manufacturers as 
one which afforded to them ail the protection 
which they felt that they had any right to ask. 
‘This was the rate which was declared to be sat- 
isfactory by the greatest cotton manufacturers 
in 1816, by all the cotton and woolen manufact- 
urers in 1857 and 1860, by the y of woolen 
menufacturers in 1866, and by some of tle 
largest textile manufacturers recently. It is, 
therefore, the highest rate which should be 
thought of for any manufactures not atriotly 
luxuries. 

Wines snd liquors, tobacco, and a very few 
other articles are undoubted luxuries, and a 
somewhat higher tax may properly be imposed 
uponthem. Silk is toa large extent a luxury, 
although silk trimmings such as most women 
must wear if they are to maintain a respectable 
appearance ought not to be considered real 
luxuries. Im dealing with all these articles 
revenue only should be considered and all pre- 
tense of discouraging the extravagance should 
be discarded. The only result of such affected 
virtue is to give a monopoly to domestic pro- 
ducers and to tax the people for private gain 
instead of public revenue. The present enor- 
mous duties upon’ spirits simply confer a mo- 
nopely upon the Whisky Trust, and the high 
duties upon wines diminish the revenue. But 
these things will bear duties of 30 to 50 per 
cent. 

On the other hand, many important articles 
must be taxed much less than 25 per cent., in 
order to produce the largest revenue. Precious 
stones would produce less revenue at 25 per 
cent. than at 10 per cent., because at the higher 
rate they would be universally emugygied. 
Watches should be taxed only 10 per cent., 
partiy to prevent smuggling, and partly be- 
vause any higher rate brings far more profit to 
home manufacturers than to the Government. 
Chemicals, dyes, provisions, and materials used 
solely for manufacturing purposes, so far as 
they are taxed at all, should generally be ad- 
mitted at less than 25 per cent. Most manu- 
facturers of fiax, hemp, leather, and paper 
should be taxed at low rates, for the simple 
reason that this course will be most produotive 
of revenue. 

The 25 per cent. schedule, however, will be 
the most important. It should include nearly 
«ll manufactures of earthenware, glass, iron, 
stecl, copper, brass, and other metals, and of 
cotton, linen, and wool. But it will be neces- 
gary to consider several of these olasses sepa- 
rately. 

Earthenware and glass are necessaries of life. 
Even 25 per cent. is really an enormous tax to 
lay upon them. A few of these articies are lux- 
uries; but the price of these is so high that 25 
per cent. is an ample tax upon them. The pres- 
ent enormous duties are not productive of a 
large public revenue upon the more luxurious 
Jorms of glass, and are not intended to be. 
They are waintained purely in order to enable 
a few wealthy men to make excessive profits. 

All metals, exceptiron and steel, in the form 
of pigs, ingots, and bars, should be admitted 
either free or under extremely low rates of 
duty. No revenue worthy of mention can be 
collected from these things at any high rate of 
duty, and it ie doubtful whether enough would 
be collected under any rate to pay for the 
trouble of collection. Butalarge revenue can 
ve collected from iron and steel, in pigs, 
ingots, and bars. If the manufacturers of fin- 
ished articles would unite to support a measure 
including free pig iron and steel ingots, I should 
heartily favor it. Butthey will not, and as a 
duty of 15 or 20 percent. upon these things 
will bring alarge revenue, it is probable that 
this isthe best which can be done. All ores 
and scrap metal, of course, should be free of 
duty. 

Cotton goods should never pay more than 25 
per cent, and yarns should pay only 20 or less 
Some of our friends wnt to increase the rats 
upon cotton laces, embroideries, &o., on the 
ground that they are luxuries. ‘They are the in- 
nocent luxuries of women, and, as I believe in 
taste and moderate ornament of dress us part 
of woman’s beauty, to which she has aright 
almost as sacred as the right to life iteelf, since 
life without attractiveness is valueless to her, I 
am entirely opposed to special taxes upon wo- 
men’s Weer. : 

The woolen echedule will meet with the 
strongest opposition. Here we must be firm 
and resolute. Both in 1860 and in 1866 the 
woolen wanufacturers unitedly declared that 
they would not ask for more than 25 per cent. 
protection, provided they could have free wool 
and no tax on domestic production. After thir- 
ty years of progress they profess to be weaker 
than ever, and are clamorous for 40 to 50 per 
cent., and this they demand from a triumphant 
party which declared by unanimous vote that 
the tariff should be framed for revenue only. I 
say by unanimous vote, because the whole 
Chicago Convention agreed to this principle, 
and only divided upon the question whether it 
should be added to the original platform or in- 
gerted in place of some temporizing words 
struck out. The demand for this excessive pro- 
tection must be resisted. It will not bea reve- 
nue duty; its object will be protection pure and 
simple. Twenty-five per cent. will be ample 
protection; but as it will also be the most ef- 
fective revenue duty, it may be tolerated. 

Gloves are sufficiently important to demand 
separate consideration. Gloves are not & lux- 
ury, they are a necessity. Even kid gloves are 
scarcely to be called a luxury, and certainly 
they are notin any sense an item of extrava- 
gance. In all cities, towns, and factory villages 
working girls are practically compelled to wear 
kid gloves. because if they did not their com- 

anions would ridicule them and they would 

ose their own self-respect. In many cases a 
working woman cannot keep her employment 
without wearing kid gloves. 

It is absurd to call anything a luxury which 
is an indispensable condition of decency, com- 
fort, and social standing. If the cheaper grades 


‘ot kid gloves are really a luxury, then so are 


shoes and stockings in Summer time, for many 
physicians recommend walking with bare feet 
as conducive to beaith, and wooden shoes may 
be used at all seasons of the year and will last a 
lifetime. If good gloves are nota necessity of 
life to women, it is difficult to say what is a 
necessity beyond coarse bread and watei. lt is 
well known that thousands of women submit to 
almost any privation in the matter of food 
rather than sacrifice the external signe of fem- 
inine comfort. 

Itis with hesitation, therefore, that I recom- 
mend aduty upon gloves of any kind, except 
silk, 80 high as even 25 per cent.; but as this 
rate would be an immense reduction from the 

resent tariff, and would doubtless produce a 
ooaee revenue than any lower rate would do, it 
should probably be accepted. Nothing above 
25 per cent. should be tolerated. 

The duty on tin plates should not exceed 20 
per cent.,and perhaps should be only 15 per 
cent. The needs of revenue make it impracticable 
to admit them free of duty, as they might have 
been in 1888. Buttons, except of metal or glass, 
should be placedin the 20 per cent. schedule. 
Those made of glass or metal should be leftin 
the 25 per cent. schedule as mere branches of 
those manufactures. 

Most breadetuffs and other provisions should 
be free of duty, because the importations, in 
auy event, would be small, and the revenue col- 
lected under any duty would be no sufficient 
compensation for the inconvenience caused to 
the people. Barley and potatoes may well be 
excepted, and eharged with a purely revenue 
duty of 10 per cent. Barley is mostly pur- 
chased for the purpose of manufacturing beer, 
and a tax upon it is ony a beer tax in another 
form. The potatoes which are imported in a 
eaperity of years are mostly of a superior kind 
and used as aluxury. But, on the other hand, 
there is a partial failure of our own potato crop 
every few years, and then foreign potatoes be- 
apme a necessity. As, unfortunately, the tariff 
cannot be shifted up and down te accommodate 
the chauging circumstances of changing years, 
the duty on potatoes should be made very 
swall, or elee entirely abolished. 

My own inclination would be strongly in 
favor of abolishing all duties upon books and 
other printed matter. Since the adoption of the 
jnternational copyright law, which gives a 
monopoly of most reprinted foreign books to 
eur own printers and publishers, while the im- 
portation of American copyright booke is, of 
course, prohibited, there is no particular reason 
for maintaining a duty on books, as a compen- 
gation to publishers for taxes upon their ma- 
terials. ut the revenue which would be de- 
rived from the importation of booke is @ serious 
eonsideration. Ten per cent. is, however, the 
highest rate which should be thoucnt of, and 
the importation of books by mail, to a strictly 
jimal extent, ought to be allowed, either ab- 
solately free of duty or eubject only to a tax 
equai ro the postage. 

(Le free list should inolude every item whieh 
was made free by the tariff of 1483 or the tariff 
or .890. As a matier ef course, wool, ores, 
scr: p metal, coal, coke, and ail other strictly 
raw materiala should be put upon the free list. 
ve’ in addition to these, ail articles should be 
» @e free of duty from which no revenue 
weeshy of consideration can be obtained under 

rate of duty. 

ie the superacial observer it would seem that 
tasre were some necessary exceptions to this 
ruie, as, for example, where taxed materials are 
nocessary ingredients of the manufacture. But 
guoh exceptions are vot real. If the importa-

article which it is proposed to admit free of 
— on i ground should be carefully consid- 
e and inquiry made as to whether the ab- 
sence of importations is due only to prohibitory 
duties. Where that is the case, the article 
should not be placed upon the free list on this 
ground alone if it could be made productive of 
substantial revenue, 

As to articles in which aleohol is used, their 
case will be amply met by a general provision 
that all articles, including even those on the 
free list, shall be subjected to & tax equivalent to 
ee internal revenue tax upon sii articles 

n this country. 

In concluding this series of letters, already 
perhaps too long, | cannot forbear to repeat the 
expression of my strong conviction that the 
duties on sugar, tea, and coffee should not be 
reatored. As @ matter of mere practical poli- 
tice, it must surely be obvious that such dutics, 
increasing the price of necessaries of lifein a 
manner which would be felt instantly in every 
home Sanneeens the land, would excite almost 
universal ritation, especially among the 
women who manage our homes. The adoption 
of such a measure would, in my judgment, cer- 
tainly cause widespread losses to the Demo- 
cratio Party in the Fall elections of 1894 and 
would imperil the elections of 1896. 

But, setting aside considerations of party suc- 
cess, there are substantial reasons for the dis- 
approbation with which the — would 
regard such a backward step. Leaving bvut of 
view the recent reciprocity treaties, (to which I 
attach no importance whetever, because trade 
with Europe can be increased to ten times the 
amount of any possibile trade with Cuba, Bra- 
zil, er similar countries,) such taxes would bea 
direct hindrance to importations, and, there- 
fore, to exports of farth produce. These taxes 
would be adopted only for the purpose of avoid- 
ing a resort to direct taxation, and, therefore, 
they would be justly interpreted as proof that 
the Democratio Party feared to offend the men 
of wealth, who object to direct taxation, and 
preferred to increase the burdens of the pov- 
erty-stricken musses. 

If it is absolutely necessary to maintain the 
present enormous revenue for an indetinite pe- 
riod, the deficiency must be met by some form 
of substantial direct taxation. The Constitu- 
tion ought to be amended, and oan easily be 
amented, 80 as to enable direct taxation to be 
apportioned according to wealth, instead of 
ae. and, meantime, an income tax can 

e devised, te be collected from the income of 
patural or artificial monopolies. An income 
tax, levied exclusively upon rents, patents, rall- 
way, telegraph, telephone, gas, and similar 
franchises, and a few other practical monop- 
olies, could be made to supply all the deficiency 
of income which might arise under a revenue 
race framed upon the principles here set 

orth. 

A general, sweeping income-tax law cannot 
be suceessfully enforced in this country; in- 
deed, it is not fully or fairly enforced in any 
country. But such a tax, if confined to these 
sources of inceme, can be efiiciently collected; 
because tax returns oan be obtained from. peo- 
ple who have no interest in reducing the amount 
of the tax,and very few bye will make 
false returns for the benefitof other people. 
Such an income tax ought to be maintained at 
all times, for the purpose of providing a system 
of taxation, always efficiently in operation, in 
which the rate of tax ceuld be changed every 
year, without interference with business or dis- 
turbance of vested interests. Until some such 
tax is established, it will be impossible to frame 
@ proper tariff; because any tariif which pro- 
vides sufficient revenue for a period of great ex- 
penditure works injustice and oppression when 
such expenditure becomes unnecessary; while 
the interests which inevitably grow up under it, 
acquire enormous strength, which is unscrupul- 
ously used for the maintenance of its worst 
abuses. 

Tn short, the tariff and internal revenue taxes 
should be so arranged as always to leavé a 
large deficiency, fluctuating from year to year, 
this deficiency to be supplied by a fluctuating 
direct tax, just sufficient for that purpose. This 
is the only method by which other nations have 
been able to reform their tariifs,and itis the 
only method by which the United States can 
put their fiscal system upon a solentilic basis.

SCHEME FOR A NEW TARIFF. 

The special committee of the Reform Club ap- 
pointed to prepare a tariffreform measure has sub- 
mitted a report embodying what the committee 
would like to have enacted intolaw. It will be for- 
warded to Secretary Carlisle. The committee con- 
sistaof E. Ellery Anderson, Charles 8. Fairchild, 
Thomas G. Shearman, David A. Wells, John De 
Witt Warner, Everett’ P. Wheeler, and Jacob 
Schoenhof. 

The general principles upon which the proposed 
tariff has been framed are that orude materials 
should be made free, and in taxing other articles 
the object has been to fix such rates as would pro- 
duce the largest revenue in aseries of years, con- 
sistent with large importations. Taxes upon the 
necessaries of life have been kept down to the lowest 
point which the needs of revenue permit. All duties 
have been made strictly ad valorem except some of 
those which are levied as compensatory for internal 
wha taxes upon similar articles produced at 

ome, 

All foreign articles whioh, if made here, would be 
subject to internal revenue taxes must be subject to 
at least an equal customstax. Luxuries shouid be 
taxed for revenue, and net so high as to prohibit 
imports. With revenue as the prime coneideration, 
itis estimated that the new tariff will yield $12u,- 
000,000 the tirst year, increasing to an average of 
$165,000,000 per year for the first five years. The 
deficiency at the beginning may be met by short 
Government bill«, by a duty on sugar, and, perhaps, 
tea and cotfee, and by an income tax upon monopolies 
suchas railroads, telegraphs, telephones, gasworks, 
aud rents, 





Sued for tho Cost of a Wedding Dress. 

Jordan, Marsh & Co. of Boston have begun an 
action in the City Court of New-York to recover 
the price of a wedding dress from George F. 
Pesham, a young lawyer of Nashua, N. H., who 
is now sued for divorcee, Mr. Pesham is the son 
of a wealthy widow of Nashua.
